To Russia with Love 

Virginia-bred wins Russian Derby to head strong regional showing 


R epresentatives fromBarsukT. L. Farm 
went to a familiar and proven source 
when shopping for racing prospects 
at the 2014 Keeneland September yearling 
sale and fortunately Virginia’s Audley Farm 
supplied consignor Brookdale Sales with 
just the type of colt the Russian agents 
were looking to buy 

The Virginia-bred—a son of Malibu 
Moon out of the Smart Strike mare Hatpin 
named Martin Night Bars-sold for 
$70,000 and nearly two years later rewarded 
his owners with a victory in the Russian 
Derby at Central Moscow Hippodrome 
Aug. 28. 

“It was awesome,” said Jamie McDiar- 
mid, Audley’s equine manager. “Probably 
one of the good sides of the story, and 
there are many, is that the gentleman 
that bought the horse from Brookdale 
had bought a yearling from them the 
year before that had just won the Russian 
Derby, so he was coming back for another 
one. So in three years they sold him two 
horses that won the Russian Derby.” 

The 2,400-meter Russian Derby, 
recognized in that nation as a Group 1 
stakes and worth approximately $61,335, 
was one of two stakes on the Aug. 28 card 
won by runners bred in the Mid-Atlantic 
and one of five won by graduates of 
Keeneland September. 

The day’s other Mid-Atlantic-bred 
winner was Karaul, a 2-year-old son of 
Shackleford out of the Cozzene mare Pier 
Sixty Six, who won the $23,000 Grand 
Prix going 1 mile. Bred in West Virginia by 
Hector Alcalde, Karaul sold for $27,000 
to MAB Agency at last year’s Keeneland 
September sale. 


Martin Night Bars led a one-two finish 
for Mid-Atlantic-breds in the Russian 
Derby, scoring by a head over Maryland- 
bred Saarstown. Bred by the Alan Kline 
Revocable Trust and sold for $40,000 at 
the 2014 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July sale, 
Saarstown is out of the unraced Saarland 
mare Saarley Solution. 

Martin Night Bars is the fifth foal out 
of Hatpin, who was sold by Audley for 
$135,000 in foal to Bodemeister at Keene¬ 
land January 2015. Foals out of Hatpin 
sold weU for Audley at public auction. Her 
first, the Johannesburg colt Dannhauser, 
brought $270,000 at Keeneland September 
in 2009 and the Indian Charlie gelding 
Shaishee sold for $325,000 at Keeneland 
September in 2011. Brookdale sold both 
colts, along with another by Harlan’s 
Holiday named Kit Check who brought 
$190,000 at the same sale last year. 

“I wish we could say we stiU own the 
mare but we actually don’t,” McDiarmid 
said. “We sold her after we sold that colt. 
HiU A’ Dale bought her, so she went to a 
great home, she’U be weU looked after. 

“She was getting older and we were in 
sort of a rebuilding mode at the time. Sale- 
wise she had done OK, we were almost out 
on her so it was a good moment to move 
on. If I like the mare and we’re se llin g, 
usually I like to keep a daughter and we 
did that, a foal by Empire Maker named 
Hatmaker who we have now at the farm. 
We kept a little piece of the mantel, know 
what I mean?” 

Audley bred and sold Grade 1 winner 
and 2012 Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
runner-up Bodemeister and its position 
in the Mid-Atlantic breeding industry is 


well established. Audley sold Bodemeister’s 
dam, the Storm Cat mare Untouched 
Talent, for $5 million. The farm was a 
four-time winner of Virginia’s top breeder 
award and also produced Grade 1 winner 
Mandy’s Gold. Now the Berryville opera¬ 
tion can boast of a Russian Derby winner. 

“As a yearling he was pretty straight¬ 
forward,” McDiarmid said. “Good and 
strong, a little bit crooked hence the price, 
but you can get that Malibu Moon you 
know. Strong, racy looking, hard-knocking 
type of horse. We bred him and we’re 
happy to have a Russian Derby winner off 
the farm. And we’re pretty sure the guy wiU 
be back at Brookdale this year looking for 
another one.” 

Karaul, originally purchased as a wean¬ 
ling by Machmer Hall for $48,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December mixed 
sale in 2014, is the fourth winner from the 
first six foals to race out of Pier Sixty Six. 
The mare’s second foal, the Aragorn geld¬ 
ing Paco Smart, won six of 29 starts and 
earned $309,446 from 2011-14 and two 
West Virginia Breeders Classic stakes events. 

Alcalde purchased Pier Sixty Six, out 
of graded stakes winner Double Sixes, 
as an unraced 3-year-old for $100,000 at 
the 2006 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky February 
mixed sale. 

Barsuk T. L. Farm owned two of the 
other American-bred winners in Russia 
Aug. 29 —Conard Lord, a 4-year-old colt 
by Congrats who won the Group 1 N. 
N. Nasibov Cup; and Dominika Bars, a 
3-year-old fiUy by Kitten’s Joy who won 
the Russian Racecourses PLC Stakes. The 
other American-bred winners were Ikaryi, 
a 4-year-old by Indian Charlie who won 
the Grand Sprinters Stakes; and Tiger Kid, 
a 5-year-old son of Lemon Drop Kid who 
won the $153,536 President of the Russian 
Federation Stakes.

Exchange wagering inches 
forward in Delaware 

M proposal to alloiv Delaware Park’s signal to be used in New Jersej’s exchange wagering site got a 
positive reception—hut no action—from the Delaware Thoroughbred Racing Commission in August. 
The following is an excerpt of Frank Vespe’s business piece about exchange wagering’s future.

E xchange wagering may be, as some have said, the wave of the future. But it seems 
likely the future won’t hit Delaware Park until 2017. That was the upshot of a 
lengthy discussion at the August meeting of the Delaware Thoroughbred Racing 
Commission (DTRC). Though it did not vote, the Commission generally seemed 
receptive to the concept. 

“I think the overriding reason to endorse this is. . . it’s incumbent on our sport” to 
attract more and younger bettors, said DTRC chairman Duncan Patterson. 

But in the end, the Commission deferred action on the matter until the Delaware 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association (DTHA) has had a chance to review the pro¬ 
posal. The organization is soon to seat a new board of directors, which wiU take the 
matter up, said DTHA executive director Bessie Gruwell. The DTHA’s consent to the 
signal’s export is required under federal law. 

With Delaware’s 2016 meet set to end Oct. 15, it seems unlikely that the track’s 
signal will appear on the exchange prior to next season. 

The proposal on the table is to include Delaware Park’s racing in the nation’s only 
operating wagering exchange, which is operated by Betfair and limited to residents of 
New Jersey who are physically located in New Jersey when they wager. 

Because the state of Delaware currently does not permit account wagering, a leg¬ 
islative change would be required to allow an exchange open to Delaware residents to 
operate there. 

Exchange wagering hit the United States for the first time earlier this year when 
the U.S. subsidiary of Paddy Power Betfair, the Dublin-based wagering giant, launched 
an online exchange in conjunction with Monmouth Park. The exchange matches bets 
between players, allowing them to back (bet on) or lay (bet against) a horse, as well as 
to wager during the running of a race. Betfair takes a 12 percent commission on net 
winnings, which then is split with racetracks and horsemen; that takeout is far below 
the industry’s typical 20 percent blended rake on dollars wagered. 

The exchange launched in May and includes signals from 21 tracks so far. Among 
the positive results Betfair general counsel John Hindman cited is a customer base 20 
years younger, on average, than that of the 4NJBets.com traditional wagering platform 
the company also manages for Monmouth. At the same time the exchange has had no 
negative impact on the handle generated by the traditional platform. 

“The track position is that we need to find a new customer that’s not here,” 
Delaware Park track president BiU Easy told the DTRC. “I believe this is the future of 
how bets are going to be made.”

Retired: Chris Scherf, as execu¬ 
tive vice president of Maryland-based 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations of 
North America, effective in October. 
Scherf came to the TRA following a 
four-year stint with the New York Racing 
Association and was named to succeed J. 
B. Faulconer in the executive vice president 
post in February 1989. 

During Scherf’s tenure the TRA 
formed a joint partnership with The 
Jockey Club to form Equibase Co. and 
launched the creation of national merged 
pool, full-card simulcasting among other 
developments. Scherf is co-chairman 
of the Racing Medication and Testing 
Consortium and has been a longtime 
member of the American Horse Council’s 
Racing Committee. 

Ended: Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard’s consecutive win streak at 
Saratoga on the final day of racing. Sept. 
5. His 14th starter at the meet. War Baby, 
finished eighth of 12 in the meet’s final race 
as Sheppard attempted to win at least one 
race at Saratoga for the 48th consecutive 
year.

I n 1989, Tim WooUey headed to Dela¬ 
ware Park’s paddock sale with a modest 
bankroll and an eye toward launching 
his training career. WooUey had by then 
been freelancing as an exercise rider at 
Fair HiU Training Center and Delaware 
Park for two years, and one of his regular 
mounts was a 3-year-old fUly named 
Shakin AU Over in the barn of Patti 
MiUer. When word came that the Florida- 
bred daughter of It’s Freezing and the 
Navajo mare Andthebeatgoeson had been 
consigned, WooUey thought the smaU but 
gritty fiUy would be a great first project. 

“It was a horses-of-racing-age sale 
held over in the hacienda,” he said, of 
the former Brandywine Stable property 


adjacent to the stable area. “It was always 
toward the end of the meet in the faU. 
Trainers based there would just have a 
yard sale so to speak. There were maybe 
100 horses. I bought her for myself; I was 
trying to get into the game a Uttle bit and 
thought she might be a cheap one just to 
mess around with.” 

The young native of Derby, near 
Birmingham, England, had come to 
this country in 1987 to work for trainer 
Michael Dickinson, then also at Fair HiU. 

“In England I was trying to be a 
steeplechase jockey, but it’s Uke anything,” 
WooUey said. “You’ve got to have the 
rides, and I’d gotten to be an also-ran so 
I thought it was time to do something 


different. I stayed the summer here and 
just reaUy scouted out what I wanted to 
do, then went home for the winter and 
came back.” 

WooUey started out gaUoping in the 
mornings and then began breaking babies 
in the afternoons. As the youngsters 
progressed, they would frequently make 
their way back to WooUey for their 
continued education, preparation and gate 
cards. He and wife Penny, whom he met 
while she was working for steeplechase 
trainer Janet EUiot in Oxford, Pa., rented 
a few staUs at Fair HiU for their growing 
outfit. 

Penny was with Tim at Delaware the 
day he purchased Shakin All Over. 
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“I think we paid like $600 for her. And 
I guess at the time I thought I liked her 
aggressiveness,” Tim said. “But the more 
you’re around horses, you learn that 
aggressiveness doesn’t always relate to 
performance on the track.” 

Shakin All Over ran just a few races 
for her new ownership (and under the 
name of trainer Sharon Clark) as a 4-year- 
old in 1990 before that aggressiveness 
became her undoing. Coming off the 
track at Adantic City that July, she started 
cutting up and jumping around, resulting 
in a condylar fracture of an ankle. 

Faced with a “What do we do now?” 
predicament, the Woolleys decided against 
surgery and opted for stall rest. The 
ankle healed over time, so the next logical 
discussion concerned her future as a 
broodmare. 

She had won just one race in her 
career-not for the Woolleys-and earned 
$5,081. But she had demonstrated enough 
toughness and determination to convince 
them to try. 

“The first staUion we went to was 
Iron. We got a filly out of that whom 
we named It’s Ironic [six starts, six 
losses]. Then the second time we went 


to breed her, I took her to Northview 
Stallion Station [in Chesapeake City, Md.]. 
Baederwood, whom we’d gone to, wasn’t 
very fertile at that time. And that’s when 
they said to me We’ve got this new young 
stallion, you might want to try him.’ And 
it was Not For Love. So we got him the 
very first year he stood.” 

The resulting foal was a Pennsylvania- 
bred fiUy they called Allure I’Amour. She 
won two races for them before being 
claimed at Penn National in 2003. 

The WooUeys gave careful 
consideration to Shakin All Over’s future 
in the breeding shed. Both operated 
under the firm conviction that not every 
mare needs to reproduce. She was on 
the small side and despite being bred to 
larger stallions, her foals had not been big. 
Neither had much success. 

“You see these 20-year-old mares 
who’ve had 10, 15 foals. And very often 
nothing will have even gotten to the 
races or earned anything, but they keep 
breeding them . . . and you have to ask 
why,” said Tim. “After two foals from her 
I could see enough to know. Both were 
kind of small. One ended up being by 
the leading sire in Maryland. But it was 


like well, if she’s not going to produce 
anything, then why bother?’ ” 

Faced with that situation, many owners 
would never have kept Shakin All Over. 
But the Woolleys always managed to 
find useful work for her. She served as 
Tim’s lead pony on the farm and helped 
break babies. She was the quintessential 
babysitter when new, timid youngsters 
arrived. 

Now 30, “Shaky” lives on the small 
property the WooUeys rent for their 
horses near Fair HiU. It’s the perfect 
set-up, with several paddocks, a 4-staU 
barn and a large run-in shed. She shares 
the space with Tim’s two old paint lead 
ponies and Penny’s retired Thoroughbred 
projects Manighar (Fr) and Cork County, 
who are embarking on new careers in the 
show ring. Manighar is a world-traveled 
graded stakes winner of $3,656,834. 

“We can’t beUeve how weU she looks, 
and we think this is probably the best 
she has ever looked,” Tim said. “Penny 
diUgently feeds her twice a day. Shaky 
prefers to Uve outside 24 hours, so we just 
put two turnout blankets on her in the 
winter. After 27 years, whatever she wants 
is fine.” ^

Hey racing, 
what’s the 
big idea? 

C arol Holden and Sam Huff dreamed 
up the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics and-although I wish they 
added an apostrophe-created something 
Wild and wonderful. Now 30 years old, it’s a 
night to be proud of West Virginia’s 
Thoroughbred industry 

Jim McKay went to the Breeders’ Cup- 
there’s the apostrophe-and asked the 
question anyone could have asked. “Why 
wouldn’t this work in Maryland?” And the 
Maryland Million was born in 1986. Now, the 
event attracts 20,000-ish people to Laurel 
Park every October. 

In the 1980s, Guy Torsilieri and John von 
Stade thought they could take the Far Hills 
Races-already a successful steeplechase race 
meet and a New Jersey fall festival-to a new 
level with an improved concept and an 
emphasis on quality racing. The 2016 version 
will offer $700,000 in purses, open its gates 
to 50,000 spectators, likely host an inter¬ 
national runner or two and add to the 
millions it’s raised for the Robert Wood John¬ 
son University Hospital. 

In 1962, to incentivize Thoroughbred 
breeders, Maryland created the first state 
Thoroughbred breeding fund in the United 
States. The move birthed success in Maryland, 
and was a precursor to similar programs in 
virtually every state where racehorses are 
born and some where they aren’t. 


Back in the 1950s, Laurel Park owner 
John Schapiro talked with the Daily Racing 
Form's J. Sam Pearlman about a new race and 
the Washington, D.C., International was 
born. The first international Thoroughbred 
race in the United States hosted runners 
from England, Ireland, France, even the 
Soviet Union through the final running in 
1994. Though ultimately squeezed out by the 
Breeders’ Cup, the International showed the 
world such a concept could work. It may 
soon be on the verge of returning thanks to 
the Maryland Jockey Club. 

Thoroughbred racing depends on what 
business leaders James Collins and Jerry 
Porras called, in their book Successful Habits of 
Visionary Companies, BHAGs. The acronym 
means Big Hairy Audacious Goals. By 
definition, a BHAG will seem questionable 
from the outside but not entirely impossible 
from the inside. In short, a BHAG is a big 
idea, an “Oh what the hell” statement. Suc¬ 
cessful people everywhere have said it, 
moments before stepping out into the great 
unknown. 

And pretty much anything good in racing 
hinged on somebody’s BHAG-the West 
Virginia Breeders Classics, the Maryland 
Million, Far HiUs, the D.C. International, 
Maryland’s Bred Fund and other programs 
like it. The push continues today with the 
sometimes uneasy connection of alternative 
gaming and racing, the launch of new stud 
farms, the Delaware-certified program in a 
state with no breeding history, the odd 
American jump jockey plying his/her trade in 
a colony dominated by English and Irish 
journeymen. Heck, the dream that an 
unraced 2-year-old—any unraced 2-year- 
old—might develop into a Triple Crown 
hopeful next year—is a BHAG. This magazine, 
launched by Humphrey Finney in 1936, was 
certainly just a big idea back then. Now, it’s a 
reality even if it swims upstream as a monthly 
print product in a new-media world fiUed 
with tweets and chats and posts. 

You’ve got to be a bit of a dreamer to 
make it in this game. 

You’ve got to breed horses you hope 
somebody wants, own horses you aren’t sure 
can win, train horses by feel and intuition as 
much as facts, ride horses you might not be 
able to control and count on some breaks 
to come your way. You’ve got to believe it 
will work, even when logic might tell you 
otherwise. 


So where are today’s big ideas? They’re 
out there, if you look and use your 
imagination. 

Here’s a few. Put them on your list: 

• Uniformity. FU put it here, because 
there’s nowhere else to go. It’s time, way 
beyond time, for national rules for illegal/ 
legal medication, testing and penalties. That’s 
the BHAG, racing. Write it on your 
whiteboard and work on it. Every day. 

• Stability. It’s what state breeding incentive 
programs crave. Maryland is proving it with a 
steady increase in foals being born. Other 
states are proving it too, in the opposite 
direction, as a lack of long-term stability 
shakes breeders and numbers in West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania. Unfortunately, 
this one relies on outside entities—namely 
politicians, state governments and racetrack 
operators-but it’s not impossible. Find your 
version of stability, and make it a goal. 

• Cooperation. Racing dates abound in the 
Mid-Atlantic with competing meets at (deep 
breath) Charles Town, Delaware Park, Laurel 
Park, Meadowlands, Monmouth Park, Parx 
Racing, Penn National and Presque Isle 
Downs. It’s a free-market country, and 
competition is good for everyone but there 
win be a breaking point. Someday, a track wH 
crack and racing dates wH be cut. Horses and 
horsemen wH lose. Nobody asked, and it wH 
make some people cringe, but why can’t two 
states cooperate on a racing schedule and ah 
that comes with it? Run fewer dates, share 
horses, horsemen and officials, offer free van 
rides between two barn areas. Work together 
and be stronger. 

• Fair Hih. This is a httle more specific 
than the others and some stuff is percolating, 
slowly, but there’s no good reason the 
steeplechase turf course in Cecil County, 
Md., can’t be a mix of Kentucky Downs and 
Lambourn. Built as a steeplechase course in 
1990, the former hosts five days of cham¬ 
pionship flat racing each September (handle 
averaged $4.5 million a day this year). The 
latter is a major training center in England, 
with community gallops paid for on a 
monthly basis by resident trainers or on a 
per-use basis by visitors. Owned by the state, 
steeped in history and connected to the 
thriving training center across the street. Fair 
Hill’s race course should be much more than 
it is. 

There’s more, there’s always more. But 
we’d be lost without them. ^ 
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Whether an athlete in training or a beloved family member, every horse deserves the very best when it 
comes to veterinary treatment and care.

at 30 

Anniversary spurs thoughts 
of past, future in West Virginia

I didn’t believe it,” Buck Woodson said, 'd couldn’t believe it.” 

Even then, nearly 30 years past, doubt had no residence in 
Woodson’s West Virginia stable, the space long occupied by back- 
at-the-knees sensation Onion Juice. Race after marvelous race, the con¬ 
formational misfit had outrun better-made rivals, winning stakes, stoking 
hope, assuring Woodson that certain gallant homebreds surmount odds 
far beyond the tote board. 

This he had seen. But what he heard in the frosty gray Shenandoah 
foothills those early days of 1987, whispers of a lavish stakes-filled night 
for West Virginia horses the coming autumn, coaxed chilly skepticism. 
They foretold a debutante ball for a homely acquaintance, Charles Town 
racetrack, and the locals she’d long served. Woodson tried hard to picture 
the poor old wretch a made-up beauty, with a dowry no less, but conjured 


nothing. 

Such was Charles Town’s sad persona, 
her hand-to-mouth existence: purses short 
of $25,000 certain nights; sub-$2,000 
claimers; top-condition allowance races 
worth $5,700; a $15,000 stakes for stand¬ 
out state-breds. 

“If you had a fifteen-hundred-doUar 
claimer, you had to win seven races a year 
to feed it,” Woodson said. “Once I told 
my wife. We’re havin’ a good time goin’ 
broke, aren’t we?’ It wasn’t a real kind look 
she gave me.” 

Sam Huff, a West Virginia-bred NFL 
HaU of Famer, sought a way to dress 
threadbare Charles Town in title-game 
finery, to enrich the track’s long-scuffling 
horsemen and toast their underappreciated 
state-bred runners; in sum, to turn the gas¬ 
light track electric. Then a nascent owner/ 
breeder. Huff drew inspiration from the 
first Maryland Million, 1986, and pointedly 
pursued career horsewoman and racing 
administrator Carol Holden to sketch a 
blueprint for something they might caU the 
West Virginia Breeders Classics. 

A golf tournament, celebrity break¬ 
fast and black-tie affair would preface 
the inaugural running, and the program 
proper would boast all the trappings of a 
bona-fide pageant: infield-bound skydiv- 
ers, corporate sponsorships and national 
TV coverage of the marquee race. For that. 
Huff envisioned a $100,000 contest, a sum 
unfathomed in Charles Town’s then-54- 
year span. 
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From Woodson’s Buckstud and beyond, 
misgivings sounded. A Charles Town 
HBPA official belly-laughed at the absur¬ 
dity of a six-figure race, let alone four 
supporting $25,000s, especially with only 
token, promissory aid from pugnacious 
track owners. An employee of Charles 
Town’s scant publicity department told a 
work-anxious colleague, “Don’t worry— 
it’ll never happen.” Even Holden’s ledger 
spoke uncertainty: She had no dedicated 
checking account for Classics-related busi¬ 
ness, using counter checks as tender. 

What happened next burnished West 
Virginia sporting lore, pumped the crowd, 
changed the scoreboard. Huff and Holden 
connected on a Hail Mary and hit pay dirt. 

On Oct. 8, 2016, following days of 
related festivities, the 30th West Virginia 
Breeders Classics will showcase horses 
sired or bred in West Virginia, revive local 
rivalries, stir the masses anew and relate 
much of it across two TV networks. The 
extravaganza will praise the state breeding 
industry’s unquestioned gains, a cause it 
directly enhanced, and graphically portray 
West Virginia’s born-again essence-cum- 
slots. From the 1987 inaugural, which 
featured five races and $200,000 in purses, 
the 2016 edition promises nine races and 
$1.17 million. Said total would push collec¬ 
tive Classics outlays beyond $25 million, a 
lasting bonanza for state horse owners and 
breeders. 

Having co-piloted the Breeders Classics 
through three decades of swirling cross¬ 


winds, Holden alone now has the yoke. 
Huff had used his standing, initiative, acu¬ 
men and geniality to persuade racing and 
business entities to back the project; in 
the process, he and Holden became life 
partners. They shepherded the Classics 
together, until dementia left Huff to the 
sidelines. 

James W “Jim” Casey, the Taylor Moun¬ 
tain Farm patriarch whose family has 
trained 43 Breeders Classics winners and 
owned 35, many of them homebreds, said 
the program remains a testament to Huff’s 
keen vision, bold deeds and homespun 
charm. 

“Sam Huff had a lot of puU,” Casey said. 
“He was well-liked, well-known in the state. 
Nobody else could have done it, but he 
pulled it off” 

The ensuing Classics have blended 
melodramatic flair, outcomes poignant, 
buoyant and sullen, impressive side¬ 
shows and comical accents. And they’ve 
broadcast West Virginia-bred virtues in 
a way that both has fortified the prod¬ 
uct and awakened the world. In 2011, 
nearly a quarter-century after he won the 
first Classic headliner with Onion Juice, 
Woodson sold a War Front colt from 
the Old Trieste mare Dancing Trieste 
for $190,000, a record fetch for a West 
Virginia-bred weanling. The following year, 
Demi O’Byrne of Coolmore Stud Ireland 
snared Giovanni Boldini for $675,000, a 
state-bred record for a yearling. 

In his mid-80s then, Woodson bought a 
new farm, then another. 

But as the Breeders Classics bathe 
Charles Town in bright and now-accus¬ 
tomed light, its bolstered principals peer 
into outlying darkness. 

Toward Charleston, where antipathetic 
state legislators steadfastly have reduced 
West Virginia’s slots-drawn purse sup¬ 
plements. Toward Maryland, where the 
stout appetite for late-coming casino play 
continues to thwart Charles Town’s gam¬ 
ing take-with National Harbor’s pend¬ 
ing launch an added shackle. Toward the 
bottom line, where purse distributions at 
West Virginia’s horse tracks, Charles Town 
and Mountaineer, totaled $43 million in 
2015-less than half their 2004 peak of 
$89.6 million, according to The Jockey 
Club. The chokehold ongoing, horsemen 
have braced for further tightening this year. 

“It’s basically, at this point, an unstable 
environment to invest in,” said O’Sulli¬ 
van Farms owner and Charles Town 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association President Randy Funkhouser. 


Cuts have stung the Classics too. The 
race program once received 1 percent 
of slots proceeds; now, 0.5 percent. 
Correspondingly, its annual outlays have 
nearly halved, from a $1,985 million peak 
in 2009 to $1.08 million last year. 

The penetrating impact of the Classics 
on West Virginia breeding, and of the 
purse cuts on horsemen, relate square¬ 
ly through the deeds and aims of Jim 
MiUer. A Hagerstown, Md., resident. Miller 
bought his first horse in 2011, built an 
unnamed 20-acre farm outside Charles 
Town in 2014 and births each of his 15 
mares there, making them West Virginia- 
breds and thus Classics-eligible. He races 
those he doesn’t sell. 

Miller said he established a breeding 
operation in West Virginia largely for 
the Classics; he won the Triple Crown 
Nutrition with homebred 2-year-old fiUies 
in 2013 and ’14 and sold a $250,000 Candy 
Ride colt, from the Lemon Drop Kid 
mare Mantekilla, at last year’s Fasig-Tipton 
October Fall Yearling Sale in Kentucky. 
But with Charles Town’s purses and breed¬ 
ers’ supplements diminishing. Miller said, 
he’ll consider foaling some of his mares 
outside West Virginia starting 2017. 

Holden, wise to the trends and grow¬ 
ing anxiety, said, “Of course it’s a little bit 
different now worrying about the purse 
money. We were on a nice, steady roU. I felt 
sorry for everybody in Maryland but was | 

glad for us. Now the tables have turned.” J

The phone message, Holden thought, 
promised more a bother. A Marriott hotel 
VP named Huff had called to see if they 
could meet. It was May 1985. 

“I thought it was just another executive 
looking for an afternoon in Middleburg,” 
she said. 

At the time, Holden worked “both sides 
of the mountain”: mornings at the West 
Virginia Thoroughbred Development 
Fund at Charles Town, created a year 
earlier to promote state-breds by offering 
bonuses to breeders and owners of racers 
and stallions; afternoons in Middleburg, 
Va., not far from home, developing racing 
syndications. That venture launched from 
Holden’s $6,200 pluck of Maryland-bred 
juvenile filly Owned by All (Mitey Prince— 
Mare Calda, by Gaelic Dancer), who’d 
win five stakes, place in the 1984 Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap-G3 and earn $328,983. 

Huff hadn’t such early scores with 
Marco Island, a gelding he owned with 
former West Virginia state legislator (and 
eventual Kentucky governor) Brereton

“Well, the money you’re talking 
about, I think we can get these 
West Virginia people to run their 
horses, I can’t tell you how good it’s 
gonna be, but I think we can do it,” 

- Dickie Moore, Charles Town 
racing secretary in 1986, 
to Sam Huff, about the first running 
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Jones and Atlanta-based sports columnist 
Furman Bisher. But, from that first meet¬ 
ing, Holden scanned commitment. 

They drove to a grassy range of Middle- 
burg, 22 giving acres, that Huff had pur¬ 
chased. Along the way, he’d extolled the 
thrill of racing, the apparent scholarship 
behind Thoroughbred matings and the 
agricultural good that comes from each. 
Holden absorbed it all, until Huff started 
referencing his football past: for the West 
Virginia University Mountaineers (as an 
all-American), for the New York Giants 
(as the first rookie middle linebacker to 
start for an NFL champion, 1956) and 
later for the Washington Redskins (his last 
stop before the HaU of Fame). How, after 
a demanding football season that paid him 
$5,000, he’d return to Farmington, WVa., 
to work in the local grocery, keen to help 
the hometown team. 

After the conversation lulled, she asked, 
“Who was it you said you played for?” 

But the open pastures of Huff’s acqui¬ 
sition kept her attention. This guy from 
West Virginia coal country, quite appar¬ 
ently, meant to cultivate another natural 
resource: The Horse. This she could fol¬ 
low: From childhood, Holden had looked 
to The Horse to take her places real and 
envisioned. 


Father had found a Depression-era 
bargain, a farm in Chester County, Penn¬ 
sylvania, where he bought and sold horses, 
opened a riding academy and offered hay- 
rides. He left for a time, working to build 
a naval base in Panama to better pay off 
farm-related debts, but later had a stroke 
and had to liquidate. Holden pondered 
options. 

“I come from a long line of school 
teachers, ministers and horse gyps,” she 
said. “I got so tired of having to answer 
the question. What are you going to do? 
Teach?’ Because Pm of that era where you 
were either a nurse or you taught school. I 
didn’t know what I was going to do, but 
I knew I wasn’t going to be a nurse or a 
schoolteacher.” 

Caretaking and tutoring touched other 
subjects. She ponied at Dover Downs, 
Garden State and Liberty Bell, groomed 
horses, walked hots for Buddy Delp at 
Bowie, did whatever needed doing at 
Rocketts Mill Farm in Doswell, Va., served 
as Penn National’s horsemen’s bookkeep¬ 
er, drove a tractor, hunted and showed 
and rode for pleasure. Now she stood 
with Huff, surveying an open swath of 
Middleburg green that housed only his 
dreams. 

The broodmare barn will go over there, 
he told her, the training track there, the 


paddocks there. He didn’t address the 
front drive, which would come to feature 
two gateposts: one the red, white and blue 
of Huff Farm, the other the pink and 
green of Holden’s Sporting Life Farm. 

Another grand collaboration would 
soon germinate. In October 1986, they 
drove from Middleburg to suburban 
Maryland, Sam at the wheel of a young 
Oldsmobile. “At that time he was doing 
television ads for Templeton Olds,” 
Holden said. “He got a new one every six 
months.” 

The on-track doings at Laurel Race 
Course that day left Huff to rev. This 
novelty called the Maryland Million fea¬ 
tured the racing offspring of Maryland 
stallions. Fans were charged, purses plump, 
races moving. On the way back, he asked 
Holden why Charles Town couldn’t mimic 
the program in West Virginia. 

She rattled off the reasons: the state’s 
relatively insubstantial stallion population, 
the fund-raising trudge beyond nomina¬ 
tion revenues, the organizational challeng¬ 
es, the lack of backing from cash-strapped 
track owners. 

Huff thought a moment. Work on the 
eligibility part, he told her. I’ll manage the 
rest. 

Holden deduced that a program for 
West Virginia-sired or -bred offspring

would give the Classics 157 eligible run¬ 
ners, a sufficient wellspring, which started 
the creative waters burbling Huff spoke 
his hopes to Harry Buch, then state rac¬ 
ing commission chairman and dedicated 
industry proponent, and eventually with 
Gov Arch Moore. Holden directed Huff 
to Millard Harrell, her mentor at the 
Development Fund, and to Dickie Moore, 
who’d endured Charles Town’s lasting 
plight as mutuels money runner, clerk of 
scales and racing secretary 

Moore and Huff met in Holden’s 
Charles Town office, a place Holden called 
The Roach Den. 

“Sam’s talkin’ about gettin’ all these 
sponsors, and havin’ aU this money, and I 
was like, ‘Man, is this guy good or what?’” 
said Moore, now Charles Town’s general 
manager of racing operations. “And he 
said, ‘It’s gonna be your job to get the 
horses.’ I said, ‘Well, the money you’re 
talking about, I think we can get these West 
Virginia people to run their horses. I can’t 
teU you how good it’s gonna be, but I think 
we can do it.’ ” 


Through Buch’s lead blocks, holes were 
opened to fund Classics purses through 
uncashed pari-mutuel tickets; sponsor¬ 
ships would cover operating expenses 
and the cost of Classics-week festivities. 
Bin Chesley, general manager of a local 
J.C. Penney, became founding sponsor at 
$2,500. 

In the spring of 1987, Huff and 
Holden drove to the Hunt VaUey Inn in 
Baltimore County to dine on the wisdoms 
of Rich Wilcke, Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association executive and Maryland 
Minion insider. Specificady, they sought 
guidance on the travails of launching the 
MHion, the legal way to structure and 
estabksh it, how best to sustain it, potential 
pitfahs. 

Beyond the logistical, other chahenges 
hovered. A possible West Virginia teachers’ 
strike commanded legislative and pubkc 
attention the first half of ’87, leaving 
Huff and Holden disinckned to announce 
the advent of the Classics for fear critics 
would deem their funding source better 
used for education. 


That June, the teachers’ issues settled. 
Huff and Holden pubhcly disclosed plans 
for the first West Virginia Breeders Classic 
program on Sept. 11, a mere three months 
later. Holden said one horsewoman 
groused that the short turnaround would 
imposition her. 

Through a footbak chum who’d ascend¬ 
ed the distikery business. Huff got Jim 
Beam to sponsor the first Classic. When 
funds stik appeared flimsy as kftoff drew 
near. Huff even squeezed a $10,000 loan 
from tightflsted track president D. Keith 
Wagner—to be repaid within 10 days. 

Hours before the early evening launch, 
as Huff and Holden coordinated the para- 
chustists’ dramatic arrival, other less-obvi¬ 
ous chakenges emerged. A $25,000 pledge 
from the state lottery hadn’t arrived, and 
soon came on-track grumblings about, of 
ak things, music. 

“It was 5 o’clock or so,” Holden said. 
“Somebody came into the office—The 
Roach Den—and said that the outrider 
wasn’t going to akow ‘Country Roads’ to 
be played before the race because it might 
upset the horses. Harry Buch said, ‘I’k take 
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Randy Funkhouser and his mother Ruth hold the first of three Classic trophies won by Confucius Say (this one in 2001). Carol Holden presented 
the winning cooler showing off the $250,000 purse. The millionaire also won in 2002 and 2007 and captured the “Onion Juice’’ in 2006. 


care of it, Sam,’ because Sam was about to 
become very unglued. 

“Eventually, Sam and I went out and 
looked down the track as the horses were 
coming out. ‘Country Roads’ was play¬ 
ing, and the only horse acting up was the 
outrider’s.” 

The warm, clear night was almost heav¬ 
en. A state lottery rep showed with a 
$25,000 check, and Charles Town connec¬ 
tions won three of four $25,000 stakes on 
the undercard, Willowdale Farms snaring 
two of them. The lone exception: Rock 
House, a 2-year-old chestnut colt who 
trucked in from Birmingham, Ala., and 
won the Vincent Moscarelli Memorial for 
an upstart trainer who’d gotten his first 
stakes score that very year. 

Among the 7,518 present, few knew of 
21-year-old trainer Steve Asmussen, but 
many knew and adored 7-year-old wonder- 
horse Onion Juice. Buck Woodson’s oddly 
made knockabout had come to typify 
Charles Town’s underdog ways, and the 
art of the possible. Onion Juice stepped 
into that first Classic with a gaudy 25 wins 
from 60 starts. 

“He had a lot of problems; sometimes 
we didn’t even think he would be able to 
race,” Woodson said. Of the bay’s back- 
at-the-knees issues, he said, “He woulda 
made a nice bow for a bow and arrow.” 


Despite public zealotry. Onion Juice 
brought 4-1 odds to the Classic; Bob’s 
Boomer, another local hero at age 8, stood 
at 2-1 and Delaware Park emigre Kiss 
My Tan the 9-5 choice. The gates opened. 
William Lewis Jr. sent Onion Juice along to 
an undisturbed lead. 

“I think I was settin’ with some friends 
in one of the box seats down there,” 
Woodson said. “I don’t think I could 
afford a box seat at the time. I’m pretty 
sure I was a nervous wreck runnin’ in a 
hundred-thousand-doUar race.” 

Down the backstretch, past the stands, 
through the backstretch and far turn 
Onion Juice held. Bob’s Boomer escaped 
the chasing pack, gaining on the leader. 

“I can still remember that night: the 
stands were packed,” Randy Funkhouser 
said. “From the top of the lane to the wire, 
I could feel the grandstand swayin’. And 
you heard this chant: ‘Juice! Juice! Juice! 
Juice!’” 

Onion Juice held for the richest score 
in Charles Town history, and an ebul¬ 
lient Woodson said he’d further the West 
Virginia breed by retiring his homebred 
son of Quartermaster and the Victoria 
Park mare Menage. The following 
spring. Onion Juice covered 12 mares at 
Woodson’s 16-acre farm on Willingham 
Road, a skip from the racetrack, got 10 in 


foal and remained so frisky that Woodson 
put him back in training-for the Classic. 

Kiss My Tan won that second run¬ 
ning in ’88, which sent trainer Larry Metz 
throughout the Mid-Atlantic and on to 
Kentucky in search of West Virginia-breds. 
“This [Breeders Classics] program in West 
Virginia has become something we point 
for every year,” he said at the time. 

For the 1989 event. Huff and Holden 
arranged to have horse-drawn carriages 
shuttle sponsors and dignitaries from 
the backstretch chute to the grandstand. 
Former Redskins quarterback Sonny 
Jurgensen sat in one carriage. Gov. Arch 
Moore in another. 

“The one carrying the governor was 
coming up the chute,” Holden said. “The 
horse was acting up. The sand was reaUy 
deep. And all of a sudden we realized his 
carriage was splitting down the middle 
with his horse about ready to bolt. Got 
him out of there in a hurry. Put the gover¬ 
nor in another one, the show went on and 
nobody up on the frontside really knew 
what happened.” 

Awareness grew elsewhere. The under¬ 
lying objective of the Classics, to compel 
horse buyers and breeders to rethink their 
image of the West Virginia-bred, had taken 
root. As outside interests began to gauge 
new opportunity and the program’s now- 
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Russell Road won his third Classic, worth $500,000, In 2014. He’s competed In seven 
consecutive runnings of the featured race on the card and has also finished second twice. 


$125,000 headliner, the Caseys turned it 
into a family affair. 

Taylor Mountain (Dancing Czar—^Area 
Conference, by Ambernash) drew in as an 
also-eligible for the ’89 Classic, overpow¬ 
ered 3-10 Kiss My Tan with stunning ease 
and started the Caseys on a five-year gallop. 
Taylor Mountain won the Classic again in 
’90 for owner Eleanor Casey and breeder/ 
trainer husband Jim, who then yielded to 
their sons. John Allen Casey owned and 
bred 1991 hero Nice Ainit and 1992-93 
winner Coin Collector, both trained by vet¬ 
erinarian brother James M. (Jimmy) Casey. 

“The Classic thing has been a big shot 
in the arm to everybody,” Jim Casey said. 
In their case, big enough to help afford 
a 146-acre farm in Charles Town called 
Taylor Mountain, Jim’s final army training 
exercise at Fort Dix. 

Beyond the Casey family album, the 
six-race 1992 program embellished other 
scrapbooks. John McKee bred three win¬ 
ners on the card, each sired by Aye’s 
Turn. One, Rachel’s Turn, had developed 
hives that morning and received three 
baking powder baths before making the 
Schweppes U.S.A. her 13th of 15 career 
victories. 

Classics race sponsors, meantime, came 
and went: Kamora succeeded Jim Beam in 
underwriting the 1990 Classic, then yielded 


to Ronrico in 1992. Through the changes, 
the Classics program grew in purse and 
substance as Charles Town grew frail. 

Frailer still come 1994, after Jefferson 
County voted down a referendum to put 
400 video-lottery terminals —a euphemism 
for slot machines-at the track. Citing $2 
million in two-year losses and teetering on 
insolvency, Charles Town owners closed 
the track for three months to start 1995 in 
a worthy bid to stem losses and stave off 
creditors. 

Unrest and uncertainty lingered into 
summer. Management threatened more 
closures. Horsemen threatened a boycott. 
And Huff made the firm decision to move 
the 1995 Classics to Mountaineer Park. 

A year later, another slots bill deemed 
likely to pass and Penn National positioned 
as a conditional buyer, the Classics returned 
to Charles Town for good. In time, as the 
track expanded its gambling menu and got 
a glitzy makeover, the Classics grew and 
changed too. Purse funding once linked to 
uncashed pari-mutuel tickets later would 
derive from 1 percent of slots proceeds 
(eventually reduced to a half-percent). 

In 2004, the Classics program dealt $1 
million in prize money for the first time. 
A year thereafter, the Classic headliner 
reached $500,000, a level maintained each 


year since as program-wide purses grew, 
then ebbed. 

Along the way. Classics races inflated 
and inflicted. In 1999, the briUiant-but- 
ftagile A Huevo splashed to a track record 
for trainer Michael Dickinson, the revi¬ 
sion and the purse later expunged for a 
clenbuterol infraction. Five years and five 
races later, A Huevo (Cool Joe—^Verabald, 
by Baldski) returned at age 8 and won the 
Classic by nearly 20 lengths despite Ramon 
Dominguez’s taut rein. Energized by his 
2005 title defense, bettors made him 1-2 
and readied again for his glorious strides. 
Instead they saw his last: A Huevo broke 
down barely a furlong into the race and 
couldn’t be saved. 

In 2002, O’Sullivan Farms homebred 
Confucius Say won his second straight 
Classic, this by nearly a dozen lengths, and 
might have revised the nine-furlong track 
record had jockey Larry Reynolds pushed 
him. Better he didn’t: Confucius Say left 
the race with a minor tendon bow. 

The Funkhousers gave him more than 
three years to heal, then returned him to 
trainer George Yetsook to stride toward 
the 2006 Breeders Classics. He won a 
supporting stakes that night, the $100,000 
Onion Juice, and returned the following 
year for an after-the-fact victory in the 
Classic. Second in the race, Confucius Say 
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was promoted after the disqualification of 
first-place Eastern Delite for a medication 
violation. By Eastover Court from the Feel 
the Power mare Mo Chun, Confucius Say 
stood the first and only winner of four 
Breeders Classics races. 

With the retirement of Confucius Say 
in 2009, Russell Road (Wheaton—Roberta 
Grump, by Verification) became the pro¬ 
gram’s enduring heartthrob. He too has 
won three Breeders Classics (2009, ’ll and 
’14), finished second twice and in August 
surpassed $2 million in earnings at age 


10. He’s won 31 of 62 for owner Mark 
Russell and trainer Jim Casey, and might 
get another crack at the Classic this year. 

Across Charles Town, horsemen say 
Huff and Holden succeeded in their 
underlying quest to enhance the West 
Virginia-bred; in the words of Funkhouser, 
to elevate '‘backyard breeding programs.” 

He added, "Things started to grow. It 
gave a higher visibility, and a showcase for 
our best West Virginia-breds. It encour¬ 
aged people to breed better horses to win 
lucrative purses. And, with that, we went 


out and tried to get the best horses that we 
could stand at stud.” 

To O’Sullivan stallion Shy Native, 
the Funkhousers added Feel the Power, 
Eastover Court, Prized, Housebuster and 
Bop; later Limehouse, second this year 
among Mid-Atlantic studs, and others. 

At Taylor Mountain, Dancing Czar, 
Weshaam and My Boy Adam predated 
now-aged stallions Windsor Castle (18) 
and Luftikus (20). To bolster stud roUs, 
Casey spent $100,000 on Charitable Man, 
by far West Virginia’s leading freshman sire

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of 2014, and Denis of Cork. Charitable 
Man also fathered 2015 Classic winner 
Charitable Annuity (from the Luftikus 
mare Early Annuity), whom Casey trains 
for Mark RusseU. 

For aU his farm’s homebred successes, 
Casey said. Charitable Man had the means 
to become his most prominent stallion, 
until he died without warning of apparent 
cardiac-related causes May 30, a half-hour 
after eating. He was 10. 

‘(Just a beautiful horse,” Casey said. 
“Nice. Do anything. Smart.” Offspring 
“just like he was.” 

Breeding to race, he sends most of his 
two dozen mares to house staUions, mind¬ 
ful of the safety net the Breeders Classics 
provide. 

“I think it makes a big difference, 
because you can have a mediocre year 
and jump up and win one of those races, 
especially one of the big ones, and it really 
helps you out,” Casey said. 

Since Woodson scored with his sale 
of Giovanni Boldini, eventually a close 
second in the 2013 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Turf-Gl, he has sent most of his 10 mares 
to commercial stallions, brought them 
back to West Virginia to foal and sold their 
offspring. His farm bears two weanlings 
by Twirling Candy, others by The Factor, 
Munnings, Stephen Got Even, Oxbow. 
One lost a foal to Stay Thirsty. And he sold 
Dancing Trieste, Giovanni Boldini’s dam, 
in foal to The Factor for |450,000. 

“Giovanni put me in a position of 
breeding better horses,” Woodson said. “I 
was tryin’ to before, but I don’t think the 
Lord wanted me to do too much; he want¬ 
ed to keep me mediocre. I guess he figured 
that I wouldn’t know what to do with it at 
the time. When I got in my 80s, he seemed 
to think, well, maybe he’s got enough sense 
to do better now.” 

StiU, Woodson remains watchful of the 
gathering storm clouds, and wary. “Racing’s 
not doin’ too good at Charles Town,” he 
said, “and that affects the breeding and so 
forth, ’cause I sell commercially.” 

Miller, the Maryland infrastructure 
financier and influential newcomer to 
West Virginia breeding, owns the More 
Than Ready broodmare Rebalite, dam of 
Tapit-sired multiple graded stakes winner 
Race Day. Miller bred Rebalite to Orb 
in Kentucky, brought her home and will 
decide whether to end his string of foaling 
West Virginia-breds. “That has a lot more 
to do with what West Virginia does or 
doesn’t do,” he said. 

Funkhouser, of O’Sullivan Farms, has 
made a decision regarding a Blame-sired 
filly out of homebred diva Julie B, the 


family’s two-time Breeders Classic winner 
who made $890,000. The yearling. Blame 
Julie, was scheduled for auction at the 
Keeneland Yearling Sale in September. 

“She’s absolutely one of the nicest, 
if not the nicest, we’ve ever had here,” 
Funkhouser said. “Big, nice-boned, per- 
fecfiy balanced, very intelligent. I hate to 
sell her, but you’ve got to pay the bills 
somehow. 

“With the cost of everything going 
up so much, and the purses and breed¬ 
ers’ awards going down, it’s caught a lot 
of people and hit ’em very, very hard. 
Everyone. Us included.” 

This year, for the 30th time, the Breeders 
Classics will pour a tonic for thirsty horse¬ 
men; another spritz might come one 
month later in the state gubernatorial elec¬ 
tion. Jim Justice (D), The Greenbrier resort 
owner who has pledged fraternity with the 
horse-racing industry, led by 14 percent¬ 
age points over Republican challenger Bill 
Cole in a September poll. A Justice vic¬ 
tory might well reward the state racing and 
breeding industry, the lodes tone of Huff’s 
and Holden’s Breeders Classics creation. 

“Sam’s overarching desire was to see 
West Virginia do well,” Holden said. “He 
tried to do the best for the state. I want to 
keep it going, not just for him but for the 
horsemen. It’s important.”

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Pennsylvania’s Crane carves out niche 
with breaking/training business

T hree fillies, two chestnut and one bay, stand in a corral in the center 
of a field which itself is in the center of a half-mile training track. 
They’d rather be out gracing or playing like they were all night, 
but they’re calm and happy And waiting for something on a hot, sticky 
September morning. 

Across the field walks a cowboy. He wears carpenter’s jeans, a black and 
gray tech T-shirt and boots. He left his hat in the house, but the belt buckle 
is real. So are the spurs, though the ends are covered in duct tape. He’s 
been up for hours tending horses in one form or another, and he carries a 
red nylon bridle with white reins. 


“All right girls, let’s do this.” 

The fillies-yearlings purchased less 
than a month earlier at Fasig-Tipton’s New 
York-bred sale in Saratoga and the Ocala 
Breeders Sales Company’s Florida auction— 
fidget to life and the cowboy opens the 
gate. In no hurry and without really mak¬ 
ing a choice, he picks a filly and gives her a 
pat on the neck. As her friends watch, she 
takes the bit and the bridle and gets guided 
in two tight circles —one right, one left— 
before the cowboy slides onto her back. A 
minute later, she’s walking, trotting, canter¬ 
ing as the other two retreat to a smaller 
gated pen off the corral. Bareback, the 


cowboy closes the gate without dismount¬ 
ing and continues the work. Left-handed 
trot, right-handed trot, halt, back up, walk 
on, step this way and that. His reins are 
long, his legs hang low. Despite the lack 
of a saddle and stirrups, he sits tight. For 
direction, he offers a light tap with his heel 
or a slight tug on the reins. The filly flits 
her ears, listens, processes, learns. 

Satisfied for today, the filly’s fourth day 
being ridden, the cowboy slows her to a 
walk, makes her stand and slides off With 
a pat between the eyes, he removes the bri¬ 
dle, chooses the next filly and repeats. He’ll 
do the same with the third-then open the 


corral and release them into the field. Ten 
minutes after that, he’ll begin the same 
process with four colts in a field on the 
other side of the driveway, then move on 
to the two barns fuU of other yearlings tak¬ 
ing their early steps toward racing careers. 

The cowboy-Pennsylvania horseman 
Clovis Crane—is in his element. 

“I love that stuff,” he says later, about 
halfway through his morning of riding 15 
yearlings. “I could do that all day. Well, I do 
that aU day. Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, 
I wouldn’t let anybody else ride them. I 
rode 26 or 27, from 7 in the morning until 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. I love that. I got 
them going well enough that I could move 
some on to the couple of other guys who 
help with the riding.” 

Far more than a cowboy. Crane and his 
wife Joanna own Crane Thoroughbreds, a 
65-acre breaking/training operation seven 
miles north of Lebanon and 16 miles east 
of Penn National Race Course. 

Clovis, who won 242 races in a three- 
year jockey career and was the nation¬ 
al champion all-around cowboy at the 
National Circuit Finals Rodeo in 2009, 
does the hands-on stuff His “boss” Joanna 
manages the business. Together, they raise 
a young family including 11-month-old 
daughter Rosey, 3-year-old son Coy, 5-year- 
old daughter Dalia, 14-year-old daughter 
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Amara Underwood and a small squadron 
of farm dogs. The Cranes buy, sell, prep 
and train Thoroughbreds for themselves 
and clients, participate in most of the 
country’s top public auctions as buyers and 
consignors and have found a niche in the 
Retired Racehorse Project’s Thoroughbred 
Makeover with 2015 working ranch class 
winner Yo Koffy and 2016 contender 
Empire Road. 

Three graded stakes horses have been 
sold by or prepped at the farm—Bluegrass 
Singer, Colonel Sharp and Alright Alright, 
the latter a $25,000 to $205,000 pinhook 
at California’s Barretts Sale in 2014. 
At Barretts in March this year. Crane 
Thoroughbreds sold a 2-year-old Majestic 
Warrior colt for $240,000 six months 
after an $82,000 purchase by client Harry 
Weisleder at Keeneland September. Named 
Downtowner, the Kentucky-bred is in 
training with Bob Baffert. Crane sold three 
others at the California sale, including a 
$60,000 Munnings fiUy to Perry Martin of 
California Chrome fame. At Fasig-Tipton 
Florida in March, Crane Thoroughbreds 
sold 2-year-olds for $150,000 and $290,000. 
Crane sold 18 juveniles at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic’s May sale to such buyers as 
Dennis O’Neill and EQB. 

The sales success comes after a decision 
made last summer to concentrate more 
on breaking/training yearlings for clients 
and pinhooking young horses. Through 
Sept. 12, Crane had just 31 starts as a 
trainer—down from 100 in 2013 and 186 
in 2007. Plenty of foals have been born at 
the farm, too, but that’s no longer on the 
job list either. 

As part of the new focus, the Cranes 
added a half-mile stone-dust galloping 
track to go with a quarter-mile jogging oval 
and are working toward adding an indoor 
arena while continuing to improve on the 
model. And, of course, there are horses of 
every shape and size on the farm—year¬ 
lings, 2-year-olds, racetrack layups. Gunner 
the pony, several riding horses and three 
aiming for the Thoroughbred Makeover in 
Kentucky Oct. 27-30. 

Start at the Beginning 

Clovis Crane grew up at Penn National. 
Well, he could see it from his house anyway. 
His parents Joe and Cathy Crane worked 
for trainer Wayne Rice and could watch 
young Clovis get on the school bus with¬ 
out leaving the barn. Clovis learned to ride 
and was working horses at the Timonium 
sales at 14. At 16, he dropped out of 
Lower Dauphin High to become a jockey. 
He won 95 races in 1996, and was on his 
way. In 1997, he won 122 races while riding 


at Penn, Delaware Park, The Meadowlands, 
Belmont Park and Aqueduct. 

As good as he was. Crane knew his 
jockey career wouldn’t be long. 

“I was lucky enough that I got to ride 
for two or three years,” he said. “I was 16. 
That was before puberty. That’s the only 
reason I stayed small. That’s the truth. I 
was lucky enough to grow late.” 

But he grew right out of a career. Mak¬ 
ing good on a promise he made to his 
parents. Crane went back to high school in 
1998 and also went back to wrestling. He 
won a Pennsylvania sectional champion¬ 
ship at 103 pounds as a senior and drew 
the attention of several college programs. 
Through family friend and veterinarian Dr. 
Eric Bruns, Crane wound up at Indiana’s 
Purdue University, wrestled at 157 and 
qualified for the NCAA Tournament in 
2001 and 2003. 

“My parents had moved to Indiana to 
raise bucking horses and buUs, and since 
they were there I could get in-state tuition,” 
Crane said. “Dr. Bruns wrestled at Purdue 
and told them about me. It was only 30 
minutes from my parents, so I moved back 
to Indiana and went to Purdue. Mainly 
I wanted to wrestle, but I got to go to a 
good school.” 

Crane started as a walk-on, redshirted 
one season, and missed another with a 
back injury, but finished on full scholarship. 
He also found time to ride in local rodeos, 
at least for a while. Crane’s father compet¬ 
ed when the family lived in Pennsylvania, 
and hosted a weekly event at the farm in 
Indiana. Clovis, of course, played a role— 
first as a bullfighter, later as a bull rider. 
Then the wrestling coach found out. 

Thanks to a bull horn to the face in a 
practice ride. Crane went back to school 
with stitches. Working out like normal in 
advance of wrestling season. Crane looked 
like he’d been in a fight. 

“What the heU happened to you?” a 
coach asked. 

“I just had a little accident bull riding,” 
Crane replied. 

“Whoa, whoa, wait a second,” the coach 
said. “You’re here to go to school and 
wrestle, we’re not doing this so you can go 
play at the rodeo and get hurt.” 

Crane stayed away from the rodeo, 
wrestled and graduated with a teaching 
degree. 

The cowboy comes home 

Too big to be a jockey and not really 
wanting to be a teacher Crane returned 
to Pennsylvania to work with his uncle, 
horseman Dean Crane, and map out a 
career path. Clovis had spent a summer in 


Saratoga with trainer Todd Pletcher and 
thought that might be a way forward in the 
racing industry, then thought like an inves¬ 
tor. Pennsylvania was in the early stages 
of slots legislation and Crane had saved 
some money from his race-riding days. He 
figured he could buy a small farm, fix it 
up while he worked for his uncle and then 
sell it once the slots revenue kicked in and 
made the state attractive to breeders. 

Crane bought a farm, with help from 
family friends and Thoroughbred owners 
Richard and Nancy Sinkler, in 2004 and 
waited for the slots. 

“No banker in their right mind was 
going to loan a kid straight out of col¬ 
lege $800,000 so Mr. Sinkler sold it to 
me on land contract and took a chance I 
was going to make it,” Crane said. “I was 
making $600 a week galloping horses and 
had a $5,000 a month mortgage so I did 
whatever I could to take in income and 
make it work.” 

Crane’s uncle sent some horses, a few 
others came along, some clients sent some 
mares and pretty soon Crane Thorough¬ 
breds became a business. Slots arrived, 
eventually, but Crane never sold. He built 
stalls on both levels of an old cow barn, 
added two free walkers, built turnout pad- 
docks, added an outdoor ring, built two 
tracks and more, but it’s still the same place. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Sinkler took a shot and 
gave me the opportunity,” Crane said. 
‘Whether they really and truly believed I 
was going to make it or not, that’s yet to be 
discovered but one way or another that’s 
how it aU started.” 

Crane worked on the farm aU day, riding 
horses, dealing with mares, fixing up barns 
and tending fences. But without wrestling, 
without riding races, he missed competi¬ 
tion so he found time to go to Cowtown 
Rodeo in New Jersey—first as a bull rider, 
but he added other events. In 2008 on the 
First Frontier Circuit, one of a dozen geo¬ 
graphic areas of the Professional Rodeo 
Cowboys Association, he became the 
first rider to win four year-end titles —all- 
around, bareback, saddle bronc and bull 
riding—while wearing an air cast on a bro¬ 
ken leg at the finals. The next year, he was 
the champion all-around cowboy at the 
National Circuit Finals Rodeo. 

As most of his competitions were rela¬ 
tively local, rodeo didn’t take Crane away 
from his Thoroughbred business but it did 
compete for his time and attention. Clients 
fretted about him getting hurt, which he 
did periodically (broken leg, jaw, ankle, 
foot, torn abdominal and groin muscles 
and so on). After about 10 years, he quit, 
sold his gear, concentrated on his business. 
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The Crane family (from left) Clovis, Rosey Dalia, Amara Underwood, Coy 
and Joanna have built a life around horses on their farm near Lebanon, Pa

“People saw it as too risky for someone 
to be doing, but I didn’t think so,” he said. 
“I did it for a long, long time but got sick 
of listening to people tell me it was too 
dangerous and this and that. I wasn’t a 
rodeo cowboy on the road all the time. I 
went to Cowtown, Fair Hill, places like that. 
I’d be gone for the afternoon, which is like 
somebody else going golfing.” 

And cowboys don’t golf 

Crane didn’t attend a rodeo for two 
years until getting tugged back in this sum¬ 
mer. At first, it was to help his nephew 
get started. Then it was a, WeU, while I’m 
here’ kind of thing. On Sept. 10, he won 
the saddle bronc competition at Cowtown 
and he’s qualified for the American Finals 
Rodeo at Atlantic City in November and 
could make the PRCA finals in Las Vegas 
in December. 

“I’m reaUy doing weU, it’s just not what I 
had planned,” Crane said. “Honestly, I love 
it. It’s not buU riding, it’s not bareback rid¬ 
ing and once you learn how to ride saddle 
broncs, the margin of me getting hurt is 
just about the margin of me getting hurt 
on the farm. I know how to ride real weU 
and you only get hurt if they faU down or 
run into something or roU over on you.” 

Making Racehorses 

The farm won’t soon be compared to 
a manicured Lexington showplace, but 
Crane Thoroughbreds runs like any other 
training operation with a touch of western 
ranch utility. The horses come first. Some 
live out, some live in. They aU either get 
turned out or spend an hour on the free 
walker before training. 

“Our belief is you’ve got to let them get 
out and be happy and if I have a choice. 
I’m leaving them turned out,” Crane said. 
“But if you’re going to sell them, you have 
to pay attention. They might have a lump 
or a bump that’s completely inconsequen¬ 
tial, and that made them a better horse 
because of it, but when you get to the sale, 
when it comes down to dollars and cents, 
nothing like that is inconsequential.” 

In September, the string included year¬ 
lings by Mission Impazible, Pioneerof 
the Nile, Majestic Warrior, Midnight Lute, 
The Lumber Guy, Oxbow, Archarcharch, 
Sidney’s Candy and so on. 

Some are pinhooking projects owned 
by Crane and/or Weisleder. Others belong 
to outside clients and are prepping for rac¬ 
ing careers. The methods vary a little. The 
outside groups get ridden bareback in the 
fields where they live. The horses in the 
barn are fuUy tacked and work in a ring 
in front of the barn. Everything involves 
teaching. 


Crane uses one horse to help another 
trot past the horse trailer parked in the 
driveway. A rammy colt gets a heavier hand. 
A nervous fiUy gets a reassuring pat on the 
neck. Each riding session finishes with 
some bending and stretching as the young 
horses learn to use their bodies. 

In time, the sets will move on to trail 
riding around the farm, then work on the 
tracks, schooling in the starting gate, even a 
trip or two to Penn National to breeze for 
real. It’s all part of the process. 

“We get our horses broke,” Crane said 
when asked what the team does well. 
“They’ve seen a lot of things, they’ve done 
a lot of things. They’re not just slam-bam, 
you have them riding. When they leave 
here they’re broke. It’s not like they’ve only 
been tacked up and zoomed down the 
stretch. Horses that have been started here, 
they’ve gone on trail rides, they’ve breezed 
here, they’ve breezed at Penn National. 


They go to the sales or the racetrack from 
here and they’re like, ‘So what.’” 

Assistant Luis Delgado oversees the 
training barns and keeps other staffers 
on point—tacking horses, bathing horses, 
turning over the paddocks and walkers 
from one group to the next. Crane, whose 
home is mere steps from the barn, feeds 
at 5:30 in the morning and puts his eyes 
on each horse. The crew arrives at 7 and 
leaves at 3. Delgado runs the daily opera¬ 
tion, chronicled with a “Daily Protocol” 
list on a whiteboard in the barn. Another 
staffer shows up at 7 for evening turnout 
and another check. Joanna Crane handles 
the business details, around all the respon¬ 
sibilities of motherhood. 

And Clovis sometimes rides from 8 a.m. 
to 4 p.m., but that’s his skiUset. 

“A lot of times, you’ll come here and 
there will be a hundred head of horses 
here and I won’t know who’s who,” he said. 
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This year’s Thoroughbred Makeover entrant Empire Road, a 5-year-oid Corinthian geiding who raced in Aprii, shows off some 
of his skiiis - and his fiashy iooks - whiie propping for the competition in Kentucky Bred in Kentucky by Dixiana Farms, he soid 
for $20,000 as a yeariing and $50,000 as a 2-year-oid. On the track, he won once in 20 starts and earned $24,720. 
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“Well, I know who the horse is but I won’t 
know who he or she belongs to or which 
guy owns how much of which one. I’m 
just looking at the horses. I have to look at 
my book to find out that other stuff. I’m 
doing what I’m supposed to do for each 
horse. It doesn’t matter who owns him.” 

The horse population rises and faUs 
with the seasons, and ideally Crane would 
like to see the business wane a bit in the 
summer so he can play with his kids, go 
to rodeos and maybe “go on vacation like 
a normal person once in awhile.” That 
didn’t happen much in 2016 as the inven¬ 
tory stayed around 70 aU summer. There’s 
room to grow, and there’s always room to 
improve the quality. When buying horses 
to pinhook. Crane and Weisleder typically 
spend $20,000 to $50,000, though they’ll 
reach beyond that for the right individual. 

Clients appreciate the hands-on aspects 
of the business, and the care their horses 
receive. 

“I made a lot of mistakes starting out 
and I drove a lot of customers away,” 
Crane said. “I was green. I didn’t know. I 
got splints and shins and things and didn’t 
do a top-shelf job for my clients. Over the 
years, we’ve corrected that stuff but it took 
the mistakes to learn them. In the end, it’s 
probably better that I went through aU that. 
I’ve made aU those mistakes, not just been 
told about them.” 

He also knows the operation takes far 
more than he alone can deliver. 

“It’s not all about me,” he said. “Joanna 
is the workhorse of the deal. She has to 
do the stuff nobody likes, the books, the 
business, the stuff I can’t do. She does the 
books and takes care of the kids aU day. 
She’s smarter than me, and she’ got more 
patience. And we couldn’t do it without 
Luis. He makes everything go in the barn.” 

One More Thing 

Like most Thoroughbred operations. 
Crane routinely repurposes racehorses. If 
they don’t pan out or somehow end up at 
the farm after their racing careers, they get 
put to work as lead ponies, rides for the 
kids, trail horses, saddle horses (that’s the 
cowboy term) and whatever else might be 
necessary. 

Two years ago. Crane’s wife and daugh¬ 
ter talked about entering the Thoroughbred 
Makeover and asked around for a pros¬ 
pect. Clovis thought of Yo Koffy, a horse 
he pinhooked racing near the bottom at

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Charles Town. He was smart, quiet and 
athletic at least. After trying to buy him, 
the Cranes wound up making a |4,500 
claim. Taught to be everything but a race¬ 
horse, Yo Koffy made the finals of the 
2015 Makeover’s “America’s Most Wanted 
Thoroughbred” competition after winning 
the working ranch category (with Clovis 
aboard) and also competing in show jump¬ 
ing (with Amara). Now 7, he lives in an 
oversized stall in the upper barn and baby¬ 
sits yearlings. 

“The horses that are worth fiddling with, 
we’ve always tried to give them a second 
occupation,” said Crane. “I kind of got 
roped into the whole Makeover deal, but 
Koffy is great. He was a beautiful mover 
when we had him, pretty smart and sen¬ 


sible. I watched him run a bunch through 
his career and he never went with a pony. 
He ran short and he’d go to the front so 
he had a lot speed but he had to be real 
sensible to go without the pony. That’s a 
big sign. We won a shake for him so he was 
destined to come back here I guess.” 

Crane may have found an even better 
prospect for this year’s Makeover, once 
again slated for the Kentucky Horse Park 
in late October. 

Taking a rare break while blasting the 
air conditioner in the barn office after rid¬ 
ing yearlings all morning. Crane leapt back 
into action in mid-sentence when the topic 
turned to Empire Road. 

“You want to see him?” he asked. “Here, 
let me get a bridle.” 



The training faciiity at Crane Thoroughbreds 
inciudes a haif-miie track with some inciine for 
gaiioping and short breezes.

Crane took a western bridle, where 
the headpiece only slips over one ear, and 
headed to the lower barn. He emerged with 
a bright chestnut ideally suited for showing 
off—wide blaze, four white legs — and asked 
him to lie down in the grass. Empire Road, 
a 5-year-old son of Corinthian who raced 
in April, flopped to his knees and grazed. 
Crane climbed on and-when asked- 
the horse stood up. 

Crane originally intended to defend 
Yo Koffy’s working ranch title, but may 
have to adjust the plan since Empire Road 
pretty much “hates” cows—not that he’s 
out of options. In a back field. Crane built 
a small cross-country course of log jumps. 
Empire Road and Crane flew every one, 
bareback and on a loose rein. 

“This horse reaUy likes to jump, he 
locks on to the jumps and goes right to it,” 
Crane said after pulling up. “That’s bare- 
back and not even gathering him up and 
he’s been inside all day. And I’m obviously 
not the most accomplished jump rider that 
ever lived.” 

Perhaps not, but there’s no mistaking 
Crane’s horsemanship. Empire Road can 
be ridden in Western or English tack. He 
can jump. He can lie down and stand up on 
command. He can slide stop and if he can 
figure out how to get along with the cows 
he can be a roping horse. And he looks like 
he should be in a movie. 

“He’s the best, so smart,” said Crane. 
“I’m having so much stinking fun with him. 
It comes down to the same thing [as break¬ 
ing yearlings], I like horses. I enjoy it. It’s 
one more thing to do with a horse.” 

And he’s pretty much always looking for 
that. #

Fast start 

WinStar Farm first-timer Spirituality 
scores in debut for former jock Ritter

W inStar Farm’s Spirituality began her 
career with a bang when she wal¬ 
loped her rivals by 8 lengths in a 
Delaware Park maiden special weight Aug 
4 under Carol Cedeno. 

The daughter of first-crop sire Gemo- 
logist, purchased for $150,000 at the OBS 
March sale of selected 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing after breezing an eighth-mile in :10, was 
sent off as the co-favorite in the 6-furlong 
race based on her strong and steady work¬ 
out pattern. 

Trainer Shannon Ritter, who exercises 
all her horses, blew Spirituality out five 
days before her debut, and she responded 
by taking the lead on the turn, and gradu¬ 
ally extended that advantage to 6 lengths 
in midstretch. At the wire, she was under 
wraps and well in front, winning in 1:11.87. 


“She had showed some talent in the 
morning,” Ritter said, “and I was very 
impressed with the way she ran.” 

Spirituality, whom Ritter described as 
a “pretty big fiUy,” was bred in Kentucky 
by Lee McMiUin, Randy Faulkner and Joe 
Travelsted, and is out of the Forest Wildcat 
mare Honky Tonk Rose. 

Ritter, a native of St. Paul, Minn., is 
a former jockey who rode in the Pacific 
Northwest at tracks such as Portland 
Meadows, where she was leading rider in 
1990-’91. She gave up riding in 1997 and 
went to work for trainer Elliott Walden, 
galloping such stars as Distorted Humor, 
Ecton Park, Menifee, Pleasant Temper 
and Victory Gallop. She later became an 
assistant for Walden and took horses to 
Arlington Park and Fair Grounds, and 


later was the primary overseer of Victory 
Gallop and traveled with him. 

When Walden became racing manager 
for WinStar Farm in 2005, the horses in 
his care were dispersed to other trainers, 
including Ritter. In 2010, she conditioned 
Endorsement to win the $800,000 Sunland 
Derby-G3 for WinStar. 

Ritter trains four horses for WinStar, 
and six overall this year at Delaware Park. 
She credits part of her success to being 
able to get on her horses in the morning. 
In 2016, Ritter has saddled 18 starters and 
won four times, placing five more, and 
earning $140,855. 

“I had stabled at Delaware Park before, 
in 2011,” said Ritter. “This past winter, I 
remained on the grounds, and it was great 
because it gave me a lot of options—you 
can easily ship to Pennsylvania and Mary¬ 
land. Horses really like the Delaware Park 
backstretch, because there’s plenty of grass 
and it’s very peaceful.” 

■ Clairvoyant Lady has more than paid 
back her purchase price of $35,000 and 
added valuable blacktype to her pedigree 
for owner-trainer Cal Lynch in just three 
starts. 

Lynch, who scooped up the 2-year-old 
daughter of Astrology for $35,000 at this 
year’s OBS April sale, saddled the fiUy to 
an upset victory in the $50,000 White Clay 
Creek Stakes Aug. 3. 

Dismissed at 30-1 in the field of six. 
Clairvoyant Lady, under Trevor McCarthy, 
lagged near the back through the :2L86 
first quarter of the 5y2-furlong stakes. 
She was put to a drive on the turn, came 
outside horses at the head of the lane and 
cut into pacesetter and 3-10 favorite You 
Know Too’s lead. Inside the eighth pole. 
Clairvoyant Lady drove by to win by 1% 
lengths. Easy Money finished another IV 2 
lengths back in third. 

Prior to the White Clay Creek, Clair¬ 
voyant Lady had won a maiden claimer 
while in for a $40,000 tag at Laurel Park 
July 15. The $30,000 she earned for her 
stakes win boosted her earnings to $50,310. 

“She’s a lovely fiUy,” said Lynch, who 
moved his base from Pennsylvania to 
Maryland this year and ships up and down 
the Mid-Atlantic region. “She’s big, pretty 
and strapping, and stands over a lot of 
ground, with a great attitude. At the OBS 
sale, she went an eighth of a mile in : 10.40, 
which wasn’t super-fast, but she doesn’t 
want to go an eighth-of-a-mile. She really 
wants to go long.” 

Three days later. Lynch sent out M M G 
Stables’ Monsoon K S A to score in a

7 y 2 -furlong maiden special weight on the 
turf. The 2-year-old son of Candy Ride 
(Arg) debuted July 17 at Laurel. He ran 
into Greatbullsoffire that day and that rival 
returned to win the Strike Your Colors 
Stakes at Delaware Aug. 4. 

Stretched out a bit, Monsoon K S A 
was sent off the second betting choice 
behind favored flrster Mr Grey (Fr) from 
the Christophe Clement barn. The debut 
proved to be a good learning experience, 
as the dark bay colt was never far off the 
early pace, commenced a rally three wide 
on the turn and then poked a head in front 
of Smokinwatchstopper in upper stretch 
before winning by 2 y 2 lengths in front of 
the rallying Mr Grey. 

“Although he didn’t get a really big 
speed number, he won easily with his ears 
pricked, and he’s just a little green,” said 
Lynch. “It was more a visually impres¬ 
sive performance than a numbers-based 
performance. Being by Candy Ride, we’U 
be stretching him out, too. He’s a forward¬ 
training horse and I like him very much.” 

Monsoon K S A was purchased by his 
owners, who are based in Saudi Arabia, 
for $50,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
October yearling sale. He was bred in 
Washington by Bar C Racing Stables. 

■ Kathleen WiUier’s Greatbullsoffire ran 
his record to 2-for-2 winning the $50,000 
Strike Your Colors Stakes Aug. 4. 

Dispatched as the favorite in the 5 y 2 -fur- 
long test for 2-year-olds, Greatbullsoffire 
was patiently rated by Victor Carrasco 
behind pacesetter Howboutthemcowboys 
through the opening 3 furlongs.

Success off the claim 

Trainer Gaudet gets first stakes score 
in Mister Diz upset with John Jones

T he day wasn’t going the way Lacey 
Gaudet hoped. She entered five horses 
at Laurel Park Aug. 20, but by the time 
she walked over with her last runner—a 
recent claim named John Jones —for the 
$75,000 Mister Diz Stakes, Gaudet’s horses 
had gone O-for-4. None even hit the board. 

“It was a rough day,” Gaudet said, “and 
we were joking, like All right, John Jones, 
you’ve got to save the day.’” 

At the time the comment was made, 
it seemed funny because John Jones was 
about to go off at 43-1. The 4-year-old 
gelding entered the race off of a fourth- 
place finish, out of which he was claimed 
for $25,000 in July by Gaudet for owner 
Matt Schera. 

John Jones was the second-longest shot 
of nine in the 6-furlong turf test which had 


been won six times previously by returning 
race-favorite Ben’s Cat. 

Gaudet hadn’t been sure if she was 
even going to run her horse in the race. She 
had John Jones entered as a main track- 
only in an allowance race at Laurel on the 
following day, when the forecast indicated 
the horse was likely to draw in. 

“I went back and forth for a couple of 
hours and, honestly, I didn’t make the deci¬ 
sion until about 11 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing,” Gaudet said. “He was walking around 
the shed row, lunged around the corner 
and he kicked out. I said, ‘this horse is so 
good, we’ve got to run him’. . . we didn’t 
name a rider until 12 o’clock.” 

Exactly six hours later, John Jones 
broke from the gate, opened an early 
2-length lead under Luis Garcia and never 


looked back. John Jones won in 1:10.58, 
holding off Michael Harrison’s Just Jack by 
2 lengths with Ben’s Cat third. 

The victory was John Jones’ first stakes 
score and only his second win of any kind 
covering a span of eight races dating back 
to January. The victory was also Gaudet’s 
first stakes win. 

“I squealed. I wouldn’t say it was a 
scream, I squealed,” she said. “We were just 
ecstatic; after the day that we had, being 
40-to-l and realizing that we’d just beat 
Ben’s Cat.” 

Gaudet admitted also feeling a slight 
tinge of guilt for beating Ben’s Cat. She 
and her family have always been passionate 
supporters of the 10-year-old gelding, who 
boasts earnings of $2,640,282 to go along 
with 32 career victories. 

But on this day, the spotlight would 
be reserved for Gaudet and her horse. 
Bred in Maryland by Nancy Lee Farms, 
John Jones is by Smarty Jones out of the 
multiple stakes-winning Polish Numbers 
mare Chrusciki. Prior to being claimed by 
Gaudet and Schera, John Jones had only 
run on the turf in two of his 14 career 
starts. 

“Looking at his past performances,” 
Schera said, “he didn’t look like he was a 
6-furlong sprinter on the turf Although his 
breeding kind of suggests that possibility 
with Polish Numbers on the dam side, and 
Smarty Joneses can get turf” 

Schera had his doubts about running 
John Jones in a spot as tough as the Mister 
Diz, but deferred to Gaudet. The owner 
and trainer had only initially met a few 
months prior on Preakness Day. Schera, in 
search of a trainer to claim horses for him 
in Maryland, quickly developed a respect 
for Gaudet’s judgment. 

The first horse Gaudet suggested to 
Schera as a potential claim was a 4-year-old 
Great Notion gelding named Cue. After 
claiming the gelding for $16,000 in late 
May, Gaudet brought Cue back and won 
with him immediately. 

“So, she’s 2-for-2 with me, right off the 
claim,” Schera said. “It’s unbelievable.” 

For Gaudet, 28, winning her first stakes 
race was more good news, in a year that 
has seen her quadruple her win total 
from 2015. Through the first week of 
September, Gaudet had 16 wins from 108 
starts and $365,325 in 2016. 

“It’s enjoyable for me to see her make 
the most of this chance so far,” Schera 
said. “She’s doing a great job obviously 
because you don’t usually claim a horse for 
$25,000 and win a stake next out.”

increased 20.2 per¬ 
cent to $63.2 mil¬ 
lion in 2016 com¬ 
pared to 2015. The 
MJC also reported 
coinciding increas¬ 
es in average handle 
and in-state handle. 

The summer 
meet at Laurel saw 
the addition of a 
new infield video 
board, along with 
upgrades in the first 
floor clubhouse 
and nearly $500,000 
in renovations to 
the Ruffian Room 
on the second floor.

Toledo also won the 
riding title last fall at Laurel. Feargal Lynch 
finished second with 20 wins. 

Among trainers, Hamilton Smith and 
Tim Keefe shared top honors with 10 wins 
apiece. It was the first training title for 
Keefe, and the first for Smith since 2007. 

Jamie Ness’Jagger Inc. won more races 
(four) than any other owner at the stand, 
while Schera, Germania Farms, Mark 
Lapidus and Michael Dubb each won three. 


opened in March, made for a 12.5-percent 
increase in average daily handle. 

“Everyone loves to come to Timonium 
with their families and go to the fair, too,” 
said Georganne Hale, Maryland Jockey 
Club’s director of racing and the racing 
secretary at Timonium. “Having the new 
OTB certainly was a plus for the regu¬ 
lar bettors who normally don’t come to 
Timonium to bet. I was very pleased with 
the handle and the participation of the 
Maryland trainers in the entry box.” 

Claudio Gonzalez led aU trainers with 
five victories and he hit the board with aU 
nine of his starters. For winning the most 
races, he earned a bonus of $5,000. 


Gaudet credited owners like Schera for 
her emergence in recent months. 

“We’ve gotten reaUy lucky meeting the 
right people, them giving us opportunities, 
and then us succeeding with those oppor¬ 
tunities,” Gaudet said. “You still have to 
win races. We’ve made a couple of nice 
claims and a few packages on horses that 
we’ve been fortunate with. We keep doing 
what we think is right. When you work 
hard and you try to do everything right, 
you can take chances and they end up 
working out for you.” 

By her side every step of the way has 
been her mother Linda Gaudet. Earlier 
this year, Linda transferred title ownership 
of the family barn to Lacey. The Gaudet 
operation had been managed by Linda 
since late 2011, when her husband-and 
Maryland racing icon with 1,735 wins as a 
trainer—Eddie Gaudet was diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s Disease. 

“His presence around the barn has been 
very limited,” Lacey said. “He is healthy 
and he gets around fine. It’s just long days 
for him, and it is sometimes hard for me 
and my mom. It has been a little bit of a 
rough time trying to figure out whether 
two women can make it in this game with¬ 
out the person that gave us the name that 
we have. It makes me feel good, and I hope 
it makes my mom feel proud. She showed 
[my father] the replay of the stake and she 
said he started to cry when he watched it 
and watched the interview.” 

The interview would have normally 
been conducted by Gaudet’s sister Gabby, 
paddock host and TV analyst for the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club. But Gabby spent much 
of the summer working as an analyst cov¬ 
ering racing at Saratoga. The sisters spoke 
over the phone after John Jones’ victory. 

“[Gabby] said how proud she is of me,” 
Lacey said. “That means a lot. She is my 
best friend. It means a lot having her sup¬ 
port and she’s making us more proud than 
she’ll ever know.” 

Along with Schera, Gaudet began 
exploring options for her newly minted 
stakes winner. With his win in the Mister 
Diz, John Jones bumped his career win 
total up to four and his earnings mark to 
$151,494. More importantly, he turned 
a bad day into one of the best days of a 
young trainer’s life.

Asmussen caps big summer at shore 
with winners of Sapling, Sorority Stakes

F amily ties bind. No one appreciates 
that more than newly minted Hall of 
Fame trainer Steve Asmussen and Todd 
Fletcher, and the owners who send their 
most promising young prospects into their 
barns. 

Asmussen enjoyed a strong Labor Day 
weekend and swept Monmouth Park’s top 
races for juveniles as the Tapizar colt Tip 
Tap Tapizar won the Sept. 4 Sapling Stakes 
for 2-year-olds and the Maclean’s Music filly 
Made Me Shiver took the Sept. 5 Sorority 
Stakes for 2-year-old fillies. 

In August, two Pletcher-trained daugh¬ 
ters of 2010 Eclipse Award-winning 2-year- 
old Uncle Mo-Unbridled Mo and Mo 
d’Amour—finished first and third, respec¬ 
tively, in the Monmouth Oaks-G3 for 3-year- 
old fillies. 

Asmussen, who won his sixth Sapling, 
was the conditioner of Tapizar and Maclean’s 
Music. 

‘‘Steve thought very highly of Maclean’s 
Music, so we wanted to make sure that we 
put the best one that we’ve bred and we’ve 
seen back in his hands, and Made Me Shiver 
has done very well in his care,” said Jared 
Burdine, general manager of John Sikura’s 
H ill ’n’ Dale Farm, which co-owns the filly 
with Chicago Blackhawks head coach Joel 
QuennevHe. 

Carrol CastiUe is the former owner of 
Evangeline Downs and now operates a train¬ 
ing center called Whispering Oaks Farm on 
the track’s 200-acre former site in Carencro, 
La. He campaigns Tip Tap Tapizar in his 
colors. 

“Early on we could teU that he was going 
to be a heU of lot better than your stan¬ 
dard Louisiana-bred,” CastiUe said. “Steve 
Asmussen and I have been good friends for 
a long time and I board his mares here. I keep 
about 40 horses in training year-round with 
Steve Flint, Bernie Flint’s son, but I send my 
nicer horses to [Asmussen].” 

Asmussen gave Tip Tap Tapizar, who 
came into the Sapling off a second in the 
Saratoga Special-G2, and Made Me Shiver, 
fourth after getting caught up in a torrid pace 
in the Grade 3 SchuylerviUe at Saratoga in 
her previous start, some class relief in their 
respective Monmouth races. 

The short-priced favorites surprised no 
one, least of aU their owners. 

“She is the first stakes winner for 
Maclean’s Music and she’s been the poster 
child for the stallion from the day she was 
born,” Burdine said. “She was gorgeous 
as a weanling. She was put into the 2014 
Fasig-Tipton [Kentucky November] sale as 
a great example of the sire. She was in the 
showcase there and we had a great oppor¬ 
tunity to buy her back [for $150,000],” said 
Burdine. 
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Sikura and Quenneville, who won the 
Stanley Cup with the Blackhawks in 2010, 
2013 and 2015, have been close friends 
since they grew up playing hockey together 
in Canada. Made Me Shiver is the second 
horse they’ve owned together and the first 
since the Bob Baffert-trained Midnight 
Hawk. 

‘'She had a bit of a hiccup at Saratoga, 
but obviously she’s turned things back 
around,” Burdine said. “She was even 
geared down a little bit in the stretch and 
she still won handily. She’s been beautiful 
and done everything right from Day 1. We 
were anticipating that race for a long time.” 

Castille, who noted that the major¬ 
ity of the movie Secretariat was filmed 
at Whispering Oaks, said that Asmussen 
normally picks out his horses purchased at 
auction but he discovered Tip Tap Tapizar, 
a maternal grandson of Storm Cat, in the 
catalog for the 2015 Keeneland September 
yearling sale. 

“I’ve been breeding, buying and racing 
horses since I was 21 and I’m 50 now,” said 
CastiUe, who paid $175,000 for the colt. “I 
loved his sire, and he’s been a lot of fun for 
Steve to train, just like Tapizar was. 

“I always knew that Tip Tap Tapizar 
was this kind of horse, and that going two 
turns would be better for him. He’s show¬ 
ing that a Louisiana-bred can compete 
in open company. We think there is a big 
future ahead for this colt, and Steve and I 
are very excited about him.” 

Made Me Shiver is giving her owners 
goose bumps as well. 

“We gave her that name because she 
was so beautiful, just breathtaking, as a 
foal, and we also took it from the lyrics of 
the song American Pie’,” Burdine said of 
singer-songwriter Don McLean’s anthem. 
“She does give you that shiver. She’s very 
striking and she lives up to her looks on the 
track. We hope it continues.” 

‘MO’ IN THE OAKS 

Monmouth Oaks winner Unbridled 
Mo is a maternal granddaughter of 1990 
Kentucky Derby-Gl and Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl winner Unbridled and is a 
homebred member of John Brunetti’s Red 
Oak Stable. 

“We were happy to see Unbridled Mo 
win three in a row and step up to win a 
graded stakes,” Fletcher said.

The serious illness cur¬ 
tailed his career on the track before he was 
retired and sent to stand at Ashford Stud. 

“The one thing I always felt, and I 
always told Mike, is that he would han¬ 
dle any distance and a mile and a quar¬ 
ter was within his scope,” Fletcher said. 
“Unfortunately, for a good portion of his 
3-year-old year he just wasn’t healthy. We 
never got to prove that ability but now it’s 
proving to be so through his progeny.” ^

Double Dip 

Balayage, Nimble Foot win for Goldberg

T rainer Alan Goldberg is no stranger 
to Parx Racing and in August sent out 
two well-bred maiden special weight 
winners. 

The first came Aug. 8 when Colts Neck 
Stables’ homebred Balayage defeated males 
in her second start, a maiden special weight 
for 2-year-olds going 5 furlongs on turf 
The daughter of War Front and a half- 
sister to Grade 1 winner and sire Warrior’s 
Reward, Balayage was sent off as the 9-10 
favorite against seven foes and dominated 
under Joe Bravo. 

Breaking quickly from post six, Balayage 
controlled the early fractions over the 
yielding course while never seriously chal¬ 
lenged at any point. The bay filly, sixth in 
her debut at Belmont Park July 16, rolled 
into the stretch with nearly a 2-length lead 
and won by 1 Vi lengths while geared down. 


Goldberg’s second maiden win came 
Aug. 9, when Colts Neck Stables’ 4-year- 
old DanehiU Dancer filly Nimble Foot (Ire) 
won on her 12th attempt. 

After making her first career start at The 
Curragh in October 2014, Nimble Foot 
was purchased privately by Colts Neck, and 
made her U.S. debut at Gulfstream Park in 
April 2015. Sent off as the favorite that day, 
she finished eighth of nine runners, and 
then throughout the rest of the year failed 
to win while picking up minor checks. 

Goldberg kept Nimble Foot in the Mid- 
Atlantic this year and she responded with 
her best effort yet prior to her maiden- 
breaker, a second in a $75,000 maiden 
special weight at Belmont Park July 13, in 
which she had a troubled trip. 

Hammered down to 1-5 in the 5-fur¬ 
long Parx maiden special weight on firm 


turf. Nimble Foot easily ran to her odds 
under Paco Lopez. She raced just off the 
pace early, moved off the fence and burst 
through a large hole at the top of the 
stretch. She won by VA lengths in :58.73. 

NOTES: Alex and Jo Ann Lieblong’s Girls 
Secret, a daughter of Giant’s Causeway 
out of Grade 2 winner WeU Monied, by 
Maria’s Mon, who cost $500,000 at the 
2014 Keeneland September yearling sale, 
broke her maiden Aug. 8. Trained by Tony 
Dutrow, Girls Secret won the 1 Vi6-mile turf 
race by a neck over Anissa. . . The sixth 
racetrack proved the charm for Godolphin 
Racing’s Delay of Game, who shipped in 
from trainer Kiaran McLaughlin’s base at 
the Greentree Training Center in Saratoga 
to break her maiden Aug. 8. The daughter of 
Bernardini was never seriously threatened 
at any point and won by 9y2 lengths under 
Ruben Silvera. . . Gary and Mary West’s 
Police Escort, a 3-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred son of Distorted Humor out of 
Grade 1 winner Cotton Blossom, won the 
second race of his career Aug. 8 in a state- 
bred allowance going 6 furlongs. Sent to 
Bensalem from trainer Jason Servis’ base 
at Monmouth Park, Police Escort won by 
5y 2 lengths under Lopez. He bounced back 
from a ninth in the Danzig Stakes at Penn 
National in his previous start June 11. ^

History Repeals 

Improving claimer pulls big upset 
in Malvern Rose for Tuozzo, Caruso

I t happened once before but there was 
certainly no guarantee it was going to 
happen again for owner Mike Tuozzo. 
Three years after he turned a $10,000 
claimer into a stakes winner at Presque 
Isle Downs, Tuozzo pulled a nearly identi¬ 
cal feat with Lucabunny in the $100,000 
Malvern Rose Stakes in August. 

Claimed by Tuozzo for $25,000 at Penn 
National in January, the 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Silver Train failed to record a win in 
her first four starts for her new owner. 

With trainer Nick Caruso at Presque 
Isle, Lucabunny finally broke through, win¬ 
ning a maiden special weight Aug. 1. Six 


days later, the filly returned in the Malvern 
Rose. 

“It really wasn’t our plan,” Tuozzo said, 
“but she came back after that maiden race 
and really wasn’t winded at aU. It didn’t take 
much out of her. She was feeling good the 
next day and each day was getting better 
and better. We had aheady nominated her 
way back, so we said, ‘Let’s go for it.’ ” 

Neither Tuozzo nor Caruso expected 
Lucabunny to win the race and she was 
sent off as the longest shot in a nine-horse 
field at 25-1. They were hopeful for a plac¬ 
ing though, assuming their late-running 
fiUy got the right setup. 


The outlook brightened as the race 
unfolded with even-money favorite Behr- 
nik’s Bank going wide into the first turn 
and contesting the pace with the well- 
supported Disco Rose. Turning for home, 
the pacesetters weakened as Lucabunny 
started to pick up speed. 

“Even if Lucabunny ran third and got 
black type, that would’ve been beautiful,” 
Caruso said. “I wasn’t overly confident in 
her winning, by any means; I’d be lying if I 
said I was. Even at the top of the stretch, I 
was admittedly yelling for her and hoping 
she ran third. She just kind of kept on 
going.” 

Lucabunny—one of just four horses in 
Tuozzo’s stable—went right past one horse 
after another. In deep stretch, she cleared 
to the lead, beating Mast Thoroughbreds’ 
Hey Monba by three-quarters of a length. 
The final time for the 1-mile race restricted 
to 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred fillies was 
1:38.64. 

Bred by Gunpowder Farms, Lucabunny 
won for the second time and bumped her 
earnings to $110,078. For Tuozzo, it was 
deja vu. In early 2013, under extremely 
similar circumstances, he claimed a filly 
named Purely Hot for $4,000 at Penn 
National. Like Lucabunny, the plan for 
Purely Hot was to race her through the 
winter and spring at Penn National, with 
the eventual target of stakes company at 
Presque Isle in the summer. 

The plan worked to perfection when 
Purely Hot won the $100,000 Satin and 
Lace Stakes in just her fourth race for 
Tuozzo and Caruso. She’d go on to finish 
second to Groupie DoU in the $400,000 
Presque Isle Downs Masters-G2. Purely 
Hot was then sold by Tuozzo for $225,000 
at Fasig-Tipton Kentucky that November. 

“That turned out to be a real Cinderella 
story for us,” Tuozzo said. “We always try 
to claim something that maybe has the 
potential to increase in value, or maybe 
jump up a couple of conditions. That’s 
usually our strategy.” 

Tuozzo, who works in construction in 
Pennsylvania, grew up around the track in 
New York. His father owned horses and 
Tuozzo finally decided he wanted horses 
of his own. He got into ownership nearly a 
decade ago, and later developed his racing 
syndicate. 

“I just wanted to introduce other peo¬ 
ple that wanted to get into the game but 
couldn’t afford it. I bring in friends, or 
friends of friends, who want to be involved 
in it,” he said.

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Tuozzo has also tried to give peo¬ 
ple around him opportunities, including 
Caruso. The trainer, 26, was previously an 
assistant to Brandon Kulp at Penn National. 
In 2013, Caruso took out his trainer’s license 
and Tuozzo gave him his first three horses — 
among them was Purely Hot. 

“Our two stake wins are horses we took 
from claims to the stakes level,” Caruso 
said, “so that’s pretty cool.” 

■ Ron Potts was already having a great 
summer. It only got better when the lead¬ 
ing trainer at Presque Isle Downs notched 
a one-two finish in the $100,000 Mark 
McDermott Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds 
Sept. 4. 

Turning for home, it was Potts’ 2-year- 
old Haynes field colt Sixers City who 
appeared to have the advantage. After 
breaking his maiden two weeks prior. Sixers 


City set a fairly comfortable pace of :22.66 
and :46.31, and kicked clear in the stretch. 

Gradually, Potts’ filly Diamond Dollar 
worked her way up the rail and began gain¬ 
ing ground. StiU, the trainer figured it was 
Sixers City, a James Hess homebred, that 
would hold on. 

“He ran so strong when he broke his 
maiden that when he opened up turning 
for home, I knew she was going to try but 
I wasn’t sure she was going to get him,” 
Potts said. 

But in the end. Diamond Dollar not 
only caught Sixers City, she moved away 
for a 1 A-length win. The Elkstone Group’s 
homebred daughter of Not For Love out 
of the Scarlet Ibis mare Ruby Rubles com¬ 
pleted 6 furlongs in 1:11.90. 

It was the fourth McDermott win in 
five years for Potts and Elkstone. In 2012, 
they won the race with Pitch N Roll, and 


then took it the past two years with Duff 
and Balk. 

“I’ve always had a lot of luck in this par¬ 
ticular race,” Potts said. “It’s a good feeling. 
It’s nice having one particular stake that 
you do well in every year. First and second 
is also very exciting. It’s nice to have good 
2-year-olds.” 

Another good fiUy Potts previously 
trained was a half-sister to Diamond Dollar 
named Chelsea Barton. She won her debut 
at Mountaineer before placing third in 
her second start in the $100,000 Miss 
Shenandoah Stakes at Charles Town. 

“I’ve had other horses from that fam¬ 
ily,” he said, “and they were aU precocious 
2-year-olds. They were fast early. I knew 
Diamond Dollar would be and I wanted to 
make sure that I had her in peak form for 
these stakes.” #

Loaded Weapon 

Bullets Fever makes it seven straight

T he flawless run of Bullets Fever con¬ 
tinued Aug. 6 when the 3-year-old colt 
pushed his record to 7-for-7 in the 
$50,000 Robert G. Leavitt Stakes. 

‘'He’s the best horse that I’ve ever had,” 
said winning owner David Raim. “I have 
no sense of how good he can actually turn 
out to be.” 

Raim, a trial attorney from Bethesda, 
Md., could make a strong case for Bullets 
Fever being the best sprinter in West 
Virginia. Since debuting last September, 
the Fiber Sonde colt has racked up four 
stakes scores at Charles Town. He’s also 
won out of town twice, including a victory 
against older horses at PimHco. 

Bred by John McKee, the West Virginia- 
bred out of the Indian Charhe mare Ghost 
Canyon is a full-brother to 2013 West 
Virginia Lottery Breeders Classic Stakes 
winner Hidden Canyon. 

The colt’s pedigree initially piqued 
Raim’s interest and trainer Jeff Runco 
helped broker the deal to buy Bullets Fever. 


“Hidden Canyon was very good,” Raim 
said. “John McKee spoke to Jeff and asked 
Jeff if any of his clients might be inter¬ 
ested in purchasing a younger fuU-brother. 
Jeff asked me, and I said, Td definitely 
be interested.’ We took it from there and 
bought him from John privately.” 

Runco, who again sits atop the trainer 
standings at Charles Town, rates Bullets 
Fever as one of his best 3-year-old colts, 
ever. Like most horses his age. Bullets 
Fever can be hard to handle at times, but 
there’s no knocking the results. 

“He’s a little bit of a tough guy, but not 
bad,” Runco said. “He’s a playful horse 
with a good disposition. He’s good to work 
around, he trains well, and he does all the 
right things.” 

He’s been so good that it was almost 
surprising that he only won the Leavitt by 
IV 2 lengths, while completing 7 furlongs 
in 1:24.04. Since he’s never run farther 
than that. Bullets Fever was being pointed 
toward the $75,000 West Virginia Lottery 


Breeders Classic, rather than the $500,000 
West Virginia Breeders Classic at 9 fur¬ 
longs. 

“Even though it’s not as big a purse,” 
Raim said, “I want to do what’s best for 
this horse. Jeff has not over-raced him, 
while trying to build him up. I don’t think 
Jeff thinks he’s ready yet.” 

Bullets Fever might be ready for other 
tests away from Charles Town. After the 
Breeders Classics, Raim and Runco plan 
on picking out spots elsewhere for Bullets 
Fever. Not only has he gone through most 
of his conditions in West Virginia, the 
horse has earned a shot to truly show how 
good he might be. 

“He’s 7-for-7, so what can you say? He’s 
undefeated,” Runco said. “There’s maybe 
one or two other horses in the country 
that have done that and one is Rick Porter’s 
Songbird. There may be one or two others 
but it’s pretty unique when you can get a 
horse to do that. He’s a special horse, for 
sure.” 

For Raim, Bullets Fever has been more 
than special-he’s alteady been the horse 
of a lifetime. In addition to the unknown 
upside of Bullets Fever, Raim also owns 
Wizards Fever, a 2-year-old fuU-sister. 

Wizards Fever’s racing debut has been 
delayed by injury but she’s back in training 
and expected to make it to the races before 
the end of the year. 

BANNER YEAR FOR BOCACHICA 

He’s been a model of consistency 
at Charles Town for a decade but this 
year feels a little different for Arnaldo 
Bocachica. The journeyman jockey from 
Carolina, Puerto Rico, is piling up wins, 
while riding some of the best horses at 
Charles Town. 

“This year has been really good for me,” 
he said. 

Bocachica, 28, has been a staple among 
the leading riders at Charles Town over the 
past five years. In 2015, he won 166 races. 
Those were his best numbers since he won 
the Charles Town riding title as an appren¬ 
tice in 2007. 

Prior to that, he and his older brother 
Orlando—who currently rides at Mon¬ 
mouth Park—grew up in a household 
with five sisters. Their father, also named 
Orlando, was a jockey in Puerto Rico and 
paved the way for his children’s success. 

At 16, Arnaldo began attending a jockey 
school in Puerto Rico. It wasn’t long before 
he got an offer from a U.S.-based jockey 
agent to come to West Virginia and ride 
there. He hadn’t yet completed his two

years of jockey school education, when 
Bocachica decided to make the move. 

“In the beginning, it was a little bit slow 
I was stiU green,” he said. “Then I started 
learning and getting better horses. I had a 
really good bug boy year. When I lost my 
bug, I lost a little bit of business but I kept 
working hard.” 

After winning 216 races in 2007, 
Bocachica’s total dropped significandy the 
next year to just 76 victories. Over the next 
few years, he began to claw his way back up 
the jockey standings, often leaning on his 
brother for advice and support. 

“He helped me a lot,” Bocachica said. 
“He let me know what I was doing wrong. 
He teaches me a lot. Even now, he’U caU 
me and tell me, "You need to put your chest 
down a little bit.’ He still calls when I do 
something wrong.” 

By 2009, Bocachica had reestablished 
himself as a force on the circuit. En route 
to improving to 94 victories on the year, he 
rode three West Virginia Breeders Classics 
winners. He committed himself to build¬ 
ing upon that, and linked up with agent 
Joe Mascolo. 

“We’re together about five and a half 
years now,” Mascolo said. “He has a really 
good work ethic. He shows up every day. 
Whatever needs to be done in the morn¬ 
ings from trainers, he definitely makes it. 
He works hard.” 

That hard work started to catch the eye 
of local trainers. Bocachica got opportuni¬ 
ties to ride bigger horses in bigger spots. 
In 2013 and 2014, he won the A Huevo 
Stakes aboard millionaire Lucy’s Bob Boy. 

Perhaps the most significant moment 
in Bocachica’s career came two years ago, 
when he landed the job of riding first-caU 
for Runco. For 11 straight years, Runco has 
led all trainers in wins at Charles Town. 

“When you ride for a barn like that, you 
tend to be on top,” Bocachica said. “I’m 
reaUy happy to be riding for the barn and 
I’m excited about this year. I’m looking to 
be the leading rider this year.” 

As of early September, Bocachica had 
$1,488,397 in purse earnings and 109 
wins—just one shy of Jose Montano, who 
has won the riding title at Charles Town 
each of the last four years. 

Even more significant than Bocachica’s 
wins and earnings totals are some of the 
individual horses he’s riding for Runco and 
Coleswood Farm (owned by Runco and 
his wife). Bocachica is the regular rider for 
Navy Ribbon. The 4-year-old daughter of 
Pure Prize won the West Virginia Division 
of Tourism Breeders Classic Stakes last 


year, and continues to be one of the most 
highly-regarded West Virginia-bred fiUies. 

In August, Bocachica guided Bunco’s 
In the Fairway to victory in the $100,000 
Northern Panhandle Stakes at Mountaineer. 
Earlier in the year, the 6-year-old son of 
Posse also scooped the $50,000 Confucius 
Say Stakes. In the Fairway boasts $486,469 
in earnings. 

Bocachica also rides the star of Bunco’s 
barn, BuUets Fever. Undefeated in seven 
starts, the horse projects to be a heavy 
favorite in the West Virginia Lottery 
Breeders Classic. BuUets Fever and Boca¬ 
chica already have four stakes wins togeth¬ 
er, along with an aUowance win at PimUco 
in June. 

“I love BuUets Fever,” Bocachica said. 
“The day that I went to Maryland to ride 
him, it looked Uke it was a reaUy tough race. 
He stepped up and got the win. He showed 
a lot of heart that day. Everything they ask 
of him, he just wins.” 

The same can be said for Bocachica. 
He’s on pace to surpass his win total from 
last year and, with a Uttle luck on Breeders 


Classic night, he could exceed his 2015 
earnings mark of $2,717,234. 

Even when times weren’t as good for 
Bocachica, he’s always kept a positive atti¬ 
tude. His agent was there through some of 
the bumps, and hardly saw any change in 
the jockey’s approach to his job. 

“He has a good personaUty. He’s happy- 
go-lucky, that way,” Mascolo said. “He 
loves to ride. Everything with him is horses. 
I mean, from the time he wakes up to the 
time he goes to bed. He’s done quite weU 
and I appreciate working with him.” 

Bocachica has paid his dues and now 
it’s paying off He admits that he’s thought 
about what it might be Uke to ride on 
another circuit. After aU, Charles Town is 
aU he’s ever known—he practicaUy grew up 
on the West Virginia oval. This has become 
home, and it’s never easy to leave home, 
especiaUy in times Uke these. 

“I have a reaUy good opportunity, so 
I don’t want to mess that up,” Bocachica 
said. “I’m doing reaUy good here, so it 
needs to be a reaUy good offer for me to 
leave.” ^

Successful Team 

Paging Mr. Hughes scores for group 
behind Grade 1 winner Fabulous Strike

T rainer Todd Beattie and owner 
Walter Downey of Tea Party Stable 
were at the forefront of national 
Thoroughbred news between 2006 and 
2011 as the team behind Grade 1-winning 
sprinter Fabulous Strike. 

The Pennsylvania-bred son of Smart 
Strike began his career winning and plac¬ 
ing in several ungraded stakes in the Mid- 
Atlantic and New York in 2006 before his 
career took off in 2007. The homebred 
gelding won two graded stakes in 2007, 
including the Vosburgh Handicap-Gl at 
Belmont Park. 


Fabulous Strike would go on to place 
twice more in the Vosburgh, as well 
as add three more graded stakes to his 
accomplishments. He was sidelined for 18 
months with a tendon injury after the 2009 
Vosburgh. He then underwent stem cell 
therapy at the University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center in 2010, and returned 
to the races successfully in 2011, when he 
won his return race at Penn National in 
the slop. 

That proved to be the gelding’s final 
victory, and he retired with a bankroll 
of more than $1.4 million and 15 victo¬ 


ries in 28 starts. Later that year, Downey 
announced that Fabulous Strike would 
spend his retirement at Old Friends in 
Georgetown, Ky, and a stakes was named 
in his honor at Penn National. 

Since Fabulous Strike faded from the 
scene, Beattie and Downey have continued 
to do business, with a large percentage of 
Downey’s runners being homebreds. One 
of those homebreds. Paging Mr. Hughes, 
broke her maiden Aug. 4, drawing away 
from five state-bred rivals with speed to 
spare after being on the sidelines for nine 
months. 

The 3-year-old daughter of Henny 
Hughes made her debut last November 
going 6 furlongs. She finished fourth that 
day, 19% lengths behind runaway winner 
Behrnik’s Bank. The winner went on the 
win the Blue Mountain Juvenile Stakes 
the next month, while Paging Mr. Hughes 
came out of her first start with an injury. 

“We liked her a lot going into that first 
race, but she returned with a chip in her 
knee,” Beattie said. 

After a string of steady workouts begin¬ 
ning in July, Beattie had Paging Mr. Hughes 
ready. Entered Aug. 4 with her stablemate, 
favored Forest Dew, Paging Mr. Hughes 
engaged Forest Dew from the get-go, as 
they sped a half-mile on the fast track in 
:45.53. Entering the homestretch, Jeremy 
Rose unleashed Paging Mr. Hughes and she 
responded by spurting away to a 1 !4-length 
win. Forest Dew finished second, 7 lengths 
clear of What’s Trending. 

Paging Mr. Hughes is out of the Dixie 
Brass mare Arpeggio, who won the Girl 
Powder Handicap at Meadowlands and 
placed in two other stakes among her 60 
starts. 

Arpeggio is out of the stakes-placed 
Czaravich mare Emmie, New Jersey’s 
Broodmare of the Year in 2001. Although 
Arpeggio is a very large mare, Beattie said 
that Paging Mr. Hughes did not inherit her 
dam’s size. 

“She’s on the medium to smaller size, 
but she’s not little,” Beattie said. “She’s 
put together really nice, and I couldn’t be 
happier with the way she came back from 
the layoff Both of those fillies [including 
Forest Dew] have bright futures.” 

Forest Dew, bred by Cindy Bohn, is 
a 4-year-old daughter of Forestry out of 
the Not For Love mare Financial Risk. 
The filly is co-owned by Beattie, Dennis 
Sweigart and Salvatore CuUari. 

Beattie was the first trainer of Grade 
1 winner and millionaire Taris, who made 
her first five starts for Commonwealth

In December 2013, Taris 
broke her maiden first out at Aqueduct. 
She won the Wide Country Stakes at Laurel 
Park in January, and captured the Raven 
Run Stakes-G2 at Keeneland that October 
under Beattie’s tutelage before selling for 
$2.35 million at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
November selected mixed sale. 

I The Elkstone Group’s homebred Edge 
of Reality went past the $640,000 mark 
in earnings when he won the RobeUino 
Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds Aug. 6.

Joy and Sorrow 

Portrade wins Grade 1 N.Y. Turf Writers 
as injury claims stablemate Bob Le Beau

O wning, training, riding, watching 
Thoroughbred racing takes great 
strength. You’re supposed to stand 
tall, weather the punches, smile when you 
win, smile when you lose, be gracious, 
magnanimous, thankful, stoic. 

Then you get a moment like 2016 New 
York Turf Writers Cup at Saratoga Race 


Course Aug. 25, when Portrade (Ire) won 
for The Fields Stable and trainer Elizabeth 
Voss while race favorite and fellow The 
Fields/Voss runner Bob Le Beau (Ire) was 
being helped into the equine ambulance 
with a fractured right hind leg. Portrade 
got his picture taken. Bob Le Beau got a 
ride to Rood and Riddle’s Saratoga clinic 


for X-rays and—ultimately—the worst diag¬ 
nosis. Injured too severely, the multiple 
Grade 1 winner was euthanized. 

“We’re numb,” said Gary Murray, Voss’ 
husband and the bloodstock agent who 
helped import both horses from Ireland. 
“It’s bittersweet. The positives are Portrade 
and (jockey) Gus Dahl.” 

The negative was, of course. Bob Le 
Beau who was running comfortably at the 
back of the six-horse field when he went 
wrong behind and was pulled up by Jack 
Doyle on the second of five turns in the 
$150,000 race. They’d jumped three fences 
in a race they won last year and were 3-5 
to win again. Instead of going to the win¬ 
ner’s circle with his horse, Doyle got in the 
horse ambulance. 

“We know it can happen in any race, flat 
or jump, everybody does,” Murray said. 
“That doesn’t make it any easier. He was a 
happy horse, a grand horse, he had a good 
life, we loved him.”

Murray said the fracture was closed and 
that there was initially some hope of stabi¬ 
lizing the injury, to his right hind. Further 
exams revealed additional damage. 

“If we could have, we would have,” 
Murray said of saving the horse. “There 
were too many things broken.” 

Bob Le Beau was the third fatality in 
the Turf Writers in three years, following 
the Voss-trained Makari (Ire) in 2014 and 
Divine Fortune last year. Those deaths 
came in falls at the last fence, and helped 
prompt the removal of the final fence in 
the stretch in jump races at Saratoga this 
year. Bob Le Beau’s injury did not happen 
at a fence and he did not fall. He went 
lame about 5 furlongs into the race and 
was pulled up. 

The 9-year-old won 14 of 50 starts, and 
earned $617,457 in a career that began in 
2009. The three-time Grade 1 winner was 
an Eclipse Award finalist as champion 
steeplechaser last year. He’d opened his 
2016 Saratoga campaign with a win in the 
Grade 1 A.P. Smithwick Aug. 4. 

“You think you’re bringing over a horse 
in 110-percent condition, in the shape of 
his life,” said Murray. “You’re thinking, 
even if he doesn’t win he gets around and 
comes home and you’re still happy with 
him. We’ve been saying aU week how good 
he is, how good he feels.” 

Owner Laddy Merck, whose late moth¬ 
er Betty started The Fields Stable with the 
purchase of Rokeby Stable dispersal horse 
Brigade of Guards in 1996, was predict¬ 
ably torn. 

“It’s hard,” he said just outside the win¬ 
ner’s circle. “I remember when it happened 
to Mom with a horse and Cot Campbell 
told us fit takes a lot of fortitude, this 
game.’ Mom would be so torn right now. 
She’d be so much more worried about Bob 
than she would be cheering for Portrade. 
But she’d be proud of him, too.” 

Sent off at 13-1, Portrade went to the 
front immediately and simply made it last— 
repelling 21-1 shot Andi’amu (Fr) by a 
length after 2y8 miles in 4:28.93. Scorpian- 
cer (Ire) finished third. Bred by Keene 
Bloodstock in Ireland, Portrade won for 
the first time in an American career that 
began in April 2015. The son of Trade 
Fair (GB) won three Irish hurdle starts 
(including two in a week) while part of 
George Stanley’s small yard in 2014. The 
highlight came at Listowel in September, 
when he won a handicap hurdle. The bay 
gelding finished second in October and 


was purchased at the Brightwells Sale at 
Cheltenham, England in November 2014. 

Portrade fell in his first start last April, 
then finished fourth behind Bob Le Beau 
in a Grade 3 stakes in May. Sidelined for 
the second half of last year, the 7-year-old 
emerged at Fair Hill in May and finished 
fifth in a handicap hurdle before placing 
third at 42-1 in the Smithwick. He made 
the running that day too, but yielded to his 
more-famous stablemate. Two days before 
the big win, Portrade galloped with Bob 
Le Beau and flat stakes winner Renown 
on the turf at Oklahoma. Steady as an 
Olympic marathoner grinding out miles, 
minor winner Portrade led two stakes 
horses. He looked outgunned, but not 
outclassed. 

“He was on my radar, but I didn’t have 
anybody for him,” Murray said of the Irish 
form. “He was a solid horse there and I 
just thought he might suit here. He’s not a 
world-beater, but he just tries so hard and 
now he’s a Grade 1 winner.” 

Murray paid credit to Dahl, who won 
his first graded stakes, for unlocking some 
of the talent. 

“As much as Jack and Bob are a team, 
Gus and Portrade are a team,” Murray said. 
“Nobody else gets on him. I’m so happy 
for the kid. It’s hard when your comrade 
is Jack and he’s winning races every week 
and you’re riding home in the car without 
as many wins. He kept working and I’m 


happy for him even if it’s a tough day for 
everyone.” 

In turn, Dahl paid tribute to his horse. 

“He’s always there, it’s the happiest he’s 
ever been, it’s the soundest he’s ever been. 
He’s probably not the best mover in the 
world, but the last month, he’s alighted,” 
he said. “The last day, he was a little fresh, 
we ran him a little shorter because we 
thought he wasn’t getting the trip at the 
hunt meets. He dug in and kept trying, 
kept trying. I was more confident today 
because he’s been going so well at home.” 

MAHONEY GETS 
FIRST SPA WIN 

Saratoga was trying to teU George 
Mahoney something. 

The long-time steeplechase owner had 
his first runner here in 2014, and watched 
Wantan (Arg) finish fifth of five finish¬ 
ers in one race and pull up while hope¬ 
lessly beaten in another. Last year, the 
Marylander had two runners and one man¬ 
aged to finish third—in a race with three 
finishers. This year wasn’t going much 
better as his first runner was rained out of 
a start Aug. 10 and his second, Dino Mite 
(GB), refused to start the following day. 

On Aug. 17, Mahoney finally got his 
chance as his Rosbrian Farm silks graced 
the Saratoga winner’s circle for the first 
time after a $65,000 allowance hurdle won

by Detroit Blues (GB)—the horse whose 
race was rained out a week earlier. 

“Euphoric and terribly, terribly delight¬ 
ed,” Mahoney responded when asked what 
it felt like. “It’s something everybody wants 
to do. This is the epicenter of racing, this 
is where it aU is. It’s great, a real thriU to 
win a race here. We’ve had bad luck for a 
year, for a year, and now maybe we broke 
the ice.” 

Raced in England by trainer Jamie 
Snowden through this spring, Detroit 
Blues was imported by Mahoney and train¬ 
er Ricky Hendriks with Saratoga in mind. 
The 6-year-old chestnut fit the biU—as a 
maiden hurdle winner last spring whose 
form had tailed off over his last three 
starts—lopsided defeats including a pull-up 
going 3 miles over chase fences at Ludlow 
in May. 

At Saratoga, he met seven others led 
by mercurial favorite Unsinkable (Ire) 
who was bet down to 3-5 despite being 
scratched at the start of a race here July 
27. The gray Irish-bred froze briefly in the 
paddock and was unruly warming up, but 
made it away from the flag OK. The rest 
was a mess as the favorite jumped poorly 
and battled an unsettled Personal Start up 
front for most of the early going. 

Sean McDermott placed Detroit Blues 
in fifth early as the field got strung out over 
the first lap. Things got much tighter on 
the final run up the backstretch, as Detroit 
Blues established position between the 
tiring leaders going to the last fence. He 
entered the turn with a slim lead and was 
soon joined by Hardrock Eleven, who 
went up by a neck to the outside. Detroit 
Blues went back to the front exiting the 
turn, built a quick 2-length advantage and 
won by 214 lengths at 13-1. Hardrock 
Eleven (16-1) stayed for second with Blue 
Atlantic (10-1) third. The $2 trifecta paid 
$1,688 and the $2 superfecta paid $10,139 
as the top two choices - Unsinkable and 
Duke of Medina (Ire) - finished far back. 

“If there wasn’t going to be a lot of pace 
on, I was going to jump off and make it,” 
McDermott said of his pre-race thinking. 
“There was so much pace on, that’s where I 
had to sit. It’s the first time jumping those 
hurdles, mid-race he started jumping reaUy 
weU, he stayed aU the way to the line. He’s 
a lovely, honest horse.” 

Mahoney and Hendriks bought Detroit 
Blues, a son of former Godolphin runner 
Tobougg (Ire), without ever seeing him. 


“We bought him sight-unseen,” said 
Hendriks. “I loved him when he showed 
up. He’s a great type, about 16 hands, not 
too big, just a nice-looking horse, well 
made.” 

Tobougg won England’s Group 1 
Dewhurst Stakes in 2000 and was named 
champion 2-year-old in England. He placed 
in three Group 1 races as a 3-year-old- 
including a third behind Galileo (Ire) in the 
Epsom Derby—and now stands at stud in 
Ireland. 

FOUT, LAZENBY 
TEAM UP FOR TWO 

Doug Fout stood in front of the club¬ 
house big screen and watched the replay of 
the Aug. 24 steeplechase opener and loved 
what he saw—again. Longshot Dyna’s Vow 
set a tepid pace. Font’s Help From Heaven 
settled, in the clear, through three turns 
and seven hurdles. 

“Slow pace,” Fout said, while watch¬ 
ing the allowance hurdle. “It was the best 
setup we’ve had.” 

And then it nearly slipped away as Help 
From Heaven made his only blunder in 
the $65,000 allowance hurdle, clouting the 
eighth fence and losing precious ground. 
Kieran Norris didn’t panic. Unlike Fout, 
who slid to the knot while watching the 
replay. 


“I can’t get over how he almost goes on 
his head at the last,” Fout said. 

Undaunted, Help From Heaven slid 
back to third as Castle Hill forged to the 
lead and Dyna’s Vow clung to the inside. 
Turning for home, Norris swung Help 
From Heaven wide, outside Castle HiU 
as All for Us ranged up on the far out¬ 
side, poking his head in front. Help From 
Heaven battled back to eke out a neck 
decision over All for Us. Share Out rallied 
to be third. 

Fout was impressed. 

“I thought we were done when he made 
that mistake, then he gets pinched in the 
turn, drops back, then comes between two 
horses and gets up,” Fout said. “The thing 
about this horse is he’s so honest, he gives 
you try, he gives you everything he has. If I 
could make the weight. I’d ride the horse.” 

Purchased as a yearling for $57,000 at 
Keeneland September by present owner 
Gigi Lazenby, the 4-year-old son of Divine 
Park won twice and finished second in the 
Sunset Stakes at Evangeline Downs last 
summer. 

By December, he was flunking the 
program with flat trainer Oscar Modica. 
Lazenby, a Nashville, Tenn., resident who 
started converting a few flat horses from 
the stable of her brother David Banks in 
2013, called Fout. 
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“He started to get sour on the track, 
he started wheeling at the track, she was 
having some fun with this and said let’s run 
him on the flat. How lucky was I?” said 
the trainer, whose wife Beth rides Help 
From Heaven on the farm in Virginia most 
mornings. “The first time we schooled 
him, with a stride to go, he stopped and 
wheeled. I had to take Dreamin Fool out 
of cobwebs to give him a lead on Sunday. 
He’s just like Hirapour (Ire), he’ll see that 
fence and go out the back door.” 

Help From Heaven has a long way to 
go to match Hirapour-champion steeple¬ 
chaser of 2004—but is on his way. 

Eight days later, the Lazenby-Fout team 
delivered again as Hardrock Eleven ousted 
seven others in a $65,000 allowance Sept. 
1 thanks in part to some new technology 
that might have made Font’s father, trainer 
Paul Font, blanche. 

Paul Font, who died in 2005, was an 
old-school horse trainer who found major 
success with 1975 steeplechase champion 
Life’s Illusion and Grade 1 flat winner 
Colstar among others. But he was not one 
for tricks or shortcuts, and neither is his 
son. 

Except maybe this one time. 

“I don’t believe in gimmicks, but I’ll tell 
you that titanium hood works,” said Doug. 
“My dad would say, "You’ve done lost your 


mind, son.’ I can hear him now, but it’s 
made a difference with this horse. I’m a 
believer. It’s the only goofy thing I use.” 

Goofy or not, the hood—essentially 
blinkers without eye cups and made of 
fabric containing liquid titanium-was in 
the winner’s circle Thursday and Fout was 
paying it full credit. Liquid titanium pro¬ 
duces negative ions, which are supposed 
to generate a sense of cakn in horses —and 
humans, too. 

And Hardrock Eleven can use all the 
calm he can get. 

""I was warned up front that he was 
tough,” Fout said. ""He’s tough to gallop at 
home. He can’t stay (in Saratoga) because 
he gets too wound up. He gets turned out 
at home and that helps him. That’s the part 
he likes the most. And in the mornings you 
can hold him, but you can’t fight with him.” 

In his win, the 6-year-old son of Rock 
Hard Ten jumped up front with the Fout- 
trained Secret Reward, then took over 
leaving the last fence on the backside and 
won by 31/4 lengths for apprentice Brendan 
Crowley. Castle HiU finished second with 
Blue Atlantic third. Hardrock Eleven 
improved to 2-for-ll over fences, and 
completed a comeback from some prob¬ 
lems left over from starts in April and May. 

""He twisted a shoe real bad in April and 
it went up into his frog, and then we had 


some trouble with his hind end because of 
all that,” said Fout of a pull-up at Charlotte 
April 30. ""He jumped so bad to the right 
that day, which he kind of wants to do 
anyway and was aU messed up. He hurt his 
sacroiliac and it took us a couple months 
to get him over that and get him back 
going the right way.” 

Hardrock Eleven started his career by 
winning his second start at Delta Downs 
as a 2-year-old—going IVi furlongs on the 
dirt—for Lazenby and Banks. At 3, the gray 
gelding placed in a stakes at Sam Houston 
and even took a swing at the big time when 
last of 11 in the Grade 2 Risen Star at Fair 
Grounds and ninth of 11 in the Grade 2 
Rebel at Oaklawn Park (behind Will Take 
Charge and Oxbow among others) in 2013. 

Banks died in 2014 and Lazenby’s flat 
stable-based mainly in Louisiana-is 
now trained by his former assistant Oscar 
Modica. The potential steeplechasers, 
including Aug. 24 Saratoga winner Help 
From Heaven, moved to Dwight Hall in 
Tennessee for early lessons and then on 
to Fout. 

""Dwight gets them started over poles 
and things and then they come to me,” 
Fout said. “Gigi is great to train for. I feel 
bad that she missed both of the wins up 
here because her husband has been iU, but 
she’s great, she never gets mad, never gets 
disappointed. It makes it so much more 
comfortable to train a horse that way.” 

YOUNG, FISHER 
SCORE IN FINAL WEEK 

Paddy Young thought Saratoga 2016 
was over before it started. The 40-year- 
old jockey fell at Parx July 12, breaking 
his right arm and cracking his pelvis. On 
the way home. Young called trainer Jack 
Fisher and told him to make other plans 
for Schoodic in the A. P. Smithwick and 
others during the meet. 

But jump jockeys don’t stay down for 
long. 

With a plate in his right forearm and a 
crack in the middle of his pelvis. Young 
was back riding in 10 days and back riding 
races by Aug. 4, when he took a spin on 
veteran Spirit of Shankly (GB), just for a 
test run. 

Twenty-seven days after that test run. 
Young was back in the winner’s circle after 
guiding the Fisher-trained Special Skills to 
win a hurdle handicap Aug. 31. Owned 
by Sheila Williams and Northwood Stable, 
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the son of Bernstein drew off to win by 
2 lengths over favorite Top Striker and 
Rudyard K. Bouncing back from a third 
Aug. 3, Special Skills earned his third career 
hurdle victory 

Young settled Special Skills in seventh 
of eight but lost that slot as the field 
turned down the backside for the first 
time. Special Skills grabbed the bit and 
ran up behind Rudyard K, forcing jockey 
Jack Doyle into defense mode, as the 
duo ripped through the field. By the time 
they left the backside, Orchestra Leader 
led Rudyard K and Special Skills, who 
had done a cannonball into that spot. 
Turning into the stretch the second time. 
Special Skills pulled Young into the back 
of Orchestra Leader, clipping heels and 
hobbling for a stride. 

“They didn’t go that quick today, he 
settled nicely and then everything stopped 
in front of him and he got keen, I got up 
on Jack Doyle and set him off,” Young said. 
“He clipped heels, it was probably the best 
thing to happen, it made him pay attention 
a bit more.” 

Special Skills continued to stalk, flew 
the two hurdles on the backside, slipped 
out on the turn and won easily as Young 
merely slapped Special Skills on the right 
shoulder. 

Young finished the Saratoga season 
with a win, a second aboard Andi’amu in 
the New York Turf Writers Cup and two 
thirds from six rides. 

“Everything I’ve ridden here has run 
well, bar one horse, so I wasn’t disap¬ 
pointed how things were going, I’m lucky 
I’m even here after Philadelphia Park, so 


anything’s a bonus,” Young said. “When 
Andi’amu ran weU last week, I thought 
maybe that’s as good as it gets, but the 
more I looked at this horse, the better I 
thought his chances were.” 

Special Skills won three races on the flat 
before being purchased by Fisher in his 
annual faU shopping spree of trainer Alan 
Goldberg’s turf horses who aren’t paying 
their way. Last season. Special Skills broke 
his maiden over jumps at Suffolk and won 
an allowance in his next start. This year, he 
was winless in four tries before Wednesday. 

Young had never ridden the Sierra 
Farm-bred 6-year-old and certainly didn’t 
think he would be riding him at Saratoga 
back in July. 

“I called Jack on the way home because 
I was supposed to ride Schoodic up here 
and told him he better find someone else, 
no chance of being back. After a couple 
of days, when the swelling went down, I 
was always able to move my fingers and 
in about a week, I was able to get moving 
pretty good, in about 10 days I was back 
riding out,” said Young who helps train 
a string of horses with his wife Leslie. 
“Once you’re back on a horse, the healing 
is so much quicker, I knew unless I fell, 
the arm was fine, it was welded together in 
a sense. It was just a matter of how much 
you really stiU want to do it.” 

At 40 years old, with five champion 
jockey trophies on his mantel. Young has 
thought about slowing down but has yet to 
take his foot off the gas. 

“When you school something good, 
you’re always thinking if you have a super- 
star at home, you’ll come back for him. 


You question comebacks aU the time, you 
do think about it, but I’ve been lucky, I 
know I’ve had a fair few injuries but bones 
mend,” Young said. “As long as you can get 
up and get moving, there’s always a chance 
and there’s always someone worse off than 
me. This (comeback) was never really in 
doubt, but StiU, I look at my birthdate and 
think I’m 40, but every jump jockey wakes 
up sore, every morning. There’s no sense 
complaining.” 

N6WS 3nd N0t6SI Saratoga carded nine 
(of 12 scheduled) jump races, which attract¬ 
ed 51 horses who made 73 starts. The 8.1 
starters per race figure increased from 
6.7 starters per race in 2015. . . FaU meets 
planned for Tryon, N.C., and Charleston, 
S.C., were canceled in late August. Plans 
now caU for the new Tryon International 
Equestrian Center course wiU be used for 
the first time to host the Block House 
Races April 15, 2017. . . Through Sept. 21, 
Jack Fisher led Cyril Murphy, 14-13, atop 
the trainers’ standings. Fisher’s horses had 
placed in the top three 40 times, from 80 
starts while Murphy stiU carried a gaudy 
13-for-32 strike rate despite not winning at 
Saratoga. Jack Doyle (11 wins) led Connor 
Hankin and Ross Geraghty by two in 
the jockeys’ race, though Hankin’s year 
was finished as he reported to Marine 
Corps officer training school in September. 
Kieran Norris, Gerard GaUigan and Gus 
Dahl each had won six races heading into 
the faU season. With $551,200 (at least 
$300,000 more than his nearest rival), Irv 
Naylor’s lead among the owners looked 
untouchable. H

War Front’s Mosler headed to stud at Country Life Farm 



M ultiple stakes winner 
Mosler, the first son of 
popular sire War Front 
to retire to stud in the region, 
will stand at the Pons family’s 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air, 
Md., in 2017. The 5-year-old, 
who won the Laurel Dash Sept. 
10, is scheduled to race for 
his owner Adele Dilschneider 
through November. 

“We’d been looking for years 
for a stallion to cross with A.P. 
Indy mares,” said Mike Pons. 
“This horse is a wonderful 
cross, an A++, and he’s won¬ 
derfully bred. He’s inbred [2x4] 
to Danzig and there’s a won¬ 
derful blend of old Claiborne 
blood in his pedigree.” 

Trained by BiU Mott, Mosler 
exited the Laurel race with five 
wins from 17 starts and earn¬ 
ings of $340,967. He complet¬ 
ed 6 furlongs in the Laurel 
Dash in 1:08.26, less than a sec¬ 
ond off the course record. Also 
sprinting on the turf, he won 
the 7-furlong Elusive Quality 
at Belmont Park in 2015 by 2 
lengths in 1:20.63. In this year’s 
Elusive Quality, he led through 


a half in :43.68 before finishing 
third behind A Lot, who set a 
course record of 1:19.23. 

Mosler won three allow¬ 
ances at 1 mile on the main 
track in New York during his 
2- and 3-year-old seasons. His 
stakes-placings include a third- 
place finish in Woodbine’s 
Grade 2 Highlander Stakes 

Out of the Arch mare Gold 
Vault, Mosler sold as a year¬ 
ling at Keeneland September 
in 2012 for $1.05 milli on. 
His half-sister Contested (by 
Ghostzapper) sold two months 
later as a broodmare prospect 
for $2.3 million at Fasig-Tipton 
November after proving to be 
one of the best sprint fillies 
of the year when capturing the 
Grade 1 Acorn and Test Stakes. 
His full-brother Air Vice 
Marshal, a group-placed runner 
in England, sold for $2.2 mil¬ 
lion at Keeneland September 
in 2014, the co-top price of 
the sale. 

The family includes multiple 
Grade 1-winning sprinter and 
graded stakes sire Pomeroy. 


Bred by Seth Hancock’s 
Cherry Valley Farm, Mosler 
will be owned by a syndicate 
comprised of Country Life, 


Hancock and Dilschneider, 
who will also send mares to 
support him. 


First starter triumphs for West Virginia’s Gattopardo 


W est Virginia freshman sire 
Gattopardo got his first winner 
when his first starter, Uanquoi, 
rolled home by 2% lengths in a Charles 
Town maiden special weight Aug. 26. 
Second one week earlier against open com¬ 
pany, she went off the even-money favor¬ 
ite in the field of seven accredited West 
Virginia-bred 2-year-old fillies racing AVi 
furlongs and led at every call. 

Bred and owned by Ray Pennington 
and trained by OUie Figgins, Unaquoi is 
out of the winning More Than Ready mare 
Jumelle Springs. She is one of 16 juveniles 
in her sire’s first crop. 

Gattopardo, a stakes-winning son of 
international champion Johannesburg, 
retired to Randy Funkhouser’s O’Sullivan 


Farms in Charles Town after a dozen 
career starts, in which he was third or bet¬ 
ter 10 times. 

Bred and owned by Michael Ueltzen’s 
Germania Farms, Gattopardo won his 
stakes debut, the 7-furlong Miracle Wood 
at Laurel Park, early in his 3-year-old sea¬ 
son and in his next outing finished sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 3 Bay Shore Stakes at 
Aqueduct. 

A four-time winner, he retired with 
earnings of $147,975. 

From the influential female line of 
C.V Whitney’s champion Silver Spoon, 
Gattopardo is out of Fly Till Dawn’s 
stakes-winning daughter Senza Paura, who 
also produced Amerigo Vespucci, a graded 
stakes-placed runner of $115,794 from 


seven starts. Senza Paura is a half-sister to 
two-time Group 1 winner Germany. 

Gattopardo’s third dam, multiple stakes 
winner Inca Queen (out of Silver Spoon), 
produced graded stakes winners and sires 
Hail Bold King, Exile King and Metfield. 
Grade 1 winner Catinca is also found 
under his third dam. 

The gray 11-year-old stood the 2016 
season for $1,500 live foal. 

Ueltzen has offered special incentives 
to mare owners who have bred to the stal¬ 
lion each season. 

For the crop of 2014, the breeder of 
the first maiden special weight winner 
receives a $5,000 bonus; the breeder of 
Gattopardo’s first stakes winner gets a 
$10,000 bonus.

Juba to stand at Taylor Mountain in West Virginia 


T apit’s son Juba, a multi¬ 
ple allowance winner of 
$179,105 who has thous¬ 
ands of followers on Twitter, 
has started the next chapter 
of his life at the Casey fam¬ 
ily’s Taylor Mountain Farm 
in Charles Town, WVa. The 
5-year-old, who arrived at the 
farm in early September, will 
stand his first season in 2017 
for $1,500, or free to stakes- 
winning or stakes-producing 
mares. 

Campaigned by Centennial 
Farms, who purchased him 
for $250,000 at the Keeneland 
September yearling sale, Juba 
retires with three wins, aU by 
daylight margins while leading 


at every call at distances less 
than 1 mile. On the board in his 
only start at 2, Juba finished a 
length behind eventual multiple 
Grade 1 winner Constitution in 
his only start at 3 before side¬ 
lined by injury. 

Centennial Farms noted on 
its website in early September 
that following the injury: 
“Juba’s good looks, captivating 
personality, and a fan-created. 
Centennial-endorsed Twitter 
account surprisingly launched 
him into the public eye.” The 
gray has nearly 3,500 Twitter 
followers, and comments are 
regularly posted by Juba (the 
Gray) using the handle @juba- 
colt. 


Trainer Jimmy Jerkens got 
Juba back to the races at 4, 
and he recorded his first win 
in a 614-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight at Gulfstream Park 
in March 2015, scoring by 3 
lengths.

The final win of Juba’s 
career was a bA-length romp at 
Belmont Park in May 2016, get¬ 
ting 7 furlongs in 1:22.12. 

The first son of Tapit to 
stand in West Virginia, Juba is 


out of stakes-placed Adora- 
dancer, a half-sister to Taylor 
Mountain Farm’s successful sire 
Luftikus, a graded stakes win¬ 
ner of $479,630. Adoradancer 
is also the dam of Saint 
Anddan (by A.P Indy), who 
sold as a yearling at Keeneland 
for $1.85 milli on and went on 
to become a graded stakes win¬ 
ner and graded stakes sire. Juba 
is from the A.P. Indy male line. 

Adoradancer’s daughter 
Jumeirah Beach (by Silver 
Deputy), is the dam of Japanese 
millionaire Ganges. 

Juba’s third dam is multiple 
Grade 1 winner Sabin. The 
family also includes Grade 1 
winner Love Theway Youare. 


Taylor Mountain’s Denis of Cork gets first stakes winner 



T aylor Mountain Farm’s 
Return to Denis stepped 
up to stakes competition 
with aplomb, wearing down 
the frontrunning favorite T 
Rex Express to win the Sylvia 
Bishop Memorial Stakes by a 
half-length at Charles Town 
Aug. 27. Totally overlooked in 
the 7-furlong stakes restricted 
to accredited West Virginia- 
bred 3-year-old fillies. Return 
to Denis returned $54.60 for 
the win. 

Bred and trained by Taylor 
Mountain Farm patriarch 
James W Casey, Return to 
Denis pushed her record to 
8-3-3-1 for 2016 (she was 
fourth in her other start). Out 
of Put It Back’s winning 
daughter Return Trick, thus a 
half-sister to multiple stakes 
winner Queen’o’dabaU, Return 
to Denis has earned $81,050. 

The filly is from the second 
West Virginia-sired crop of 
Denis of Cork, a two-time clas¬ 
sic-placed runner who moved 
to the Casey family’s Taylor 
Mountain Farm in Charles 


Town for the 2011 breeding 
season. The son of sire of 
sires Harlan’s Holiday stood in 
Florida his first year, and from 
that crop came stakes-placed 
juveniles Celtic Moon (second 
in the Grade 2 Best Pal Stakes 
at Del Mar) and Brays Secret. 

Denis of Cork retired to 
stud after a six-start career 
resulting in three wins, one 
second and one third for 
earnings of $613,252. He won 
a Churchill Downs maiden 
special weight in his only start 
at 2, rallying eight wide in the 
7-furlong test to defeat 11 
others. In his first two starts at 
3, he won a mile and 40-yard 
allowance at Fair Grounds over 
a sloppy track, then captured 
the 1-mile Southwest Stakes-G3 
by a widening 2Va lengths. 

Sent postward in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby-Gl and Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, Denis of Cork hit 
the board in both. Allowed to 
go off at double-digit odds 
in the 20-horse Derby, he 
rallied to finish third behind 
Big Brown and Eight Belles. In 


what turned out to be his final 
start, Denis of Cork chased 
home freewheeling Da’ Tara in 
the lA-mile Belmont to finish 
a clear second. 

Denis of Cork is out of 
Unbridled Girl, a daughter of 
Unbridled and stakes winner 
Sound Wisdom. His third dam, 
stakes winner Kaylem Ho (by 
Salem), produced six stakes 
horses, including Grade 1 


Vanity Invitational Handicap 
winner Private Persuasion and 
stakes-winning, graded stakes- 
placed Wishful Splendor. 
Another of Kaylem Ho’s 
stakes-performing daughters, 
Torchera, is the dam of Da’ 
Tara. 

The property of Taylor 
Mountain Farm, 11-year-old 
Denis of Cork stood the 2016 
season for $500 live foal.

KENT BAKER 

Longtime Baltimore Sun sportswriter Kent 
Baker died Aug. 28 of lung cancer. The 
Abingdon, Md., resident was 73. 

Baker covered an array of sports for 
more than four decades, everything from the 
Baltimore Colts to high school games, timber 
races to the classics. Tall and lanky, donning 
a sports coat, hat tipped back and a ciga¬ 
rette in hand. Baker looked the part of the 
quintessential reporter. He was a regular in 
the Maryland track press boxes for decades, 
and his final column before his retirement 
as a freelance writer in 2013 was covering 
Maryland’s Grand National timber races. 

Born and raised in Sharpsburg, Md., 
and a graduate of Boonsboro High School, 
Baker earned a bachelor’s degree in 1964 
from what is now Shepherd University in 
Shepherdstown, WVa. 

His newspaper career began in the 
sports department of the Herald-Mail in 
Hagerstown, Md. The Vietnam veteran—he 
served two years when drafted into the Army 
in 1966—returned to the Herald-Mail hHotQ 
being hired by Bob Maisel, former Sun sports 
editor and columnist, in 1970. ‘‘Kent came 
off a small paper with a three-man sports 
department,” Maisel recalled for Frederick 
N. Rasmussen of the Baltimore Sun. “I wound 
up hiring all of them. He was just a damn 
good newspaper guy.” Baker stayed with the 
Sun until retiring in 2007, and the next year 
became a member of the Preakness media 
relations team, providing wagering analysis 
for the Black-Eyed Susan and Preakness day 
cards until 2015. 

In addition to writing more than 8,000 
articles during his career. Baker penned 
the book Thoroughbred Racings geared to 
young adult readers, which was published 
in September 2001. 

ED BARNEY 

New Jersey breeder/owner/trainer Ed 
Barney, 88, a fixture on Monmouth Park’s 
backstretch for 69 years, died Aug. 13. 

Barney and his wife Ramona, who 
passed away in September 2014 at 86, 
owned and operated Tourelay Earm in 
Colts Neck, N.J., since 1971. The Barneys 
bred and trained their own runners, and 
also operated a lead pony business at 
Monmouth Park. 

Known as “Barney” around the track, 
and beyond—“even my wife calls me 
Barney,” he said in an interview in 2013, 
the octogenarian remained active until his 
death, winning with his final starter. Easy 
Landing, Aug. 6 at Monmouth.The 6-year- 
old mare, a daughter of Mo Mon who was 


recording her first career win, was a third- 
generation homebred, descending from 
one of the Barneys’ foundation mares, 
Joves Mark. 

The Barneys’ stable of recent runners 
included a number of descendants of 
Joves Mark, including stakes winner Sierra 
Ancha, who captured the 2013 Charles 
Hesse III Handicap. The Mo Mon geld¬ 
ing, out of stakes-placed Cowboy Chili 
(by Evening Kris), was a fourth-generation 
homebred (his dam, granddam and great- 
granddam, the latter named Sierra Ancha, 
were also winners). Cowboy Chili pro¬ 
duced a filly in 2015 by Private Interview 
for Barney. Easy Landing’s dam, YarneU 
Hill (by Pappa Riccio), produced Cable 
Boy fillies in 2015 and 2016 for the breeder. 

“The majority of the horses [the 
Barneys] bred were not only foaled in New 
Jersey but were by New Jersey stallions,” the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of 
New Jersey posted Aug. 18 on Eacebook. 
“Ed’s contributions to the equine industry 
in New Jersey will be missed.” 

Barney was presented the Virgil “Buddy” 
Raines Award by Monmouth prior to the 
opening of this year’s meet. The Raines 
Award honors men and women who have 
demonstrated a continuing commitment 
to the sport of Thoroughbred racing as 
an owner or trainer, and whose conduct 
has been exemplary for professionalism, 
integrity and service to the sport. 


TOMMY LEE 

Thomas “Tommy” Lee, former leading 
rider and Maryland Jockey Club clerk of 
scales, died Aug. 3, less than a month shy 
of his 80th birthday. 

Lee was born in Canton, China, to 
Chinese parents who had immigrated to 
the U.S. years before his birth (he was born 
while his mother was on a trip back to 
Canton). He grew up in Ocean City, N.J., 
where his father had a bakery and restau¬ 
rant business. 

When Lee turned 18, he got a jockey’s 
license and rode his first race in June 1956 
at Delaware Park. Within five years he was 
the leading rider at Laurel, Pimlico and 
Delaware Park. He won more than 1,500 
races over 20 years before a starting gate 
accident at Bowie in July 1977, result¬ 
ing in a crushed pelvis, forced an end to 
his riding career (an attempted comeback 
ended in June 1979). Among notable scores 
were those aboard Bold Queen in the 
1964 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes; Cedar Key 
(1963), Elag (1965) and Knightly Manner 
(1966) in the Dixie Handicap; and Double 
Heritage (1963) and Sarre Green (1974) in 
the Gallorette Handicap. 

During his riding career, Lee owned 
165-acre Ridgelee Earm in Einksburg, Md. 
He lived in his later years in Millsboro, Del. 

Among Lee’s survivors are his compan¬ 
ion, Sharon Markward, and son, Daniel 
Thomas Lee.

If you're reading this, you 
know the impact of Ben's Cat 
on Maryland's Thorough¬ 
bred industry The 10-year- 
old Maryland-bred is in his 
seventh season on the track 
and boasts 32 wins from 59 
starts (through Sept. 15 any¬ 
way) with $2,640,282 earned. 
But did you know he's also a 
key driver of betting handle? 

The fact came to light at 
the second annual Maryland 
Pride Day at Laurel Park Aug. 
20 when a full card of races re¬ 
stricted to Maryland-bred and 
Maryland-sired horses pro¬ 
duced a strong $2.86 million in 
total handle. The number was 
slightly off last year's figure 
of more than $3 million-in¬ 
cluding about $300,000 bet on 
Ben's Cat to show. That big 
bettor didn't show this year, 
though he or she would have 
cashed as Ben's Cat finished 
third in the Mister Diz. 

"You can't predict when 
that will happen," said the 
Maryland Jockey Club's Sal 
Sinatra with a laugh. "I made 
his race the feature, I was 
playing off Ben because you 
almost have to given who he 
is and what he means to peo¬ 
ple. You've got to love him." 

Big bettor or no big bettor, 
Sinatra was happy with the 
day-a joint venture between 
the track, the Maryland Horse

Breeders Association and 
the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association. This 
year's card featured 11 races 
worth $475,000 and lured 109 
horses to follow up on similar 
success in 2015. 

The day helped close out 
Laurel's summer meet and 
anchor August's promotional 
options at the track. 

"We're looking to do a big 
day every month or every 
other month," said Sinatra. 
"August was a new month [for 
Laurel] this year and that day 
anchored the month for us. It 
was a natural. We're fortunate 
in Maryland, because we've 
got very loyal people. They 
show up. Credit the Maryland 
fans." 

Also credit a collaborative 
effort designed to produce a 
meaningful racing day. The 
budget for Maryland Pride 
Day is shared, with purses 
coming from the Maryland 
Bred Fund, the horsemen's 
purse account and the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation. Laurel pays to market 
the event, and handle helps 
seed the purse account and 
the bred fund. 

All 11 races were won by 
Maryland-breds, with Mary¬ 
land sires Lion Hearted, Louis 
Quatorze, Not For Love and 


Dance With Ravens also rep¬ 
resented by winners. 

"For me, it's an example of 
how much success can come 
from a cooperative effort in 
Maryland," said Willie White, 
MHBA president. "When it 
came time to fund it, we all 
went in a room-a couple 
guys from the breeders, a cou¬ 
ple guys from Jockey Club, a 
couple guys from MTHA, and 
we decided how it would 
work. The result is one of the 
best days in Maryland racing." 

Pride Day serves several 
purposes. 

• It can be a preview of sorts 
to this month's Maryland Mil¬ 
lion card, which showcases 
Maryland-sired horses. 

• It can provide racing op¬ 
portunities for Maryland-bred 
and -sired horses, who other¬ 
wise have to compete in an 
ever-deeper pool at the Mary¬ 
land tracks. 

• It can give the Maryland 
Jockey Club another promo¬ 
tional tool, along the lines of 
the day of Virginia-bred races, 
Mid-Atlantic Day, Maryland 
Million, the proposed return 
of the international turf festi¬ 
val and the Preakness. 

For breeders and stallion 
owners, there's no doubting 
the impact. Maryland does 
not offer widespread restrict-

The inaugural running of 
the $150,000 Princess of Syl- 
mar Stakes at Parx Racing 
Sept. 3, a prep for the track's $1 
million Grade 1 Cotillion 
Stakes three weeks later, lured 
Maryland-bred Cathryn So¬ 
phia, one of the top 3-year-old 
fillies in the nation. The 
daughter of Street Boss trained 
by John Servis coasted to a 
6 y 2 -length victory in the 1 -mile 
stakes. It was her sixth win in 
eight lifetime starts. 

Bred by Bob Manfuso and 
purchased by Chuck Zacney 
for $30,000 out of the Chance- 
land Farm consignment at the 


2014 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Fall Yearlings sale, Cathryn 
Sophia pushed her earnings to 
$1,019,720 this year-becom¬ 
ing the third Maryland-bred in 
history to earn in excess of $1 
million as a 3-year-old. Count¬ 
ing two starts as a juvenile, she 
has earned $1,109,720 overall. 

Broad Brush, a seven-time 
stakes winner his sophomore 
season, and his son Concern, 
winner of the 1994 Breeders' 
Cup Classic-Gl, are the other 
millionaires on the list. 

Cathryn Sophia moved to 
19th on the list of all-time 
Maryland-bred earners. ^

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ed races the way New York 
does, but can begin to create 
those opportunities through 
programs like this. 

"Some serious horses are 
coming to Laurel to race be¬ 
cause the purse structure is 
so good, and that's great," 
said White, also an owner 
and breeder. "But it's become 
tougher and tougher to win 
a race in Maryland. Some re¬ 
stricted races provide us some 
opportunities. We're all about 
supporting Maryland racing." 

MHBA executive direc¬ 
tor Cricket Goodall echoed 
White's sentiment. 

"The hope is that the track is 
going to embrace it and grow 
it into an event, a lead-in to 
Maryland Million," she said. 
"That's the intent and they 
beefed up their promotion a 
little, and I hope it continues 
to grow. It's a good example 
of collaboration between the 
breeders, the horsemen and 
the track to create something 
people can enjoy." 

In addition to the racing, 
MHBA hosted a Sales 101 
seminar at Laurel on Mary¬ 
land Pride Day. Geared to¬ 
ward newcomers to racing. 


the introductory seminar fo¬ 
cused on yearling sales and 
featured Fasig-Tipton's Pag¬ 
et Bennett, consignors Bill 
Reightler and Andrew Motion 
and bloodstock agent Patrick 
Lawley-Wakelin. A follow-up 
seminar was planned for the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall 
yearling sale. 

Sinatra loves the together¬ 
ness, the support at the en¬ 
try box and the end result of 
more people at the track and 
a larger wagering handle. He 
also preaches caution as the 
state's racing industry contin¬ 
ues to advance with the help 
of purse and breeder/stallion 
enhancements from slots rev¬ 
enue.

V ictor Frenkil and his late 
wife Nancy were very fond 
of Smarty Jones. "In fact we 
went up to watch him win the 
Triple Crown, which of course 
he lost," recounts the 79-year- 
old Maryland breeder/owner. 
It only seemed natural when 
the popular champion moved 
to Pennsylvania for the 2011 
breeding season, the Frenkils 
would send him a mare. 

They sent one of their best, 
stakes-winning Polish Num¬ 
bers daughter Chrusciki. The 
result was John Jones, up¬ 
set winner of the Mister Diz 
Stakes at Laurel on Maryand 
Pride Day, Aug. 20, over six¬ 
time Mister Diz winner Ben's 
Cat. 

Unfortunately for Fren¬ 
kil, John Jones was making 
his 15th lifetime start for new 
connections, having been 
claimed by trainer Lacey 
Gaudet for Matthew Schera 
for $25,000. 

"We had raced him for 
$25,000 [he was fifth, beaten 
more than 6 lengths] in his 
previous race, and it looked 
like a good race to run him 
back," said Frenkil of the July 
17 claimer at Laurel Park. 

In the name of Nancy Lee 
Farms, Frenkil breeds to race, 
and regularly makes auction 
purchases to add to his stable. 

The Frenkils purchased 
Chrusciki-named for a Polish 


bowtie cookie-for $40,000 as 
a weanling at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December Mixed 
sale in 2000. 

Frenkil still has about sev¬ 
en horses in training, most 
with Ferris Allen and a few 
with Tim Keefe, including 
John Jones' 5-year-old half-sis¬ 
ter Officer Buns, an allowance 
winner of $131,585 by Officer. 
He bred Chrusciki back to 
Smarty Jones in 2015 and she 
produced a filly this past May. 
She visited Seville (Ger) this 
year. 

"My wife was the brains 
of the outfit," said Frenkil of 
Nancy, who died in July 2012. 
"I keep it going because of her, 
but she was the brains." He 
admits that he was going to 
cut back at his Glyndon farm 
after her death, "but it's got¬ 
ten worse," he laughed, add¬ 
ing "she's the one who kept it 
in control."

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Bustin Out becomes stakes winner 
in Eleven North Handicap 

A fter finishing second in her two earlier stakes appearances this year, Bustin Out won the 

$60,000 Eleven North Handicap, one of three stakes on the New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival 
Day card Aug. 28 at Monmouth Park. 

Ridden by Jose Ferrer, Bustin Out came out of the gate fast and her competition did not get 
closer than a length. Lets Parlay held second, 3 lengths behind the winner, and She’s Hot Wired 
was another half-length back in third. 

“I was so confident going in,” said Chuck Spina, who trains the filly for Joseph and Gayle loia. 
“She’s doing so well. When I saw the opening quarter [:21.99] I knew she’d be tough. We’ll look for 
an allowance race here for her next.” 

Bred in New Jersey by Dianne Boyken, the 4-year-old filly by Bustin Stones from the Disco 
Rico mare Disco Shaker sports a record of 6-3-4 from 14 starts, good for earnings of $246,212. 
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Jersey Blues wins Charles Hesse III Handicap 

H olly Crest Farm homebred Jersey Blues won his stakes 
debut in the $60,000 Charles Hesse III Handicap on New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Festival Day. 

Jersey Blues stalked the early pace of We B Jammin before 
moving by that foe in the lane and drawing away, scoring 
by 2 V 4 lengths over last years Hesse winner, the late-rallying 
Fuzzy Muzzle, with Dons Marsh another three-quarters of a 
length back in third. 

Ridden by Monmouth’s leading jockey Paco Lopez and 
dispatched the second choice at 7-2 in the field of five geldings, 
two colts, a mare and a filly, Jersey Blues went the IVie miles 
over a fast main track in 1:43.57. 

“He’s a big horse who’s a funny traveler, but he can run,” 
said winning trainer John Mazza, who conditions the Hesse 
winner for Holly Crest Farm. “Paco rode a great race and I 
guess we got lucky today. It feels great to win such a race at my 
home track on Jersey-bred Day.” 

A 5-year-old Eddington gelding out of the Caller I.D. mare 
Sinful Seduction, Jersey Blues has four wins from 12 starts 
with earnings of $138,134. 



Chublicious adds to stakes tally 
in New Jersey Breeders Handicap 



David Gruskos’ Chublicious won his third stakes of the Monmouth 
Park meet by taking the $60,000 New Jersey Breeders Handicap Aug. 
28. Trained by Jorge Navarro, the 5-year-old gelded son of New Jersey 
sire Hey Chub also won the John J. Reilly for state-breds in May 
and the Mr. Prospector Stakes against open company in June before 
heading to Saratoga for his first graded stakes attempt, the Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt Handicap-Gl, where he finished off the board. 

Back at Monmouth Park for New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival 
Day, Chublicious sat off the early speed of stablemate Visionary 
Ruler before making his move around the turn and drawing off to a 
3^A-length score, stopping the timer in 1:08.76 for 6 furlongs over the 
fast main track. Multiple stakes winner Green Gratto finished second 
and Play It Again rallied in the lane for third. 

“He doesn’t really like to get dirt in his face,” said winning rider 
Antonio Gallardo. “If he’s between horses and not getting too much 
he’s great. I know this horse well and rode him like he was the best in 
the race. I knew the speed would be out there for us and I just waited 
until I pushed the button and he took off.” 

Bred in New Jersey by Joe-Dan Farm out of the Arch mare Sassy 
Broad, Chublicious has won eight of 16 lifetime starts, good for 
earnings of $299,514. 
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Jersey Mo

F or Chuck Spina, its not too early to get excited about the 
2018 racing season. When you co-own a New Jersey-bred 
weanling filly by Uncle Mo you cant help but feel optimistic, 
even dreamy, about the future. 

Spina and partner Joe loia bred and own the first, and 
perhaps, last offspring by Uncle Mo that will be a New 
Jersey-bred. That their filly is by Uncle Mo doesn’t guarantee 
success, but the presence of that sire in the bloodlines means 
something very special might happen. Uncle Mo has burst 
onto the scene as one of the best young sires the sport has seen 
in decades. Nyquist, a 2-year-old champion and the Kentucky 
Derb-Gl winner, highlights his first crop, but he is just one 
among many stars. There has been Grade 1 Wood Memorial 
winner Outwork, Grade 2 Jim Dandy winner Laoban, Grade 1 
Alcibiades winner Gomo, and the list goes on. 

Through his friendship with Jim Crupi, formerly a top 
trainer in New Jersey who now operates New Castle Farm in 
Florida, Spina was able to secure a breeding season to Uncle 
Mo for just $25,000. Uncle Mo now stands for $75,000 and the 
price is expected to go up significantly for next year’s breeding 
season. One of Spina’s best broodmares is Winiliscious, a 
daughter of Lawyer Ron who won 10 of 24 races, earned 
$257,860 and was second in the Monmouth Beach and 
Crowned Stakes. Not bad for a horse he claimed for $7,500 off 
of Tony Dutrow. The Uncle Mo filly is Winiliscious’ first foal. 

Spina bred her to Uncle Mo and has had his fingers crossed 
ever since. 

“Jim bought Uncle Mo for [owner] Mike Repole, who is one 
of his main clients, and he has two lifetime seasons in him,” 
Spina explained. “At the start his stud fee was $35,000 and Jim 
let us have one of his seasons for $25,000. We jumped at it. 
Uncle Mo had such a great start with his first crop that his fee 
jumped up to $75,000 and the last few available were going 
for $100,000. He’s supposed to go up to $150,000 next year. I 
doubt many people who breed in New Jersey will be able to 
afford that, so I am pretty sure we will have the first and last 
New Jersey bred by Uncle Mo.” 

The filly was conceived in Kentucky, but Spina and loia 
decided to have Winiliscious foal in New Jersey. The filly was 
born at Jan Laszlo’s Hunters Run Farm in Wall Township in the 
midst of a Jan. 24 snowstorm. From an economic standpoint, 
it might not have been the wisest move, but the two believe in 


New Jersey racing and breeding and want to do their part to 
support it. 

“We’d rather race her than sell her,” Spina said. “From a 
business standpoint we’d probably have been better off if she 
stayed in Lexington and dropped in Kentucky, or even in 
Pennsylvania or New York. But we support New Jersey racing 
and since we do, will probably race here. We wanted a Jersey- 
bred. 

“We support it out of loyalty, but in the Jersey-bred 
races you also get a tremendous amount of purse money 
for the quality of horses that you have. Myself, my clients, 
my partners, we don’t have the money to go out and spend 
hundreds of thousands on young horses, so this is in our 
wheelhouse. That’s why we have state breds. These $50,000 
pots are rewarding. We live here, work here and want to 
support New Jersey racing and breeding like everyone else 
here. I just wish there was more racing, particularly for Jersey- 
breds. Hopefully, that will change if they get the slots at the 
Meadowlands.” 

Spina said he is having one of his best years ever with New 
Jersey-breds. The star performer is Bustin Out, who through 
late-August had won three of five starts this year, including 
the Eleven North Handicap, and was second in open stakes 
company in the Regret, and the Open Mind for state-breds. 

“My partner and I have always been into Jersey-breds,” he 
said. “That’s how someone like me makes a living. I’ve been 
doing very well with them here the last 20 years and the last 
couple of years have been great. We’re big supporters of the 
program.” 

With Uncle Mo’s stud fee having risen above what Spina 
and loia want to pay, they bred Winiliscious back to champion 
Lookin At Lucky, and that foal will also be a Jersey-bred. 

As for the Uncle Mo filly, the two have tinkered with the 
idea of selling her as they know they could most likely turn 
a quick and substantial profit on their original investment of 
$25,000. But Spina is pretty sure they will stick to their original 
plan, racing her. Hopefully, she’ll hit the track in a 2-year-old 
maiden race in 2018 at Monmouth. 

“She looks to have great temperament, she’s pretty correct 
and she’s a beautiful filly,” Spina said. “But, as you know, we’re 
a long way from getting her to the races. Nonetheless, this is 
very exciting.” 
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New Jersey horseman Ed Barney dies at 88 


E d Barney, a longtime supporter of the New Jersey breeding 
and racing industries, passed away Aug. 13 at the age of 88. 

Ed first came to Monmouth Park in 1947, a year after the 
track opened, and was part of its tradition until his passing. He 
began his career in the equine industry upon graduating high 
school in 1928 and won a few races at the Flemington Fair. 

He then worked as an exercise rider and outrider while also 
finding time to compete in jumping events. 

Early in his career, Ed built a business providing lead 
ponies for trainers and their Thoroughbreds during morning 
workouts or leading them to the starting gate in the afternoon. 
Ed and his wife of 48 years, Ramona, who passed away in 


2014, operated Tourelay Farm in Colts Neck where they 
bred runners to race at Monmouth Park. One of their biggest 
wins in recent years came when Sierra Ancha rallied from 
10th place to win the 2013 Charles Hesse III Handicap. 

Ed won with his final starter Aug. 6 when Easy Landing scored 
by 2 lengths. 

Ed was presented the Virgil “Buddy” Raines award prior 
to the opening of the 2016 Monmouth Park meet. The Raines 
Award honors men and women who have demonstrated a 
continuing commitment to the sport of Thoroughbred racing 
as an owner or trainer, and whose conduct has been exemplary 
for professionalism, integrity and service to the sport.

STAKES HORSES 

BEACH PATROL (c., 2013, Lemon 
Drop Kid—Bashful Bertie, by Quiet Amer¬ 
ican) won the Grade 1 Secretariat Stakes 
at Arlington Park Aug. 13. The Nancy 
Shuford-bred 3-year-old broke well, was 
placed outside on the first turn when run¬ 
ning third, took the lead at the quarter 
pole, dueled with a rival and would not be 
passed, winning the $450,000 114-mile 
turf stakes by a head. 

DARING KATHY (m., 2011, Wildcat 
Heir—Dare to Mambo, by Kingmambo) 
won the third running of the $75,000 
Soaring Softly Stakes at Gulfstream Park 
Aug. 6. She took the lead at the start of the 
1-mile turf stakes, angled to the rail on 
the first turn, rated while still unasked at 
the quarter pole, was encouraged entering 
the lane and pulled away under right 
handed urging to finish wrapped up, win¬ 
ning decisively by 514 lengths. She is 
owned by Steve Laymon in a partnership 
with John Eaton. 

WINNERS 

DANIEL DID IT (g., 2011, Trajectory- 
Flashy Anna, by Bold n’ Flashy) was a win¬ 
ner at Laurel Park Aug. 7 in a 6-furlong 
claiming race. The 5-year-old gelding 
owned in a partnership with Hillary Rob¬ 
inson sprinted to an early lead, saved 
ground on the turn, was well clear mid¬ 
stretch, and had to work in the final fur¬ 
long to win by a head. 

SHEA D GIRL (f., 2013, Paddy O’Prado 
—Adalgisa, by Spinning World) won a 


1-mile claiming race over Monmouth 
Park’s turf coures Aug. 5. The filly owned 
by Danny Shea set the pace on the inside 
and pulled away much the best by 2y4 
lengths. 

DUKE OF LUKE (g., 2012, Kantharos 
—Lovemeaton, by Wheaton) won a 6-fur¬ 
long claiming race at Canterbury Park 
Aug. 14. Reserved in last and angled in¬ 
side, the Nancy Shuford-bred switched 
outside on the turn, went five-wide with a 
steady response deep in the stretch and 
prevailed by a half length at the wire. 

VINO ROSE GRAND (f., 2013, Vine¬ 
yard Haven—Kokie Grand, by Kokand) 
took a 7-furlong maiden claimer at 
Charles Town Aug. 13. Settled off the pace, 
she took the lead four-wide leaving the 
five-sixteenths pole, rounded the turn 
with a daylight lead and won by AV 2 
lengths. 

In her prior start, she placed second at 
Charles Town going 61^ furlongs in a 
maiden claiming race July 28.

MAGPIE MAGGIE (f., 2012, Chelsey 
Cat—Ruggles, by Strawberry Road-Aus). 
Nancy Shuford’s homebred, by her own 
stallion Chelsey Cat and foaled in North 
Carolina, won by a nose at Charles Town 
Aug. 12 in a U/ie-mile claiming race. She 
made a bid nearing the seven-sixteenths 
pole, progressed steadily rounding the far 
turn, was three wide and dug in to take

the head bob under the wire. She is 
owned and bred by Nancy Shuford. 

In her previous start, July 23, Magpie 
Maggie was second going \V% miles in a 
Charles Town claimer. She settled off the 
pace inside, dropped back significantly in 
the front stretch, made a bid near the 
three-eighths pole and steadily improved 
through the turn. 

SECOND PLACE 

TOBIAS - allowance, 1 mile 70 yards, 
turf, Delaware Park, July 27. The 7-year- 
old gelding rallied from last into the 
stretch, reached the front in deep stretch 
and was caught late to miss by a nose. He 
is owned by Johnny Eason in a 
partnership. 

QUICK SELECTION-maiden special 
weight, 514 furlongs. Hazel Park, Aug. 12. 
The 3-year-old son of Zanjero raced 
midfield after the break, bid gamely and 
closed well late. He is owned in a 
partnership with Ralph Moore. 

MUGGLES-claiming, 1 mile 70 
yards, Presque Isle Downs, Aug. 2. The 
daughter of Chelsey Cat rallied at the 
quarter pole and drew even on the front 
runners, took a clear lead in the stretch 
and was caught late to place second by a 
neck. She was bred by Nancy Shuford. 

AWESOME GHOST-claiming, 51/2 
furlongs, Monmouth Park, Aug. 7. The 
3-year-old Ghostzapper gelding chased 
four wide, closed on the turn and dug in 
to hold the place. He was bred by 
Elizabeth Muirhead, Frank Coniglio and 
Sidney Ritman and owned by Frank, 
Sidney and Richard Rendina. 


LEWIS MEADOW-claiming, 41/2 fur¬ 
longs, Charles Town, Aug. 11. The 5-year- 
old mare gave chase in the three path in 
the backstretch, saved ground on the 
turn, entered the stretch along the rail, 
and was second best under the wire. She 
is owned by Hillary Robinson in a part¬ 
nership. 

ALLEGHENY JACK-claiming, VA 
miles, Charles Town, Aug. 12. The 8-year- 
old gelding settled off the pace two deep, 
bid near the three-eighths pole and was 
closest to the winner at the wire. He was 
bred by Clinton Lowry. 

THIRD PLACE 

ALLEGHENY OFCOURSE-allow¬ 
ance, 6 furlongs. Mountaineer Park, July 
31. The 3-year-old gelding settled mid¬ 
pack, bid five-wide in upper stretch, and 
gained willingly. He is owned and bred by 
Clinton Lowry. 

DOTHAT DANCE-allowance, U/ie 
miles, turf. Laurel Park, Aug. 6. The 
3-year-old Louis Quatorze gelding bred 
by Jim Chandley saved ground, angled 
out at the sixteenth pole and bid between 
horses to miss the win by a length. 

DOUBLE THE CHEERS-starter 
allowance, about 5 furlongs, turf, Parx 
Racing, Aug. 9. The 4-year-old gelding 
bred by Elizabeth Muirhead vied between 
rivals, continued gamely to the finish, 
less than a length behind the winner. 

FITZFARRIS-claiming, 6 furlongs, 
Parx Park, Aug. 2; allowance, 6 V 2 fur¬ 
longs, Charles Town, Aug. 6. After a trip 
at Parx in which he was fractious in the 
gate, and didn’t threaten the top two, he 
returned at Charles Town four days later 
and hit the board in allowance company. 
The 4-year-old gelding raced up close just 


off the pace, was wide through the turn, 
dueled gamely down the lane to outrun 
closing rival. He was bred by Nancy 
Shuford. 

TALIESIN-claiming, 7 furlongs, 
Assiniboia Downs, Aug. 5. The 5-year-old 
daughter of Misbah forced the pace 
outside along the backstretch, was 
challenged on the turn, rallied evenly to 
the finish. She was bred by Jim Chandley. 

MICHAEL’S TRIBUTE-claiming, 51/2 
furlongs, Penn National, Aug. 12. The 
5-year-old Misbah mare bred by Jim 
Chandley chased the pace on the outside 
and closed quickly.

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PA-Breds Shine at Pennsylvania’s 
Day at the Races

Despite the cloudy skies from Hurricane Hermine, 
PA-Breds shone at Parx Sept. 3. The 16th annual Penn¬ 
sylvania’s Day at the Races kicked off Parx’s fall season 
after their three-week-long break. The action-packed 
card featured over $800,000 in purses, including 
five restricted stakes races, and showcased over 80 
PA-Breds that turned for home. Also included was the 
newly-added open stakes, the $150,000 Princess of 
Sylmar for 3-year-old fillies. 

The Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association 
celebrated Pennsylvanian breeders, owners, and 
trainers with a buffet lunch, complete with a private 
third floor view of the track. Also present was PTHA’s 
Turning for Home-a 501 (c)(3) non-profit that provides 
Thoroughbred racehorses with safe retirement. Guests 
had the chance to enter a raffle to win a basket filled 
with Turning for Home swag, as well as baskets from a 
Kennett Square winery and golf course—both local to 
the PHBA. 

Additionally, owners, trainers and breeders of the 
stakes-winning PA-Breds were invited to join PHBA’s 
Executive Secretary Brian Sanfratello and Racing/Stal¬ 
lion Manager Wendi Graham in the Hall of Fame Room 
for a champagne toast to celebrate. Stakes winners re¬ 
ceived a PHBA duffel bag for both the owner and trainer 
and an engraved shank for the winning PA-Bred—both 
of which were presented by a PHBA Board Member in 
the winner’s circle. Stakes participants all received a 
PHBA Patagonia backpack, filled with pint glasses and 
leather coasters, while overnight participants received a 
PHBA tote bag filled with a blanket, hat and tumbler. 


Among the 11 races on the program was the 
$100,000 Banjo Picker, a 6-furlong sprint for horses 
3 & up. The winner was A Fleet Attitude, ridden by 
Frankie Pennington. The 6-year-old gelding byAfleet 
Alex, bred by Charles Zacney and Tim Ritchey, is owned 
by Morris Kernan Jr., and is trained by Marcos Zulueta. 
He won by a half-length after a battle with Purcell late 
in the stretch. This year PHBA had welcomed co-breed¬ 
er Charles Zacney to their annual Iroquois Awards 
Banquet as the guest speaker for the event. Zacney 
is a partner in Cash is King LLC, which owns Cathyrn 
Sophia, winner of the Princess of Sylmar Stakes, and A 
Fleet Attitude’s sire, Afleet Alex. 

Zacney wasn’t the only person who celebrated 
twice - Pennington also won the $100,000 Roanoke 
Stakes with Kobel, a 5-year-old dark bay gelding by 
Sequoyah. Bred by Donald Clifford Wilson, owned by 
Richard Malouf, and trained by Scott Lake, Kobel was a 
front-runner throughout the V/w miles, leaving betting 
favorite Res Judicata to settle for second. 

In a different turn of events. Valued Strike overtook 
front-runner Persnickity mid-stretch in the $100,000 
Mrs. Penny Stakes for fillies and mares. Jockey Trevor 
McCarthy pushed the 4-year-old Smart Strike filly to 
victory, making her 5-for-9 in her career starts. Al¬ 
though they weren’t at Parx, breeder and owner George 
Strawbridge Jr. (Augustin Stable) and trainer H. Graham 
Motion celebrated their stakes-winning filly from afar. 

Trainer Michael Lerman and friends were there 
to take in the excitement when 4-year-old filly Black 
Mission Fig won the $100,000 Dr. Teresa Garofalo

Memorial Stakes with Paco Lopez in the irons. The 
Fusaichi Pegasus filly, bred and owned by Gold 
Square LLC, made her first start at Parx on PA Day 
at the Races and will hopefully be back to race more 
after such a favorable upset against even-money 
Disco Chick. 

Lerman, along with friends, joined PHBA staff 
in the Hall of Fame Room after celebrating in the 
winner’s circle. Along with them was Dr. Teresa Ga- 
rofalo’s brother, Ted Vanderlaan. The Garofalo Stakes 
is a particularly special one to the PHBA-Garofalo 
was the treasurer on the board before she passed 
away in 2010 from acute myeloid leukemia. She 
was a joyful, loving and generous woman who 
owned an equine practice in Chester County, 
focusing on racehorses and equine reproduction; 
therefore, she was very close to the PA-Bred com¬ 
munity. As Vanderlaan raised his glass, he said that 
Teresa would be very proud. 

The last stakes winner of the day was, appropri¬ 
ately, Winning the Medal in the $100,000 Marshall 
Jenney Handicap, in a blanket finish despite starting 
the 5-furlong sprint breaking from an outside post. 
The Medallist gelding is living up to his pedigree, 
with the Jenney being his first stakes win-bringing 
his lifetime earnings up to $195,725. Breeder and 
owner Rick Moiineaux (R&L Racing), trainer Patricia 
Farro and jockey Emmanuel Esquivel accepted the 
trophy. 

After Winning the Medal’s victory, Moiineaux 
headed up to the Hall of Eame Room with his wife, 
daughter, and two granddaughters. As he popped 
open the champagne and clinked glasses with ev¬ 
eryone in the room, he pulled a Smarty Jones button 
out of his shirt pocket. He held it up and said that 
his granddaughter gave it to him before the start of 
the race. He recalled her saying, “It will bring you 
good luck!’’ And it did just that. Sanfratello joked that 
Moiineaux will have to bring the button to every race 
now-and he said he’d be sure he would.

Virginia-Bred Expiore 
Becomes First Horse To Win A 
Third Bonus In NewVTA/HBPA 
Owner’s Incentive Program 

Two months have now passed 
since the VTA and HBPA 
Virginia-Bred Owners Bonus 
program began and through 
Labor Day weekend, 45 
owners had won a 25% bonus 
on top of purse earnings 
collected. The financial 
incentive is awarded to any 
owner of a Virginia-bred 
or sired horse that wins an 
overnight race in the Mid- 
Atlantic region --- either in 
Maryland, West Virginia, 

Delaware, Pennsylvania, New 
York or New Jersey. 

Congratulations to the connections of 
Explore, who won his third straight 
race at Mountaineer Park August 29th 
and became the first Virginia-bred to 
score a third bonus for owner, the LVR 
Stable, since the program began July 1st. 
The 5 year old Stroll gelding won that 
$12,000 one mile starter race by a head 
margin. He also collected triumphs July 
18th and August 10th. Out of the Giant’s 
Causeway mare, Elsie Jay, Explore was 
bred by Mr. & Mrs. Bertram Eirestone. 

Porte Cochere and Runninginthevale 
have each won a pair of bonuses now 
since the program’s inception. The 
former collected wins at Laurel on July 
3rd and August 12th while the latter won 
at Delaware August 24th and at Laurel 
back on July 4th. The pair are owned 
respectively by the Sheffield Stable and 
Mary Slade. 

Erankin Storm had a big upset win at 
Charles Town August 19th. The 3 year 
old son of Fierce Wind was 8 3/4 lengths 
better at the finish after wiring the field 
and paying an impressive $38.60 to win. 
He was bred by Susan Minor and is 
owned by Diana Chinn. 

Other Virginia-bred bonus winning 
horses from the past month include 
Perfect Trace, Really Boppin, Bird Call, 
Gem, Grace Is Ready, Mr. Magician, 


High, Ring Knocker, Pelesh Castle, 

Town Leader, CD Bodemester, Church 
Monkey, Envious Bid and Lawyer Dave.

Pari-Mutuel Harness Racing Comes To 
The Shenandoah Valley 

Harness racing is alive and well in 
Virginia and for the first time ever, it is 
being held in the Shenandoah Valley. 

The Virginia Downs Foundation is in 
the midst of hosting that pari-mutuel 
season at the Shenandoah Fairgrounds 
in Woodstock, located halfway between 
Winchester and Harrisonburg off 1-81. 
The fall meet, which began September 
10th, will continue every Saturday and 
Sunday through October 9th with a 
daily post time of 1:00 PM. Pacers and 
trotters compete in up to ten races each 
day and five different kinds of wagers are 
available for fans to bet --- win, place, 
show, exacta and trifecta. 

The Foundation worked in concert with 
three organizations to put this ambitious 
project together: The Virginia Equine 
Alliance (VEA), the Virginia Harness 


Horsemen’s Association 
(VHHA) and the Shenandoah 
County Fair Association. The 
three groups came up with a 
long term plan to ensure the 
future of standardbred racing 
in the state and as a result, a 
20 year lease was signed with 
the Fair Association. 

The VEA will operate the 
meet and provide racing office 
staff. The VHHA will fund 
the purses, which average 
$50,000 per race day. And 
the County Fair Association 
not only welcomed harness 
racing to their property, but 
facilitated an upgrade to their 
half mile oval which has seen 
the track widened, turns 
banked, camera towers installed, and a 
permanent concert stage and tractor pull 
strip relocated. In past years during Fair 
races, only four or five horses could line 
up behind the starter’s car due to the 
limited track width. Now, eight horses 
can line up behind the starting gate and 
compete over a first class surface. 

Non-wagering fair races have been held 
at the Shenandoah County Fairgrounds 
for 98 years, and the 99th edition 
took place this year from August 31st 
- September 3rd, prior to the start of 
the new five week season. Pari-mutuel 
harness racing had previously been held 
at Colonial Downs in New Kent from 
1998-2014, and at the Oak Ridge Estate 
in Nelson County last year over back-to- 
back weekends in October. 

Dr. Scott Woogen, VHHA President, 
commented on the transition of 
harness racing from Colonial Downs 
to Shenandoah Downs. ‘As a non¬ 
profit group, the VEA is in a unique 
position to move racing forward. All 
the money generated from live racing. 
Off Track Betting and Advance Deposit 
Wagering will be used to create racing 
opportunities and to promote the 
sport,” said Woogen, who is an active 
participant in the Billings Amateur 
Driving Series. “Colonial Downs was 
convenient and beautiful, but it was not 
meant for live harness racing. The track

was too big and spectators were too far 
away from the horses. At Shenandoah, 
fans will be able to see the horses up 
close, plus the track goes back to the 
county fair roots of racing. There is 
significant enthusiasm about this meet 
from everyone involved.” 

Tom Eshelman, GM of the Shenandoah 
County Fair Association, has put 
together a slate of events at the 
Fairgrounds to complement the fall 
weekend races and expose those 
attendees to the harness product. “We’ve 
got food and beverage themed festivals 
planned almost every weekend, where 
the focus will be on aspects like seafood, 
chili, craft beer, wine and food trucks.. 
We’ll offer race goers an added value to 

their day too.” 

Virginia Breeder’s Fund Yeariing 
Futurity Resuits 

The $15,000 Virginia Breeder’s Fund 
Yearling Futurity was held September 
3rd at the Warrenton Horse Show 
Grounds and Althea Richards took 


honors for 
both the Grand 
Champion and 
Reserve Champion 
respectively with 
Kelly Green (colt) 
and the 2015 filly 
out of Darting. 
Three Chimney’s 
Chris Baker served 
as the judge. 

Richards’ Kelly 
Green, by Jump 
Start out of Green 
Jeans by Green 
Dancer, is a full 
brother to Just Call 
Kenny, who also 
was a champion as 
a yearling. The now 
5 year old horse has earned $291,735 in 
his career from 21 starts. 

Others that advanced to the 
championship class were Richards’ 
Reserve Champ, the second place colt, 
Clark’s Kryptonite, bred by Richard 
Sanders and owned by Riverview Farm, 
LLC and the 2015 filly out of Fluxx by 
Include, bred and owned by Morgan’s

Virginia-Bred Stakes Day at Laurei 
Siated For September 24th 

The annual Virginia-Bred Stakes Day 
at Laurel is scheduled for Saturday 
September 24th at Maryland’s Laurel 
Park and this year, a total of eight 
turf stakes are on the program. The 


traditional five, at a $60,000 purse 
level and open to Commonwealth- 
bred horses, include the Jamestown, 
Punch Line, Oakley, Bert Allen and 
Brookmeade Stakes. The first three are 
sprints at 5 1/2 furlongs and the latter 
pair are at the 11/16 miles distance. 

A trio of graded stakes, all of which were 
held at Colonial Downs at one time, will 
also be contested. A pair of Grade 2, 
$200,000 stakes --- the Commonwealth 
Turf Cup and Commonwealth Derby 
--- share co-headlining status, and the 
Grade 3, $150,000 Commonwealth Oaks 
will complement the pair. 

Last year, the afternoon featured deep 
fields, exciting finishes and large 
wagering pools. The VEA encourages 
all fans of Virginia racing to attend this 
year, not just for a great race day, but to 
check out many of the renovations and 
upgrades that have taken place at nearby 
Laurel Park.

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West Virginia-bred appeal is 
increasing statewide

M ountaineer Casino, 

Racetrack & Resort has 
been biessed with nationai 
media coverage and enduring 
regional support whenever the 
crowd-pleasing West Virginia Derby 
is on the racing calendar. To validate 
its sovereign effectiveness, the 
last three runnings of the $750,000 
Grade 2 event have been won 
by legendary horsemen Steve 
AsmusseaTodd Pletcherand Bob 
Baffert. 

This year a slight twist was 
added, courtesy of the racing 
department-incorporating two 
accredited West Virginia-bred 
$100,000 stakes races into the mix. 
The normal nighttime facility hosted 
patrons by the light of the day with a 
2 p.m. post time. 

The opening feature on the nine- 
race stakes card was the Hancock 
County for West Virginia-bred fillies 
and mares, 3 years old and upward. 

Many Charles Town trainers 
made the five-hour journey to the 


western portion of the state hoping 
to harvest a sizable payday while 
encountering very recognizable 
competition. 

Red Hot Diva (Figgins), Chrome 
Mine (Walters), Cuppa Mocha Mojo 
(Walters), Navy Ribbon (Runco) and 
Spa Creek (Runco) were among 
erstwhile challengers who regularly 
contest the red clay/sand of Charles 
Town. 

Fans flocked to the steady runner 
Red Hot Diva and backed her down 
to 3-2 odds by post time. On form, 
her late kick appeared ideally suited 
to the mile track at Mountaineer. 

As is generally the case with a 
race dominated with closers, speed 
becomes a necessary component 
for that kick to be triumphant. 

Well, that's just what materialized 
in the field of 11 fillies and mares as 
ShehasitToo blazed a half mile in 
45.53 seconds. 

The usual array of mid-pack 
horses had no apparent excuse; in 
the end however it was 6-year-old 


Spa Creek who seemed to sprout 
wings, launching a seven-wide bid to 
take the top prize of $58,800. 

Last early in the 6-furlong contest, 
the daughter of Smoke Glacken out 
of the Sky Classic mare Rutledge 
Dancer battled the race's lukewarm 
second choice. Moonshine Promise, 
to prevail by 274 lengths. The winner 
was bred by Rutledge Farm and 
owned by Coleswood Farm Inc. and 
David Raim. 

Guiding the mare to victory was 
one of Mountaineer's leading riders, 
Luis Quinones. 

In the fourth race, another 
group of seasoned Charles Town 
opponents met in the $100,000 
Northern Panhandle Stakes. Russell 
Road (Jim Casey), Slip the Cable 
(Runco), Prince of Windsor (Figgins), 
Elio Govna (Figgins), Hear the 
Chatter (John Casey) and In the 
Fairway (Runco) stole the headlines 
in the 6-furlong race dedicated to 
3-year-old and upward males. 
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Lukewarm favortism went to 
the ultra-sharp Figgins invader Elio 
Govna. But more accomplished 
veterans like Russell Road and In the 
Fairway disputed the toteboard's 
selection, preferring to answer with 
their performances on the track. 

Russell Road, now 10 years old, 
battled Slip the Cable through a 
blistering quarter mile in :21.94 and 
tipped the half in :45.30.The gallant 
veteran tried to meet the challenge 
of 6 -year-old In the Fairway turning 
for home, but wasn't good enough 
thru the lane on this gala afternoon 
of racing. 


A nyone born and raised in 
close proximity to Charles 
Town has either known 
someone that is affiliated with the 
racetrack or has been intimately 
involved with the area's largest form 
of entertainment/employer. 

One name that is synonymous 
with local Thoroughbred racing, 
particularly its extensive history, was 
honored Saturday, Aug. 27 with 
the running of the Sylvia Bishop 
Memorial Stakes. 

The $50,000 7-furlong stakes 
restricted to registered accredited 
West Virginia Bred 3-year-old fillies 
is named for one of the esteemed 
female trailblazers in West Virginia 
racing. Many of Bishop's family 
members gathered in the post-race 
ceremonies to pay respect to their 
Grand Dame of American Racing. 

The majority of the select group 
of fillies entered were seeking their 
first stakes success. Consistency and 
sharp current form were in vogue 


In the Fairway bid adieu to 
Russell Road (whose second place 
check allowed him to top $2 million 
in earnings) and accelerated 
powerfully to a 6 y 2 -length win, with a 
final clocking of 1:10.58. A strapping, 
good feeling son of Posse who has 
13 wins to his credit, eight in stakes. 

In the Fairway appears more 
focused and manageable since 
being gelded earlier this year. 

Owned by his breeder, 

Coleswood Farm, and trained by Jeff 
Runco, he has collected two stakes 
scores in five starts this year and now 
has career earnings of $486,469. 


as T Rex Express, sporting a five-race 
win streak, was the 2-5 favorite. 

Notables on hand attempting 
to upset the prohibitive choice 
were Jacky's Notion and All About 
Attitude, the only others in the field 
of eight at less than double-digit 
odds. Familiar names like Casey, 
Walters and Runco led the parade 
of conditioners into the saddling 
enclosure. 

The hot and humid evening had 
many of the fillies sweating profusely 
during warm-ups, except T Rex 
Express and All About Attitude, who 
looked grand under the artificial 
luminescence. 

When the gates sprung open 
Shehasit Too bounded for the early 
lead, followed by T Rex Express and 
a keen Jacky's Notion hugging 
the inner rail. Once the fillies 
straightened away for the long run 
down the backstretch, Oscar Flores 
seized the advantage on Jacky's 
Notion, who poked her head in front 


of T Rex Express, the latter appearing 
content to stalk in second. 

Through an opening half mile 
in :47.31, the pace didn't appear 
particularly taxing on the leaders. 

But moving up was 25-1 overlay 
Return to Denis, as well as All About 
Attitude. 

An eighth of a mile from pay 
dirt it came down to three of the 
hardest riding jockeys in the Charles 
Town colony: Christian Hiraldo, 
Arnaldo Bocachica and J.D. Acosta. 

Return to Denis (Hiraldo) moved 
abreast of T Rex Express (Bocachica), 
as All About Attitude (Acosta) shifted 
out for clear sailing and Jacky's 
Notion started to give way down 
on the rail. Nearing the wire it was 
ultra-consistent Return to Denis, 
under intense left hand urging, who 
captured the Bishop by a half length 
over T Rex Express, who gamely held 
onto second, with All About Attitude 
another Py lengths back in third. 

Return to Denis, a homegrown 
product of Taylor Mountain Farm 
(James W. Casey) collected $30,660 
for her stakes debut and now has 
three firsts, three seconds and three 
thirds in 10 career outings. 

The bay filly by Taylor Mountain 
stallion Denis of Cork out of the 
winning Put It Back mare Return 
Trick, pushed her lifetime earnings to 
$81,050. 

Hiraldo revealed his strategy for 
success,"! handicapped the race 
and felt if my filly could just try and 
track T Rex Express I could jump on 
her late. 

"I got a good pace which 
worked to my advantage, and my 
filly ran her best race ever. Thank 
you Mr. Casey and the barn and 
my best friend Antonio Lopez, who 
chose the other Casey filly tonight. 
Groom Scholarship, to ride." Groom 
Scholarship finished fifth.

A successful Saratoga jumps meet 



American Steeplechasing concluded a success¬ 
ful six-week Saratoga Race Course season with 
increases in starters, highly competitive racing, 
and an improved safety record. 

In all, nine jump races were run at Saratoga 
between July 27 and Sept. 1. Despite one less race 
this year, the number of starters increased 9% to 
73 starters. The larger number of starters drove 
the average field size upward to 8.1 starters per 
race, compared with 6.7 starters per race in 2015. 

National Steeplechase Association President 
Guy J. Torsilieri praised the work of NS A Director 
of Racing Bill Gallo Jr. in putting together a suc¬ 
cessful Saratoga racing program. “I congratulate 
Bill Gallo on doing an excellent job this summer 
in Saratoga. It is never an easy task, but he did 
a fabulous job balancing a very light inventory 
and carding some very nice competitive racing,” 
Torsilieri said. 

“We are very grateful for the support of our own¬ 
ers and trainers for the vitally important Saratoga 
meet,” Gallo said. “With their support, we were 
able to offer races with large betting fields, and the 
races were very competitive.” 

Indeed, four of the nine races were settled by a 
length or less at the finish line, compared with one 
race in 2015 with as close a finish. The $70,000 
overnight handicap on Aug. 3 featured a stretch- 
long battle between Dr. Skip and Top Striker, with 
Clorevia Farm’s Dr. Skip prevailing by a nose on 
a head bob at the finish line. 

With the fence at the furlong pole removed for 
the final run down Saratoga Race Course’s stretch, 
only one racing incident, a lost rider, occurred in 
all of the 2016 season. A year earlier, nine racing 
incidents had occurred. Only two horses failed to 
finish the course in the current season, compared 
with 14 in 2015. 

Dr. Scott Palmer, the New York State Gaming 
Commission’s equine director, recommended re¬ 
moval of the final stretch fence, and his suggestion 
was adopted by the New York Racing Association 


and the NS A. 

“The results speak for themselves and confirm 
the wisdom of Dr. Palmer’s recommendation,” 
Gallo said. “We had several close finishes with 
the three-furlong fiat run to the finish, and more 
horses completed the course.” 

The Fields Stable and Elizabeth Voss were the 
leading owner and trainer by purses after winning 
both Grade 1 races at Saratoga, the $125,000 A. P. 
Smithwick Memorial and New York Turf Writers 
Cup. The Smithwick Memorial was won by ill- 


fated Bob Le Beau, and Portrade wired the New 
York Turf Writers in a driving finish. 

Virginia Lazenby and trainer Doug Fout also 
notched two allowance hurdle victories with Help 
From Heaven and Hardrock Eleven. 

The second Go Jump Racing Saratoga Hospi¬ 
tality Tent, staged by the NSA’s Promotion and 
Growth Committee on New York Turf Writers day, 
highlighted the many advantages of steeplechase 
racing and attracted approximately 80 guests from 
jump and fiat racing. 
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Far Hills ads 
hit the roads 
and the rails 

The Far Hills Race Association has launched 
an innovative marketing campaign for its Oct. 
15 meet that literally puts steeplechase racing 
on wheels and rails. 

Ads touting the upcoming meet fill the sides 
of New Jersey Transit buses in central and 
northern New Jersey. 

To highlight its relocated Chairman’s Pavil¬ 
ion, Far Hills ads also appear in New Jersey 
Transit subway stations for trains that link New 
Jersey and Manhattan. 

The Chairman’s Pavilion, a top-level venue, 
has been relocated to trackside for the 2016 
meet, which will feature a total of $700,000 
in purses, up $100,000 from last year. The 
$350,000 Grand National (Gr. 1) is expected 
to attract international competitors.

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History Lessons 

Youth: Maryland’s dominant International turf star 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

H e was the incidental Maryland-bred. 
Billionaire Nelson Bunker Hunt’s 
homebred Youth—a champion in 
two countries at 3—was born in Maryland 
for one reason only His dam *Ga2ala II, a 
young daughter of Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner Dark Star, was sent to the court of 
Northern Dancer at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City She delivered her Ack 
Ack colt at Windfields April 12, 1973. 
Unfortunately for Hunt, *Ga2ala II did not 
get in foal, and she and her son were back 
in Kentucky that summer. 

Although Youth’s connection to Mary¬ 
land was brief, it didn’t dampen state pride, 
as three years later he was named Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year. 

Youth was on the move again as a year¬ 
ling, when he made the journey to France. 
*Ga2ala II was a champion in that country 
at 3, winning two classics, and her first son, 
Mississipian, was champion 2-year-old in 
France the year Youth was born. Under the 
tutelage of Maurice Zilber, Youth made his 



first five starts at Longchamp. Winner of 
his debut at 2, he finished second in the 
Prix Saint Roman-G3 that fall (to Northern 
Dancer’s son Far North) and was put away 
until the next spring. 

Youth returned spectacularly, winning 
four group stakes in succession: the Prix 
Greffulhe-G2, Prix Daru-G2 (by 4 
lengths), Prix Lupin-Gl (over Arctic Tern) 
and the classic Prix du Jockey Club-Gl (the 
French Derby) at Chantilly, effectively seal¬ 
ing the championship title. A trip to Eng¬ 


land for the King George and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes-Gl at Ascot was a disas¬ 
ter, so the return to Longchamp in Septem¬ 
ber was much welcomed, resulting with a 
win in the Prix Niel-G3. 

In his seventh start at 3, Youth con¬ 
tested one of Europe’s supreme tests, the 
Prix de I’Arc de Triomphe-Gl. He finished 
third behind Ivanjica. Twenty days later. 
Youth was racing in Canada. 

He made two starts in North America, 
both Grade Is, and clinched the Eclipse 
Award as champion turf horse. He domi¬ 
nated the Canadian International Cham¬ 
pionship, winning by 4 lengths with a chart 
comment ‘'as rider pleased.” Two weeks 
later he returned to Maryland. Appearing 
at Laurel for the Washington, DC., Inter¬ 
national, a race that also attracted Ivanjica, 
Youth won by 10 lengths. Ivanjica was third. 

Immediately retired to Gainesway Farm 
in Kentucky, Youth proved somewhat a 
failure, siring just 18 stakes winners from 
516 foals, although one was English Derby 
winner Teenoso. He eventually was sold to 
stand in Brazil. 

Youth proved better as a broodmare 
sire, as his daughters produced nearly 40 
stakes winners. 


The postman turned hunter, author

A book in the NSLM collection, called 
Hunting Sketches, wouldn’t exist with¬ 
out a string of failed careers (includ¬ 
ing a miserable stint for the postal service) 
across three countries. The book is by 
Anthony Trollope (1815-1882) and was 
first printed in 1865. 

Today, Trollope is recognized as one of 
the most prolific novelists of the Victorian 
era, but he took a long path to get there. At 
19 years old, he worked for some time as a 
tutor and flirted with joining the cavalry 
before taking a position as a clerk in the 
General Post Office. His stint there was a 
failure, leading to a transfer to Ireland as a 
postal inspector. 



Trollope found almost immediately that 
Ireland agreed with him. His stipend went 
further, and Trollope began foxhunting 
and continued to do so for much of the 
rest of his life. 

Trollope’s new job was heavy on travel, 
and he spent much of his time on trains, 
giving him time to write his novels. The 
rest, as they say, is history. Hunting Sketches 
is a mild, witty, and insightful look into 
hunting and its popular reception during

25years ago 

B Octogenarians Anderson Fowler and 
his trainer Buddy Raines were on a roll 
and making Maryland Million history For 
the third straight year they took home 
Waterford crystal trophies for the Classic, 
the featured race of the day Timely 
Warning, Fowler’s homebred son of 
Caveat, returned to defend his title in the 
sixth running of the Classic. Master 
Speaker kicked off the streak when 
winning the race in 1989. 



Fowler, a resident of Gladstone, N.J., 
had bred and raced horses in Maryland for 
some 40 years, many foaled in the state at 
his daughter and son-in-law Binnie and 
Eddie Houghton’s Buckingham Farm in 
Chestertown. 

Riding Timely Warning to the Classic 
victory was Raines’ grandson Mike Luzzi. 

B Repeaters were the norm that Maryland 
Million Day, as also winning were the 
outstanding racemates Safely Kept and 
Countus In, who accounted for their third 
consecutive scores in the Distaff and 
Ladies, respectively. 

■ The 1991 TOBA Breeder of the Year 
from Maryland was Bayard Sharp, a pillar 
of the sport for nearly 50 years. While 
most of his horses, including 15 
broodmares and 15 horses in training, 
were headquartered at his 750-acre Sharp 
Farm in Middletown, Del., the majority of 
his homebreds were foaled in Maryland, 
including Dixieland Band. Overseeing the 
operation was Sharp’s longtime trainer 
Charlie Peoples. “We’ve probably set a 
world record,” noted Sharp. “My trainer 
and I have been together for 48 years.” 

B “Even legends wear out.” 

Maryland’s longtime leading sire 
Rambunctious was humanely destroyed 
in July, due to infirmities of old age. He 
was 31. 

The stallion had stood at a number of 
farms during his long tenure—starting out

in New Jersey, he moved to Glade Valley 
in Maryland, then to Harold Herman’s 
farm after Herman purchased a significant 
interest in 1967, and onward to Windfields 
before heading to Herman’s Red Oak 
Farm in Darlington. 

Rambunctious sired but 14 stakes win¬ 
ners, yet his impact was enormous. His 
leading daughter was millionaire Jameela, 
his top son another Maryland sire legend. 
Rollicking. 

B Joe AUbritton’s Lazy Lane Farm in 
UpperviUe sold three yearlings at the 
Keeneland Select sales for a total of $2.04 
million. The top price was a daughter of 
Mr. Prospector out of Life At the Top, 
purchased by Darley Stud Management 
for $1 million. 

The fillj was Elizabeth Bay, a group winner 
and Grade 1 -placed who was the best foalpro¬ 
duced bj her dam, a multiple Grade 1 winner by 
Seattle Slew. 


10 years ago 

B “For an idea of what slot machines at 
racetracks can mean to the local economy, 
one need look no further than the Casey 
family’s Taylor Mountain Farm in Charles 
Town, WVa.,” wrote Lucy Acton about 
the transformation of the Caseys’ new 
150-acre farm. A “tired and abandoned 
parcel of land conceivably awaiting a dif¬ 
ferent fate as an upscale housing devel¬ 
opment” it had been purchased by the 
Caseys in the late 1990s and turned into a 
sizable horse operation within five years. 

The history of the stable Jim Casey 
and his late wife Eleanor launched 20 
years earlier and its impact on West 
Virginia breeding and racing was also 
detailed. 

B Winning the Delaware Handicap-G2 in 
2005 with Island Sand was a life-changing 
experience for her trainer, Larry Jones, 


who made the move from a Kentucky 
base to Delaware Park the next year. In his 
first full season at the track, his stable had 
sent out the likes of New York graded 
stakes winners Wildcat Bettie B and Hello 
Liberty, as well as Delaware stakes winners 
Gasia and Miss Elsie. While Jones never 
considered himself an “East Coast kind 
of guy,” he believed the Delaware track 
might be the right place for him. “When 
I got to hang out on the backstretch, I 
thought. Well, this right here could be a 
lot like home.’” 

B The 2-year-old fiUy Dreaming of 
Anna remained undefeated following a 
smashing victory in the Tippett Stakes 
at Colonial Downs, in which she set a 
course record for furlongs on the turf 
Shipped in from Arlington Park by trainer 
Wayne Catalano for breeder/owner Frank 
Calabrese, the Rahy fiUy completed the 
distance in 1:01.63.

Dreaming of Enna finished a perfect season 
that year when in herfourth start she captured 
the Breeders^ Gup Juvenile Fillies-G1, sealing 
an Eclipse Award.

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50years ago 

B In two years, Eddie and Binnie 
Houghton had transformed their 120- 
acre purchase of rolling meadows on the 
bank of the Chester River on Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore into a first-class horse 
operation named Buckingham Farm. New 
to the Chestertown farm was the stallion 
Assemblyman, owned by Mrs. Houghton’s 
father Anderson Fowler. Assemblyman 
had stood the previous six years at 
Worthington Farms. 

B Bieber-Jacobs Stable’s young 
broodmare Morning Sunrise, a half-sister 
to stakes winner Bonjour carrying her first 
foal to the cover of Native Dancer, was 
the $56,000 top price of 86 horses sold 
on “Dispersal Night,” the late September 
evening sale at Timonium which was also 
comprised of horses from Glenangus 
Farms, Hill-N-Dale Farm and the 
Newmarket Syndicate. 

Mrs. George Proskauer of Akron, 
Ohio, was the top bidder for Morning 
Sunrise, a 4-year-old daughter of Prince 
Khaled. 

Morning Sunrise produced only one foal, the 
Native Dancerfilly she was carrying. Named 
Capercaillie, the filly won four of seven starts. 



including two stakes, and produced multiple 
stakes winner Easy Gallop. 

B “With its pari-mutuel machines and 
the serene air of county fairs. Fair Hill 
has long been considered as the model 
for the jumping-horse scene and perhaps 
the last stronghold for a game pessimists 
say is dying,” wrote Dale Austin of the 
faU races at the scenic Maryland course. 


The highlight of the two-day meet 
over successive Saturdays in September 
was Tuscalee. “The country boy of the 
competitors over high obstacles showed 
his class of by-gone days, capturing the 
Fair Hill Steeplechase the first Saturday, 
and returning closing day under a top- 
heavy 165 pounds to win the 45th running 
of the Manly Steeplechase,” reported 
Austin.

B The Foxcatcher National Cup at Fair 
Hill was won by Carroll K. Bassett’s Irish- 
bred *Corrigan, who set a new course 
record of 6 minutes flat, taking five 
seconds off the previous 3-mile mark, in 
the race described as the “fall’s greatest 
sporting event.” 

B Maryland-bred stakes winners pictured 
throughout the magazine included Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s 2-year-old fiUy Petrify, winner 
of Belmont’s Matron Stakes; Stadacona 
Farm-bred Stimady, who took Belmont’s 
Jerome Handicap; and William Brann’s 
Pictor, winner of the Philadelphia Handi¬ 
cap at Havre de Grace. 

B News from Laurel regarding the 
upcoming 25-day faU meet stated “There 
just aren’t enough staUs on the grounds 
for even half of the horses for which sta- 
bUng appUcation has been made.” Laurel 
had room for 1,200 horses, and applica¬ 
tions for 2,600 had been received. 

“However, Laurel is fortunate in that 
the Bowie race track is close by and part 
of the overflow can be accommodated 
there.”

THE SINCEREST FORM OF FLAnERY 

W hen Maryland Million founder Jim McKay predicted, back 
in 1986, that the Maryland Million would be imitated, his 
words turned out to be an understatement. Since then 21 
other states and Canada have had special racing days modeled, at 
least in part, after the Maryland Million. Following is a chronological list 
of these events, and the years they were introduced.

But 
eipl^^of khem must meet certain speci¬ 
fied requirements in order to qualify as 
starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion, a horse must be sired by a stallion 
who stands in Maryland. And that stal¬ 
lion must, himself, be nominated to the 
Maryland Million. The fee to nominate 
a stallion to the Maryland Million is an 
amount equal to the stallion’s stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 
1985 until the breeding season of 2007 
(foals of 2008), owners nominated their 
foals to the Maryland Million. And once 
nominated, a horse would be eligible to 
compete throughout his or her racing 
career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding 
season (2009 foals), foals no longer need 
to be nominated-they are automatically 
certified to run as long as their sire was 
nominated to the Maryland Million in 
the year they were conceived. 

In 2015, in an attempt to increase 
field size, registered Maryland-breds not 
Maryland-sired were able to enter Mary¬ 
land Million races, only if the race did 
not fill with six Maryland Million eligible 
horses. 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of 2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to 
second; I percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth. 

Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a race horse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 
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Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in the 
state in which he is foaled. 

Twelve other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 30 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred 
in Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia have gone to 
the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
eight states and Canada. Seventy-six of 
the 319 events have gone to horses bred 
outside of Maryland.

Maryland-breds have won 243 of the 
319 events (76 percent). 

Ratios have varied from year to year. 
On the inaugural Maryland Million Day 
in 1986, only three Maryland-breds won. 
The following year, they accounted for 
eight of the nine races. In ’93, for the 
first time ever, Maryland-breds swept 
the program—a feat duplicated in 1997, 
2000 and 2015. 


Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 
Classic, taking 23 of the 30 runnings. 
Only Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred 
in the first running. New Jersey-breds 
Frugal Doc (1996) and Cuba (2008) 
and Pennsylvania-breds Sumerset 
(2001), Docent (2002, 2003) and 
Presidentialaffair (2004), were foaled 
outside Maryland borders. Victorious 
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Not For Love, Northviev/ 
Stollion Station's 13-time 
leading sire, continued 
to add to his numbers 
as Maryland Million's 
all-time sire leader with 
two winners in 2015. 

Not For Love offspring have 
accounted for 34 wins, 
including six runnings of 
the Classic, five Distaffs 
and Sprints, four Turfs and 
Oaks, and three Ladies 
and Lassies over the years, 
f-lis runners have finished 
fourth or better 121 times 
since making their first 
appearances in 1999, and 
those runners earned more 
than $3.5 million in purses.

T tle Maryland Million Ltd. Board of Directors voted in 2013 
to give an Unsung Hero Award annually in honor of Joe 
Kelly. Joe was the first and only publicist for the Jim McKay 
Maryland Million Day racing program. As a close friend of founder 
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Jim McKay, Kelly was involved from the introduction of the concept 
in 1985 until his death in 2012. He was a mentor to writers, horsemen 
and fans alike, and loved our sport from his early days as a sports

writer. 

Joe Kelly embodied the character of the unsung hero. He was 
quiet and unassuming, and never sought personal attention or 
credit, yet was a role model for many. With this award, his memory 
lives on, and be acknowledged annually on Jim McKay Maryland 
Million Day. 

Our unsung hero embodies characteristics that are valuable, but 
often go unrewarded: honest, hardworking and humble, inspiring 
and setting a good example through personal principles and actions. 
The 2016 award winner will be recognized at the Maryland Million 
Gala on Oct. 21 and be presented with a commemorative plaque on 
Jim McKay Maryland Million Day, Oct. 22.

Artist wins race to capture states 
sporting art at Million, beyond

For his years as a National Steeple- 
^ciation starter, Clay Baldwin had 
never si^h this: There in the broad green 
distanc^e of the My Lady’s Manor course in 
Monkt^n, between fences, between races, 
a young couple fully clothed sank into the 
cool grass and earnestly started making out. 

Baldwin approached the sweethearts, 
the guy on his back, the gal straddling, 
advised them of the impropriety and had 
them escorted away The 2015 races pro¬ 
ceeded absent other wanton oddities. 

As a pickup truck bounded over a 
hilltop a year later, taking NS A officials 
down to the launch of the opening race 
of the 2016 My Lady’s Manor, Baldwin’s 
thoughts flashed to the amorous youths, 
and how long it might take to discover a 
race-day affair so peculiar. The answer grew 
before him. 

‘Tt wasn’t just me; it was everyone in the 
truck,” Baldwin said. “We were like, ‘Oh 
sh-.’ ” 


Toward a hollow, near the starting area 
framed by woods and fence, stood a man at 
an easel bearing a large white canvas. 

Race after captivating race, horse and 
rider lunge headlong toward the unknown; 
so too the sporting artist. Sam Robinson 
had prepped well for this engagement 
at My Lady’s Manor, consulting event 
organizer Turney McKnight as to proper 
clearance and apt positioning to paint 
horses in those expectant moments before 
they set off. 

“1 thought I had iced it,” Robinson said. 
“1 had the main guy who said I was good, 
and I’d been on the course before.” 


Then came the truck, and starter Bald¬ 
win’s determined stride. “I could tell he’s 
aghast,” Robinson said, working a smile. 

An artist willingly invites scrutiny. Rob¬ 
inson discovered that steeplechase courses, 
and later racetracks, sometimes prompt 
reaction before color meets canvas. 

Baldwin placidly explained that painter 
and easel so close to the starting point 
could cause a horse fright or distraction. 

Fie asked Robinson to move back a dis¬ 
tance, saying later, “Fie was great about it.” 

“That’s his job,” Robinson said. “I’m not 
gonna wrangle with him. If it doesn’t seem 
safe to him, then I don’t want to be there... 
Fie couldn’t have been nicer.” 

Before displacement, Robinson had 
sketched in portions of a hilly Monkton 
landscape edged by trees that implied a 
bashful spring. 

Afterward, he laughed about juxtaposi¬ 
tion: The heralded Easton, Md., competi¬ 
tions he’d entered for painters of plein-air 
pictures - landscapes and other scenes 
painted outdoors, on location - required an 
invitation and a jury review for inclusion. 
Race courses at times engendered other 
rigorous scrutiny. 

With official blessings, Robinson pho¬ 
tographed the My Lady’s Manor prerace 
movements and finished the oil painting. 
Starters Orders, in his Owings Mills studio. 
Fie often produces larger-scale works this 
way, completing canvases after-the-fact 
from photographic composites, but relishes 
the smaller plein-air creations briskly 
painted with gouache, a fast-drying opaque 
watercolor that mimics oil.

Cricket Goodall, Maryland Million 
executive director, first saw Robinson ply 
this brush-bustling technique at a Saga¬ 
more Farm visitors’ day a few years ago and 
found the impressionistic output provoca¬ 
tive - presently and potentially. 

“In the beginning, it was just, ‘Fiey, I 
love your stuff,’ and ‘Wow, you can paint 
this really wonderful painting in an hour 
and half,’ ” Goodall said. Then came inspi¬ 
ration: “Maybe we can introduce him to 
breeders in hopes that he would find those 
scenic views of breeding farms and the 
flat-racing side of it as interesting as he was 
finding the steeplechase world.” 

Acquaintances made, Goodall also 
arranged for Robinson to paint Maryland 
Million Day doings on location starting 
2014, both to commemorate the event 
and to fundraise for horse-industry and 
land-preservation causes. Fiis exposure thus 
enhanced, Robinson typically shares half 
of these cooperative proceeds with said 
interests. 

“A symbiotic relationship, I guess,” 
Goodall said. “We were helping him 
broaden his potential clients, and he was 
helping us show a side of the industry in a 
very lovely way that sometimes doesn’t get 
shown.” 

Given occurrences at My Lady’s Manor, 
Robinson favored anchoring an easel 
trackside. “It’s nice to be at a major event 
and have people not wondering what you’re 
doing,” he said. “They’re, like, happy to set 
up a tent for you or give you a table. It’s 
kind of cool to be appreciated.” 

During a July exhibit of Robinson’s 
sporting-art works at Fialcyon Fiouse 
Antiques in Lutherville, appreciation 
moved wall to wall with craning looks, 
approving words, extended study. The five 
dozen pieces on display featured the 
breadth of his “painterly realism,” studies of 
color, light, expression, brushwork and 
composition, and of subjects: racing action, 
backstretch labors, farm scenes, sales 
pavilions, human and equine portraits. 

Captured subjects captured viewers, 
whose words conveyed Robinson’s artistic 
subtext: “My God, the definition” of Amer¬ 
ican Pharoah on the path to a morning 


gallop, the muscle at his right flank rippling 
with relief-map texture in Good Morning 
Pimlico. “Wasn’t easy getting the tack on 
that one” as a steeplechase trainer tries to 
cinch a girth on a feisty bay in Saddling 
Paddock. “You can feel the warmth on his 
back” as a sun-splashed groom sponges the 
left: flank of a languid blaze-faced chestnut 
in Wash Down. 

As the reception ended, Goodall 
bought Bright Eyed, a gouache of a shaggy- 
maned, white-faced chestnut foal bending 
toward sunshine, its dark brown dam vague 
but close by, the pasture grass behind them 
tinted yellow and taupe from a new spring 
tramping. 

“It does have realistic tones... and yet 
it’s a looser style,” Goodall said. “I don’t 
know what that’s called, but I like it.” 

“There are hints of [impressionism] 
to his style, but it’s really fairly realistic. I 
don’t think I can put a label on it, per se,” 
said Stiles T. Colwill, the Fialcyon Fiouse 
co-owner who’s organized several shows 
for Robinson. “Fie is capturing moments, 
and they’re moments, if you’re in the 
horse world, that you instantly recognize. 
Fleeting moments that he is capturing as 
memories.” 


Colwill drew to Robinson’s work years 
ago as judge for The Valleys Planning 
Council’s biannual art show. Given to 
thoroughness, Colwill reviewed the entries 
days before and so marveled at a Robinson 
painting of steeplechase trainer Joe Davies 
bathing a Maryland Fiunt Cup runner that 
he bought it. 

“I saw a picture, and I fell in love with 
it,” Colwill said. “Joe Davies is throwing a 
bucket of water toward the horse. I kept 
trying to figure out how he captured that 
moment so well.” 

The answer sketches out of South 
Korea, where Robinson spent most of his 
youth. Both grandfathers had become 
clergymen, and his parents served as medi¬ 
cal missionaries through the Presbyterian 
Church. Robinson left: Maryland for Korea 
in I960 as a first-grader and soon drew 
insight and sustenance from the ancient art 
of Asian brush painting. 

From a studio sideboard he pulled one 
of his earliest childhood works, a floral on 
paper of mulberry leaves showing hues of 
black and gray and precocity. You paint 
them on the floor, kneeling, he said, using 
long brushes and ink stones. 
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“It’s a very formal style: You copy again 
and again and again from your teacher un¬ 
til you get that down ... It was an interest¬ 
ing way to begin.” 

His parents getting one-year furloughs, 
Robinson returned for sixth and I Ith 
grades to Burnside, the Greenspring Valley 
resort that his mother’s family, the Shoe¬ 
makers, had established in the mid-1800s. 
The Valley served as a shady summer retreat 
then, a railway outpost for the urban well- 
to-do like Robinson’s great-great grandfa¬ 
ther, a shipping magnate. 

Great-great grandad’s son, Sam Shoe¬ 
maker, used his family fortune to convert 
Burnside to a year-round residence and cor¬ 
responding dairy farm. After World War II, 
the family razed outbuildings, disbanded 
the dairy herd and most of the farm’s 600 
acres: Robinson has a home (with wife 
Barbara) and studio there, and his brother 
a lot. 

Absent direct evidence, Robinson 
thinks his ancestors must have ridden; 
foxhunters ruled the Valley then, and the 
Shoemakers proper raised Hackney stal¬ 
lions to perpetuate their carriage-driving 
fleet. A framed, time-bleached photo on 
the foyer wall of Robinson’s studio shows 
grandfather Shoemaker as a boy with a 
Hackney pony; below that, a shadowbox of 
horse-show ribbons, well preserved given 
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the date stamp - 1903 - and other horse- 
related artifacts. 

“I certainly didn’t grow up riding or 
anything, but there’s a piece of that in the 
thread of the family tradition. It goes back 
in the pedigree,” Robinson said. “But, 
curiously, I ignored that totally for years. 

It didn’t occur to me to paint any of that 
at all.” 

Life in Korea likely aided that suppres¬ 
sion. Robinson’s father, an obstetrician/gy¬ 
necologist, taught and practiced medicine 
in Seoul, and the family shared a com¬ 
pound with other Presbyterian missionaries 
enjoying an American lifestyle in a foreign 
land. “We got to know the [Korean] cul¬ 
ture,” Robinson said, “but we didn’t live it.” 

The Korean style of painting was 
another matter. “Definitely informed my 
artistic interests,” he said. 

Robinson graduated from high school 
in Seoul, returned to the states and eventu¬ 
ally co-founded Valley Craftsmen doing 
larger-scale painted interiors - or, as he 
put it, “the architectural interior applica¬ 
tion of special painted effects.” Wooden 
columns made to look like marble, oversize 
murals that tell a story or evoke a mood, a 
windowless space painted as a room with 
a view. 

As Valley Craftsmen grew to gross a mil¬ 
lion dollars yearly, Robinson sought enrich¬ 


ment elsewhere - from the Asian technique 
that influenced and still compelled him. 

He cast this romance as “a deep, consistent 
interest in the brush mark.” 

His family, in a sense, led Robinson 
back to this organic style. Around 2000, 
at wife Barbara’s asking, he did portraits 
of son Lehm and daughter Sallie. Word 
suffused the Valley. George Mahoney Jr., a 
joint master at Green Spring Hounds, com¬ 
missioned a portrait of his foxhunting son. 

“So I went out one morning early to one 
of the hunt meets up in the Valley there, 
and that was incredible,” Robinson said. “I 
was like, T cannot believe I have not been 
following this.’ An awakening. I mean, I 
was just dazzled by this thing.” 

Horses maneuvering across splendid 
rural landscapes moved him closer to 
the works he aimed to do, the smaller, 
free-wheeling, plein-air pieces that rely on 
brushstrokes to imply subjects. This new es¬ 
say, he discovered, required a delicate sense 
of equipoise. 

“A subject like sporting art has a certain 
balance between the expressive qualities, 
the purely artistic concerns that I might 
have and that relationship with the audi¬ 
ence,” Robinson said. “If you can barely 
tell it’s a horse, why would they want that ? 

I really do want to have a strong sense of 
the anatomy and things like that, and yet I 
value that brushy suggestion of things.” 

He acknowledged the challenge of 
learning to paint horses in all manner of 
movement; that is, to faithfully represent 
them to horse people keen on conforma¬ 
tion, proportion and context. 

“You’re tackling a new subject about 
which you know nothing,” he said. “So I’d 
see something I’d think was really cool, and 
I would find out later that that was, like, 
wrong. Nobody wants a horse that’s got his 
ears laid back... So it took me a while to 
understand this sport, what’s interesting, 
what’s going on beyond the fact that it’s 
visually exciting.” 

The Halcyon House show reflected 
Robinson’s vast and varied palette. Mer- 
rylandj Shamrock and Summer Wind 
affirm the pastoral beauty of Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred farms. Spring Skies aligns 
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eight galloping horses dwarfed amid 
sprawling tree-topped hills and a tumbling 
sky. Fording Western Run depicts the lead 
of three foxhunters navigating his mount 
through a knee-deep stream, the water cast 
in green-violet-teal essence and framed 
by craggy, leafless trees. Study for King 
offers an impressionistic yet unmistakable 
profile of Hall of Fame trainer Leatherbury. 
Handle With Care shows a farmhand sup¬ 
porting a brown, haltered, blaze-faced foal 
somewhat astonished by the world. Fire In 
Motion features poses of stallion Friesan 
Fire, presented as three horses, being led 
past the white-and-red stables of Country 
Life Farm. 

“The work has matured for me,” Robin¬ 
son said. “It’s not about selling as many as I 
can. It’s about telling the story.” 

The Halcyon show thus included the 
paintings Five Gallon Fails, in which 
an everyday stablehand lugs two water 
buckets, his forearms taut and tense at the 
weight, and Blacksmith, whose working toil 
manifests through bent-waist contortion. 
And, yes, a gouache of a burly, red-necked, 
brown-gray-black-white turkey titled 
Mascot. 

“You know, they’re grazing expensive 
Thoroughbreds right next to the turkey,” 
Robinson said. “And he acts like he’s the 
most important thing out there.” 

Less likely to sell for their subjects’ rela¬ 
tive anonymity, these paintings mark the 
ways Robinson now stretches the canvas. 
“For reasons that aren’t especially rational, 
the subject has really grabbed me,” he said, 
meaning the ever-sprawling horse-related 
spectacle. “There’s something deeply 
intriguing about this, and I’m still trying to 
get at it.” 

Across the ages, brush-wielding eccen¬ 
trics have brought color and texture to the 
painting world beyond their masterpieces. 

In the 1600s, Caravaggio allegedly 
toasted a finished work with drunken 
swordfights. In the 1800s, Richard Dadd 
took a razor and fatally slashed his father, 
whom he thought the devil. In the 1900s, 
Salvador Dali reportedly underwent an 
exorcism, and Van Gogh somehow lost an 
ear. 
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Interviews at his studio and art show 
rendered Robinson grounded, steady and 
rational, patient and affable, a practicing 
realist who’s emerged as one of the region’s 
few accomplished and respected sporting 
artists. His manner, like his work, lacks 
affectation: He carries his painting gear in 
a black and red backpack and implies that 
this burgeoning affair with sporting art has 
evoked a mutual embrace. 

Of the majesty of the horse: “If you’re 
outdoors and a really fit Thoroughbred 
walks by, that’s a moment worth capturing.” 

Of his de facto status as exclusive paint¬ 
er of the Maryland horse industry: “I’m 
kind of like a weird version of the press.” 

Of the pulse-raising spectacle of the 
race: “I can completely see why people are, 
like, stoned on it.” 

At the 2015 Maryland Million, 
Robinson positioned his easel on Laurel

Park’s grandstand apron to paint a plein-air 
race scene. An obvious question: Even in 
a 90-minute work, how can you capture 
horses moving so quickly? As Robinson set 
about the task, racing fans gathered for the 
answer. 

First he addressed stationary objects: 
tan-colored barns beyond the far turn, 
distant green-leaf trees far beyond and a 
conspicuous white water tower in between; 
the brown-dirt racetrack, white and shad¬ 
owed rails, a glimpse of the turf course and 
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of gray-white canopied tents. Then a once-blue sky overtaken by 
brooding clouds, and a sketchy-colored mass of onlookers beyond 
the outside rail. 

“That was kinda fun,” he said. “I had it all blocked in; it was 
lookin’ pretty good, and I put my brush down. People were 
watchin’ me paint. One of them said, ‘What are you looking for?’ I 
said, ‘I’m looking for the horses to come around.’ 

“So they come around again - I’m basically talking about horses 
that are a quarter of an inch tall. So I’m just trying to gauge their 
scale and get a sense of what was going on - somebody leading by 
a lot of lengths, or a nice little group. So they come by, and I just 
watch carefully and try to judge things. And when they’re gone, 

I got out my brush and knocked in a little group of horses and 
jockeys.” 

The corresponding work. Final Turn MD Million, spanned 
a compact 8-by-10-inch canvas for reasons advantageous to the 
undertaking. 

“For one thing, when things are small, a brush mark counts for 
more - you know, a dot can be a person in the distance,” Robinson 
said. “Secondly, you’re trying to coordinate so much information, 
that’s just gonna go a lot better if you narrow your scale.”

At this year’s Million, he plans to set up near the pad- 
dock - maybe overlooking it, maybe along the wooden risers on 
the clubhouse side. That would afford a look out through white 
wooden porticoes into the soft autumn light. 

In this and other ways, Robinson continues to study his subject 
in different profiles. Which explains why, on a race-less day last fall 
without horse or human evident, he ventured far beyond the finish 
line to paint a side of Pimlico rarely seen. The Baltimore track gets 
blanket coverage Preakness Day, he said, when stands and infield 
teem; now it would be shown in the nude. 

Better yet, the scene would evoke the epitome of plein-air 
painting: everything static but the sun and certain pillowy clouds. 
Robinson had a credential granting him access. Fie set up his easel 
and readied his tools. 

Off Season Pimlico peers down the vacant, yawning, harrowed 
dirt homestretch from the cusp of the clubhouse turn, tiny leafy 
green trees straightaway in the distance, shadowy-white outdoor 
stands close to the left, the red-edged, glass-faced clubhouse farther 
down. 

Robinson might have finished the painting on-site, as planned. 
But a Pimlico security guard happened out toward the clubhouse 
turn, spotted a man with an easel bearing a small white canvas, ap¬ 
proached him with determined strides and told him to leave.
